ſo far erceeded all other Ladies, that ſhe was eſteemed in tho le 
parts of the wozld, the onely Paragon of Beauty; beſides the 
vertuous qualities, and precious gifts of Mature; wherewith 
her mind was abundantly adozned, did ſo much extol her high 
tommendations, that many Pzinces of far Countries did 
travel there to attain her Love. Inſomuch, that by continual 
acceſs of many ſtrange Knights, the Court of Dionyſins daily 
encreaſcd in dignity ; who gave moſt courteous entertainment to 
all, as beſt tefitted their Honours, and accozdedwith his moſt.

© Earlythenert mojning, Dionyſins, arrended by his Nowility, 
rode f62 to meet the Pꝛinte ſome thee miles from the City; 
whom having mer, he mot lovingly Embzaced , and welcomed 


; witherceeding great courtetle. Pariſmus marvelling very much 
at this unexpected kindneſs in him, laid; Moſt High and 
* Magnificent King, Þ being altogerher unwozthy or this your | 
erxteeding favour, moſt humbly entreat your pardon to my Pyeez 

lumption; deſiring you to impute my raſhneſs to my Vouth: 
which hath attempted this boldneſs , without any hope, in the 


leaſt degree, to deſerve this kindneſs. Dionyſus taking him be 
the hand, dcſired him to leave off theſe ſpeeches, koꝛ that he eſtem- 
ed his Court and Country inſufficient to Entertain him. as 
he deſerved ; telling him, that he was the nioſt welcome gueff 
to his Court that might be. Wherewith they joyCully deparred 
towards the City.

J love, being well wozthy thereof, fox his vertues do exceed many 
mens; of whoſe faith and fidelity J have ſufficient tryal, and a 
mote lopal Knight cannot be found. By this time they were 
| come to the Palace Gate, where was the Queen with all her 
1 Train of Ladies, ready to Welcome Pariſmus: which was ſuch 

| a plcaſant fight to behold, that the Pꝛince with the ſudden. view 
| of:their Beauty was dyiven into a deep ſtudy, from which he was. 
revived by the Queen, who moſt graciouſly came. and Welcomey 
him, laying; In all kindneſs J bid your Honour Welcome in: 
o Lheſſaly, where we will endeavour to reqtute your Friendſhip 
| in coming unto us. 

Molt vertuous Queen, quoth he, fo2 this your Honourable fa- 
bour, both my ſelk, and all that are mine, thall be continually 
ound to da you all dutiful ſervice. The great gloꝛy of. the Palace 
made Pariſmus to marvel ; and the honourable Entertainment, 
the lumptudus Banquets, the rare Muſick, and gallant Shows, 
to tedious ta rehearle, made him think that Fame had altogether 
darkned the honour of that place: lo that all his ſenſes were very 
much refreſhed with the variety of ſeveral delight. 

At ſuch teme as King Dionyſius and the, Prince entred the 
Court, Laurana hearing of the Pꝛintes coniing, ſtanding at her 
Chyamber-Window, viewed them well; and knew, oz at leaſt 
thought, that to be Pariſmus that came with her Father and the 
Queen, attended by a gallant Train ok Knights ; and calling

To relate the Conference the King and Pariſmus had, were 
to tedious, and impertinent to the Hiſtozy; But the Pzince much 
marvelling he could not ſe Laurana, ſo famous fo2 her Beauty, 
was hereby dawn into many deep Cogitations : by which 
thoughts, and remembꝛante of the late Journey he had paſſed 
onely to behold her Perſon, and that now he could not be allured

Dinner being kully ended, Dionyſus, Pariſmus,and the Queen, 
walked into a moſt pleaſant Garden; and ſhoztly after he was 
entertained with a moſt coſtly and rare Banquet, pꝛovided in an 
Arbour oꝛ Banquetting-Houſle , adjoyning to a Ezove fraughr 
with many pleaſant Birds, whole ſweet Harmony much aug⸗ 
mented the pleaſure of the place; all things being molt artifick 
ally contrived fo2 Delight; which when Pariſmus beheld, he then 
began to think with himſelf , how he ſhould ſee the Pꝛincels Lau- 
rana, fo; whoſe ſake he undertok his Travels, whole amiable pe- 
fence would have refreſhed his tired ſenfes , and libe die ex

But, ſaid Pariſmus, what if 
thy Tozd ſhall here purchaſe that which, ſhall be wozſe then 
death unto him, unleſs he have remedy > what would thou 
nhink : A would, my Lozd, ſaid he, ſpeak my opinion, if J knew 
whence the Oziginal of that Evil ſhould pzoceed. From my ſelf 
A pariſmus; forthus it ia: Thou, Jam ſure, n. 
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the renowned Laurana, and ot the honourable repoꝛt that is ſpꝛead 
or her beauty and vertues, which dꝛiveth me into many thoughts, 
becauſe J cannot behold that Beauty: therekoꝛe J impart m 
mind to thee, as the onely man J truſt; and unleſs J can by thy 
means have ſome hope of contf22t , J will both curſe the hour of 
my Nativity, and remain hereafter in contintial grfct : therckoze 
counſel me what J were beſt ta do herein. 

My Loꝛd, laid Oriſtus, fnce it hath plealed peur Highnels fo 
much to favour me, as to chuſe me to be ycur aſſiſtant herein, J 
will moſt faithfu:ly and ſpeedily do to the uttermoſt to actom⸗ 
plich your delire. J pꝛay thee then do it, laid Pariſmus, with all 
lpccd; koz my reſtlels Paſſians require Counſel. J have, ſaid: 
Oriſtus, ſome acquaintance wi h Lozd Remus, who is greatly 
favoured of the King, tontinually reſident in the Court, and well 
beloved ok all, by whoſe means Þ do not doubt but both to 
habe ſome certain knowledge of the Pꝛintels, as alio ſoon to 
kꝛing you to her Specch; and accozding as xou habe put me in 
truſt, ſo will Jule all the means 3 can to purchale your High; 
neſs content. 

Molt part of the night being paſt, Pariſmus betook himfelf to 
his reſt, and Oriitus to his Lodging. In the mozning, Dio- 
nyſius being early up, uſed his actumſtomed manner, to vllt 
his Gueſts; and coming to Pariſmus Chamber, he formd him 
not there, but walking in a Gallery thereto adjoyning, and Salu⸗ 
ting him, laid, Noble Pꝛinte, if you are not weary with your 
late Journey, I would intreat your company to go on Hunting 
this day, fo2 that J have appointed to meet a Noble Friend of. 
mine at the Fo2reſt of Red Deer; fo2 ſo it is cafted, by reaſon 
of the abundance of thoſe Beaſts that the Countrey 2 
where you ſhall fee what Paſtime the Hounds can make. 
Vlhich Pariſmus kindly accepted. Oriſtus ſtayed behind, tg the 
end he might effect his purpoſe ; and walking in the Gatben, he 
thanted, accozding to his defire, to meet with the Lozd We 1 
and having ſaluted him, ſaid; He was glad to find 
leiſure, to habe ſome conference with him , to renew 2 
quaintance. So walking into a Solimry Arbour talking of 
divers matters, it thanted the Princes Laure, ihnen of 
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create her ſelf in the Garden, fo that ſhe thought all the No: 


bles had been gone on Hunting with the King her Father, chan- 
ted to come, accompanied with her Maiden Leda, unto the ſolt- 
tary place where Lozd Remus and Oriſtus were then talking ; 


andeſpying the Lozd Remus, whom the pꝛelently knew, My 
Lo2d, quoth ſhe, J had thought you had been on Hunting this 


day; but J ſee your mind is buſied with ſome other ererciſes. 
Moſt Noble Pyinceſs, quoth he, if J had gone on Hunting, J 
ſhould have left this honourable Lozd, mp noble friend, with- 
out coinpany ; lo that J thought ir my duty to keep him krom 
bctier ſtudies with my hamely talk. So the Pꝛincels kindly 
ſaluting them, told Oriitus, be was welcome to her Fathers 
Court, and therewith departed. 

Quoth Oriſtus, My Lozd, is this the Princeſs Laurana , of 
whom J have heard \uch rare commendations in Bohemia? Jt 
is ſaid he, the very lame, and the molt verrudus and courteous 
Lady that liveth this day: who very leldome comech abzoad, 


but continually giveth her mind to pꝛactile excellent qualities, 


amongſt other vertuous Ladies. During this their talk, they 
had walked about the Pallace, to the end that Oriſtus might 
behold the ſtatelinels thereof ; who having ſeen all things, and 
knowing which was Laurana's Lodging , was in ſome meaſure 
comforted by chat knowledge. e 

Thus the day being lpent, and the King returned from Hun» 
ting, Pariſmus came to Oriſtus, and enquired of him, ił he had 
heard ol Laurana, and what comtozt there was fo2 him. My Lo2d,

J yield my humble thanks, ſafd-Oriſtns,. to 
your Majeſty and that Noble Pꝛinte, fo? the care you have of my 
welfare, being ſo2ry that by my miladventure you have all been 
diſquieted : but to ſatisfie your Highneſs therein, thus it was. 
The ſame day your Excellency found me ſoze worded, J be- 
ing up ſomewhat early, walking at one end of my Dychard, el⸗ 
pied an Armed Knight hal ing and pulling a beautiful poung maid 
in molt rude and dilcourteous manner; and not withſtanding the 
manifold entreaties ſhe uſed, would not leave his Eruelty., but 
uſed theſe ſpeeches unto her - Content thy ſelf to be thing üled at 
my hands, and take it loꝛ a favour that Jule thee not wozle; lo 
the injury that thy bꝛother hath done me, will J revenge on ther. 
Why, ſaid ſhe, it was not my offence, noz pꝛotured by my 
knowledge; he is a Knight, and beareth Arms: revenge 
felf on him; do not attempt to diſhonour me, that am a Wa 
but rather take my life, that thereby J may be rid krom the chen 
you intend to my honour. Nay; pꝛoud Damſel, quoth he, ik 
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_ 1 Uſage J intend a ſhame, J will the rather do it 
to vex t 

Fliftened as long as J could to hear her talk, and marking 
"which way they took, J went in, and with all the ſpeed J could 
armed my ſelf, and followed after them, but could not overtake 
them beloze they were gotten into the Wood ; where by the Cry 
of the Damſel , J found him ready to accomplith his Uillany, 
thꝛeatning moſt grievouily to toꝛment her if the yielded not to him. 
Trayto), (ſaid J) what moveth thee to uſe this Lady ſo diltour- 
teouſiy? Jt beſeemeth not a Knight and a Gentleman, as thou 
ſeemeſt to be, to uſe ſich rigour ts a diſtreſſed Mirgin. Sir, be 
gone, ſaid he again, oꝛ J will quickly ſend thee againſt thy will, and 
then tell thee my reaſon. Wherewith the Maiden deſired me J

Then he 
ſhewed Oriſtus the ſacred Lines and ſweet Meſſage 19 5 ab 
ſent, willing him to be ready to go with him to the place apporn 24 
but unſeen, leſt that the Pꝛincels ſhould blame him fo2 not fulfill- 
ing her mind. Thus ſpending the day, (which ſeemed to be lon 
ger then two) he again returned to his Chamber, thinking each 
minute a year, ⁊ a thouland times wiſhing the appzoach of the ap⸗ 
pointed time.

firſt he thought to motion himſelf ; then he thought Dionyſus.

pariſmus ſeeing Lozd Remus talking to Iſabella, ſaluted his 
Laurana with thele ſpæches: My dear Lady, although J confeſs 
my ſelt᷑ kar unwoꝛzthy of that kindneſs you have already granted 
me, vet J humbly requeſt one kavour moe at your hands; which

Where her Milkris was; ſhe told him thar ſhe ſtaped in her 
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Chamber koꝛ him, which ſhe thought to be the fitteſt plate fo 
their pꝛivate conference , fo: that ſhe was now fully allured o 
his honourable meaning. Do directing him the-way, he guickly 
found Laurana, who was come to the Stairs:head to mæt him, 
whom he kindly ſaluted, and ſhe as lovingly welcomed him, per⸗ 
ding their time in ſweet Gꝛeetings, but far from any thought ot 
Unchaſtnels, their Embꝛacings being grounded upon the e indſt 
vertuous conditions that might be. And litting together upon 
the Beds-fide, Laurana taking Pariſmus by the hand, the rears 
ſtanding in her eyes, told him all the ſpeeches her Father had n"0 
unto her, and of Sicanus Love; repca*ing all that had palled 
bet wirt them. abich ertreamly grieved Pariſmus te hear: net 
that he doubted her change , but koz that he was thereby dilap⸗ 
pointed of the firſt grant from D:onyſius, who he was fugy per⸗ 
Waded would have given his conſent. | 
Dear Lady, ſaid Pariſmus, ſince theſe miſchances are unfoy 
tunately hapned, J know not how to remedy them ; but it reſteth 
ontly in your power, either by granting him Love to deitroy me, 
oz to continue your favourable kindneſs towards me, and there: 
by purchaſe the diſpleaſure of your Parents, which will be worſe 
tinto me then death. 
My Lo2d, replyed Laurana, you need not uſe theſe ſpeeches, 

o any way trouble your mind; koꝛ J pꝛomile and pꝛoteſt, that 
not the loſs o diſpleaſure ot my friends, oꝛ any other miſery oꝛ 
tozment whatſocver, ſhall make me any way infringe that Pꝛo⸗ 
miſe J have made you ; fo2 your Love is moe dear unto me then 
my life : but J deſire vou to tell me how J may any way wo!k 
pour content, and J will do it.

Thus thinking tos much of their ſtaln time ſpent about theſe . f 
unpleaſant news, they began to ute wo2ds of moze tomkozt, poo- 
teeding from the kindeſt Friendſhip that might be: fo2 ſo plca: 
antly Cweet were their lovely joys and true⸗hearted meanings, 
that ther far ftirpaſſed the admirable kindneſs of Lovers, bur 
might be termed the true ſubjens of perkeck Pleaſures ; wherein 
rheſc two harmleſs Souls continued the greateit part of the | 
night with luch joy, that had Sicanus(who moſt envied Pariſwus) 
teen and beheld them, he would never have attempted to part ſuch 
a pair ot faithtul friends, 0 

. Now the diſtnal hour of their parting being tome, by reaſon 
of the light which the Sun began to glocunts the Chamber, Pa- 
riſmus taking Lavrana in his arins, dawing ſweet bꝛeath krom 
ber Lips, told her, that now to his hearts grick, he muſt leave j 
her to be courted by his enemy Sicanus ; relating the long Ulars 
that had paſſed between their Fathers, and the late Peace that 
was concluded, and how that he knew Sicanus at his firſt coming | 
into Theſſaly, He deiires her to let him underſtand ſuch News 
from her as did concecn their Love: which ſhe pꝛomiled him ſhe 
would, and withal, that ſhe would never yield to love him, that 
was an enemy to Pariſmus, but would hate her own heart, if it 
ſhould but think a thought to wzong him. Thus with a thouſand 
times embracing one ansther, they parted, he to his Lodging, 
and the to her reſt. 

CHAP. VL 


How Sicauus hired three Tartarians to murther Pariſmm;and 
how he was taken up by certain Out-laws, and had his life 
preſerved. What ſorrow Laurana made for his loſs ; ang 
what befel at Dionyſius his Court. 1 

Tz next moꝛning Sicanus ſought all the means he could to 

ſelieite his Suit again: but Laurana uled the matter in ſuch 

{o2t , that the kept her Chamber the oꝛ four days, to the end he 

thould 
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ſhould have no occaſion to ſpeak to her; which made him almo! | 
mad. And ſeeing himſelf fruffrated of his deſire that way, his 
mind, being apt foꝛ any impyeffion, began to deviſe,how he migh* 
either find out the cauſe of Laurana's Strangenels, 92 revengt 
himſelf on Paritmus , who he thought was che onely man chat 
hindꝛed his Love. Studying how to bꝛing that about, he began 
to weigh how greatly Pariſmos was eftecmed of Dionyſius, and 
that his vertues made him fv well beloved ol all, that ro offer 
him any abuſe openly every one would condenm him and thereby 
his Yonour would the moe encreale, and he himfelf be Evil 
thought of by Dionyſius, and condemned by Laarana, and per not» 
withſtanding be nothing the nearer his purpoſed determination. 
At length giving his mind over to all Wickedneſs and Cruelty, 
he thought rhe beſt courſe he had was to murther him ſecretly ; 
therekoꝛe calling unto him thee of his Servants, being Larta- 
r ians, he uſed a long circumſtance of kind tpeeches unto them, pꝛo⸗ 
miling that if they would deviſe ſome means how to revenge him 
on an Enemy that had done him great mjury, he would pycrer 
them unto Dignity when he came into his own Country, and in 
the mean time he would give them a thouſand pounds. 
Thele Villains, greedy of gain and pꝛekerment, and leing at 
that pꝛelent poo? and needy, lwoꝛe that they would perſoun-whar- 
ſoever he commanded them, lo they might know the man. Sica- 
nus then giving them the money, told them it was Pariſmus, who 
had of late done him a monſtrous injury, (at whole name the 
Villains ſtared one upon another, as though they had repented 
them of their pzomiſe :) and that, when as he rode koꝛth on Haw⸗ 
king, (as his cuſtome was) they might wait an oppoztunity un⸗ 
til he was alone, and then acconpliſh their intended Murther 
without ſuſpition, Thele Uilleths,fully bent upon their intended 
milchiek, (being Heathens, and therefaze:the moꝛe ealily dzawn 
with the hope of Reward to any TreacherpY continnally waited 
their convenient time with an unnoveablerefolution. 
Pariſmus all the day being in company ot te King and other 
Nobles, having given his mind to quietneſs, Fox.that he was 
fully aſſured of Laurana'sfavour, nothing daubting ie Trealon 
of Sicanus, told Dionyſius,That he intended ti gu an Hawking, 
deliring him to vouch late to ſ& his Faulcon flie: which Dionyſius 
* E 2 pꝛomilſed 
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pꝛomiſed ts do, fo) that his Hawk was eſteemed above all others. 
Likewiſe Sicanus, the King of Hungaria, and the Pyince of 
Sparta, would bear him company. ; 

The nert mozning very early King Dionyſius, Pariſmus, and 
the reſt of the company, addzeſled themſelves to that paſtime; and 
having ſpent moſt part of the day, towards the evening Par iſmus 
loft Lis Vawk, which he loved erceeding well, being pzocured by 
a Tempeſt that ſuddenly aroſe ; and thereby being wandzed from 
the reſt of his company , chanced to hear the noiſe of her Bells, 
as he thought, in the Wood hard by, where becauſe ye could not 
ride, therekoꝛe he alighted from his Eoꝛſe, and got in on foot. 

He was not entred far, but choſe Tiillaing that Sicanus had 
Lired, having followed him ſecretly all that day, and now thinking 
and finding this rhe fitteſt oppoꝛtunity to do their purpoſe, were 
tome into the Wood, andclole at Pariſmus heels : who eſpying 
them looking with ghaſtly tountenances, as he thought, and with 
their weapons about them, (the Uillains indeed being amazed at 
his very countenance) began to call to remembzance the late 
miſchante that Oſiris had reteived in the ſame plate: but that 
thought was ſoon extintt, koꝛ that he knew them to be Sicanus 
Servgnts. At laſt ye asked them if they had not leen his Hawk. 
Theydnſwered not a woꝛd, but one of them ſtared about,as if he 
had heard her near at hand; which cauſed Pariſmus to looł dili⸗ 
gently the ſame wav. But he in the mean time dꝛawing his 
Swoꝛd, ſtruck Par iſmus ſo violently upon the Head, (being bare⸗ 
headed by reaſon of the heat) and the blow having nothing to 
mitigate the foce thereof , ſo grievouſiy wounded him, that he 
felt to the earth: then, beloze he could recover himiQif, and with⸗ 
al being without a Weapon, (foꝛ otherwiſe choſe thꝛee could not 
have withſtood his fo:ce) they had given him two oz thꝛee moz⸗ 
tal Wounds ; and ſeeing him now not able to-reſiſt them, they 
began to conſult what they ſhould do with his body. 

Jn the mean time Pariſmus, having gotten bjeath, began to 
entreat them to ſpare his life, (fo2 Thyeatsin ſuch a caſe would 


not pꝛevail) pꝛomiling to reward them with great kindneſs ik 


they would not murther him: perlwading them withal, that this 
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their deed would be known, koꝛ that ſuch wickedneſs is — 
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ly revealed, and al ways grievoully puniſhed ; and he that had ſet 
them about that Nillanous action, would always hate them in 

hig heart, though outwardly he might pꝛetend a thew of Friend⸗ 

chip: telling them likewiſe, that he was a Pyinee, and able to 

pꝛeter and pleaſure them: pzomiſing them that they Gould not 

need to fear Sicanus diſpleaſure, if they would ſave his life ; and 

how all men would hate them fo: dedroying him; but. on the 
other üde, men would commend them fo? being fo mercilul as co 

ſpare his Life. All these perſwaſions could nothing prevail, but 

without making him any anl wer, they thꝛuſt their Swoꝛds imo 
his body in divers placcs; and thinking him to be Dead, they 

covered him with Moſs and Leaves, leaving his Carkaſs to be 
ueVoured by ſome wild Beaſt. His YoQſr they foimnd tyed without 

the Hood; but him they unbzidled and let go, to avoid ſuſpition:. 
their own weapons they ſtink in the bottem ofa deep Hool of wa⸗ 
fer that was by the Uioods lite, and lo departed, not being; 
diſcovered 02 fulperted by any. 

While they were ſtriving with Pariſmus in this ſozt, it 
chanced that there was a Knight, as he lemed by his Armour, 
that heard the noiſe, and haſling by guels fo well as he could to 
the place, at length he came where Pariſnius lay covered, and 
looking about could fee ns body, but might perceive the Earth. 
trodden, and all to belmeared with blood, and the Mols tom up 
and removed from its uſttal plate: whereupon diligently ſearching 
alout, he eſpyed the lump of Boſs and Leaves whereunder Pa- 
riſmus lap covered, which was the only preſervation of his life; 
fo) the oſs lying cloſe about him, kept the Wind. from. his 
Wounds, o:Herwilſe he had periſhed. 

The Knight removing off rhe Leaves, found the Body of the: 
goodlieſt man that ever ye beheld, moſt grievoufly wounded, and: 
gaſping fo2 his lateſt bꝛeath of like: which ſo mollifled his heart, 
that (though he was of a cruel diſpoſition) he uſed all the meang 
he tould to reſtoze him; and-labouring to recover his ſenſes., he 
perceived byeath to ſteal fozth of. his Noſtrils, which perſwaded: 
him that there was hopeoflife. Therefoze taking. Pariſinus in 
his arrſts,. he conveyed him to the place of. his abode, which was 
within thoſe. Woods. Now yan mult underſtand: that this

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Rnight was one of the company ok thoſe Dut-laws that kept in 
that Mod, being dziven to live in ſuch an obſcure place fo2 fear 
of puniſhment fo2 divers Dutrages they had committed, and 
raking a fAicity in that kind of like, they continued a great Fra- 
ternity amongf them; he being the very lame that had wounded 
Oliris, as is befo2e rehearſed. Amongſt whom we will leave

Pariſnws, to declare what hapntd at the Court. ] 
Dionyſius marvelling that when the day was ended Pariſmus 
was not returned, both he and the reſt (Sicanus accepted) diderlly 
conjectured; moſt thinking that le was gone aſtray, and being 
unat quainted, night be gone to the Palace, not knowing which 
way to return to the plate where he [ect them. Sicauus likewile 
leemed as carctul as the reX. Yet at laſt, by the nights appꝛoach 
they all departcd towards the City; and at their arrival Diony- 
fis tarneſtly enquired ko; Pariſmus return, but could hear no 
news thereof. | 
Being hereat much perplered in mind, he imagined that Pu- 
riſmus might be gone lo far in ſearch cf his Hawk, that he could 
not attain to the City that night, and therekoꝛe might lodge be 
the way, and ſo return the nerve moꝛning. Thus with this hopeful 
perſwaſion, being perl waded fo2 that pꝛelent, they betook tlem⸗ 
ſelves to their reſt. Sicanus being gladded with the news of Pa- 
riſmus want, called the Tartarians unto him, and enquired what 
they had done; who certified him ol all their villanous exploit, 4 
how crinnfngly they carricd it to avoid uſpition: to whon he 
pielded many diſhonozable thanks koz that their moſt impious fart. 
Thus all continued in god hope until the next mozning; which 
being come, and moſt of the day lpent, there was no ſucceſsful 
news of Pariſmus return, and all his Servants were come, onely 
the Pzinre was ſtill miſſing. Dionyſius being therewith won⸗ 
derkully grieved and troubled in mind, ſpeedily cauſcd a hundꝛed 
Knights to make all diligent ſearch and enquiry that might be to 
hear of him; who were all moſt willing, bearing an inward love 
to the young Pꝛince, above all the Knights that ever arrived in 
Theſſaly, The Bohemian Knights likewiſe made ſuch lamen⸗ 
tation foꝛ their Loꝛd, that it was ſoon blazed thzough the Court 
and City, that Pariſraus was not returned from 2 
coming 
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coming to Laurana's hearing, at the firſt repoꝛt thereof fe was 
ſo to2mented in her thoughts, that ſhe could hardly refrain from 
diſcovering her Love by extream complaints ; as alſo by the 
manifold queſtions and enquiries ſhe made, with whont he went, 
how long they mif him, and where, when, and Low they loft 
his company ; being dꝛiven into a thoufand ſtimdyy doubtg of his 
fafcty, and ſhewing an extraoꝛdinary care of his welkare. Thus

Oriſtus took his want in duch heavinels, that he ſe:med to be 
krantick with ertream lſozrow. And Sicanus having now accom- 
pliſhed the tying he purpoled, ud ofrentii es ro viſit Lanrana, 
and earneſtly P29tceured his touncr uit: wherewich Laurana 
was fo much grieved, to remember another Love then Pariſmus, 
02 to think that any other ſhould offer hun ſo much wrong, that 
the ſhewed ter ſelf fo vertuouſly disdalnkul to Sicanus his * 
and ſeemed fo little to re guard his woꝛds and Pꝛoteſtations , 
he began to deſpair of obtaining her good will. pet he was ft 
tomkoꝛted in this, that he had her Fathers conſent, which ikke 
be a means to pꝛocure her liking: teſides, he thought the great- 
nels of his Birth would be a cytct means [9 kan ther him in his 

Suit. , 

Dionyſius, Olivia, and the reſt, were much troubled at Pariſ⸗ 
mus lols , whom they all deemed to be fallen into ſome Milad⸗ 
venture; otherwiſe they could not imagine what might be the 
occaſion of his ſtay : ſo that the whole Court in general was 
d2iven into ſuch ſadneſs, that it ſeemed not like the ſame it was 
wont to be: eſpecially the King and Queen tok it ſs heavily,rhar 
all their joy was turned to ſ62row, & their pleaſant countenances 
into lad looks: but yet all continued in hope to hear fome news of 
him by the return of ſuch as were gone in his ſearch; but mot 
of them returning in thꝛee oꝛ four days, fruſtrated all their hopes. 
i Bniſtus being pet behind, at laſt returned, having by diligent 

enquiry 
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enquiry found out the Hoꝛſe whereon Pariſmus rode, who was 
taken up ſome twenty miles diſtant from the place where thoſe 
Uillains had let him. This augmented their grief, when they 
law all that were in ſearch of him returned with no god news; 
and that Oriſtus, the laſt of their hopes, inſtead of joyful tydings, 
tought karther cauſe of loꝛrow. They were fully aſſured. by his 
Anding the Yoxte whercon he rode, and he by no means to be 
heard of, that he was cichcr kallen into the hands of luch as had 
murthered him, oz by miladventure might be devoured by fonte 
wild Beaft that had lei zed on him unawares. And in general, all 
made ſuch Sorrow fo2 the loſs of ſo vertuous a Pence, that it 
was to be wond2ed at, that a man in fo ſhoꝛt a time of cquantance 
could behave himſelf ſo vertuoully as to be {3 well beloved of all. 
Laurana exempting her ſelt from all quiet, and baniſhing front 
her mind all mirth and joy, Withal hearing the news Oriſtus had 
bzought , fell into ſuch an ertream paſſion of Grief , that fo2 a 
long ſpace ſhe continued as one wholly bereft ok Like; and not⸗ 
withſtanding Leda and all the reſt ot the Ladies uſed all the gkill 
they had, yet could they by no means recover her : whereupon | 
with wzinging their hands, tearing their hair, and with grievous 
Extlaniation, they made ſuch an out-cry , that rhe bzuit thereof 
came to the hearing of rhe King and Queen, and all the reft ; 
by which occaſion a new Sozrow began. By that time the King 
and Queen were come into the Chamber, the Pꝛintelg began 
ſomewhat to come to her (clf ; and lifting up her eyes, and ferch: 
ing a grievous ſigh, lo ked upon her Father and Mother with fuch 
a pittiful countenance , that at the fight chereof, they could not 
refrain from Tears; and ſtill earneſtly loked about her to ſ& if 
Pariſmus were returned. At laſt being — retovered, Dionyſius 
asked her what might be the cauſe of this her ſudden Sicknels; 
telling her, that if it lay in his power to comtozt her, ſhe might 
be full aſſured he would not deny her any thing. Laurana knel⸗ 
ing down, thinking to have ſaid ſometthing, was ſo overcome 
with the remembꝛante of her dear friends want, e extream ſoꝛrow 
ſo fully poſſeſt her heart, that her ſpeech was turned into Tears, 
which fell in ſuch abundance from the Chzyſtal Fountain of | 
Eyes, that the King and Queen not able anp longer to ng 
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meditate how foztunatcly the Eods had ozdained him to be pꝛefer⸗ 
ved by them that had deſtroyed many, and to live in hope to be 
revenged on Sicanus, that had lo diſhonourably intended his Ru- 
ine. Therekoze feeling himſelf in god cſfate of recovery, he uſed 
all the means he could to purchaſe the god opinion of the Dut- 
Laws, whom he durſt not truſt, becauſe their minds were addi- 
ſed to Uillany. But moſt of all he marvelled [o Beautiful a 
Damſel ſhould frequent their Company, And on a time, when 
Pariſmus ſaw all the Tut-laws gone out ot the Cave, and he lefr 
alone with Dina, he enguired or her whence ſhe was, and why 
the lived there. Vaving alſo marked her behaviour towards them, 
he did admire her Ucrtue'; fo2 the often repꝛoved the Behaviour 
or thoſe rude men. She told him ſhe was Daughter unto a Kt. 
pt Salmatia, whom one of thoſe Tut-laws had violently taken 
out of her Fathers Garden, in revenge of a wꝛong he ſaid her bꝛo⸗ 
ther had done him ; telling him the whole manner of her coming 
thither. Whereby Pariſmus underſtod, that ſhe was the very 
ſame in whole reltue Oſiris was hurt. 

By this time the Out- laws were come in, (whereby the Uir- 
gin left off her ſpeech) t2inging with them great ſto2e of Mo⸗ 
ney, which they had taken from honeſt Paſſengers : Pariſmus, 
altl rough he lay very weak , yet marked well their Behaviour 
which made him marvel th at Men could be ſo inhumane as by 
their own repoꝛt they ſeemed to be ; wiſhing himſelf with Lau- 
rana, who he thought would accuſe him of difloyalty, oꝛ that he 


made choice of ſome other. Ik ſhe did not ſo misdoubt him, then 


the Sozrow he thought the endured fo2 his loſs, which might e 
way tome to her knowledge, ſo galled him to the heart, tha 


inward paſſion would not ſuffer his outward Phyſick to do — 


good. The continual care he was in, did much hinder hig health; 
being likewiſe as much toꝛmented with the grant Dionyſius had 
made to Sicanus, tonterning the Marriage between him and 
Laurana, who he thought might now be enkozced to pield her ton⸗ 
ſent, being out of hope ot rocovering him. This grief far excæd⸗ 
ed all the reſt ; andthe whole company began to note his ſozrow, 
he was ſcarce able to — himſelf within the W 
n. | 
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In thele perplexities he continued the ſpaceof thꝛee Months, 
in all which time he could not recover his Health. There we 
will leave him, to ſpeak of Dionyſius; who by trad of time having 
mitigated the remembꝛance of Pariſmus want, (moſt of his 
Nobles being returned home into Bohemia, Oriſtus only ercept- 

td, who by no means could be periuaded to leave Theſſal y, becauſe 
there he had loſt his Lozd) began to confer about the Marriage 
ot Laurana, being often impoꝛtuned by Sicanus, who cauſed the 
King of Hungaria and Pꝛince of. Sparta to be earneſt ſolicitoꝛs 
in his behalf; at whoſe infance Dionyſius pꝛomiled to give them 
anſwer the next day. Therefoze ſending fo) Laurana, he de: 
manded of her how ſhe fancied Loꝛd Sicanus , who was a moſt 
honourable Gentleman, and every way wozthy to be beloved: tel⸗ 
ling her, that he had given his kull conſent, and therekoꝛe it did 
not become her to ſeem ſtrange, oꝛ ſhew her lelk undutikul. Lau- 
tana hearing her fathers ſpeches, being much amazed, ſtood fill 
and gave no anſwer a long ſpace: at laſt kneeling down, the 
began in this ſozt. 
J moft humbly beſeech your Majeſty to vouchſafe to hear me 
with patfence, and not to impute any thing J deſire at your 
MWajeſties hands to undutifulneſs: I cannot yer fancy the Pꝛinte, 
though J confelſ# my ſelf far unwoꝛthy ofthe Honour he pꝛolfers 
me, but have pꝛeſumed (upon your favourable pꝛomiſe, not to 
marry me to any contrary to my liking)to refuſe the offer Sicanus 
maketh , fo2 my fancy tells me he will ing ſoꝛrow to you and 
all the Court. And J am allo unwilling to yoke my ſelf to my 
betters, but rather, if your Highneſs will needs have me marry, 
to match me with ſome honourable Gentleman cf my degree: bur 
molt ofall mp deſire is, to continue this my happy life, wherein J 
intend to ſpend the reſt of my days. 
Dionyſius hearing her anſwer, began to be very angry with 
her, and ſaid, it was his pleaſure ſhe ſhould marry with him, and 


he would have it lo. My dear Loꝛd and farher (quoth ſhe) be⸗ 


cauſe I reſt wholly yours to diſpoſeof,J humbly crave that J may 
have.a months reſpite to adviſe mp ſelt, and then J will ac com⸗ 
Aiſh your demand. To which he conſented, and ſo let her. 
raua hei ng alone, began to chink oft he ſav condition ſhe w 
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ftudying how to avoid Sicanus, and keep her pꝛomile inviolable 
to Pariſmus ; reſolving ſooner to deſtroy her ſelf, then be content 
to marry him ſhe accounted Pariſmus enemy; and with this re- 
ſolution departed to her Lodging. 

Sicanus the next mozning attended Dionyſi us anſwer; who 
told him, that Laurana had given her conſent , upon condition 
that he would give her a months relpite to conſider of her Duty 
therein : wherewith he was contented: being now fully aſſured 
(as he thought) of his defire, and thereloꝛe began mote boldly to 
viſit Laurana ; who little eſteemed his friendſhfp, though the uled 
him kindly, but far from any ſhew of Love, to avoid ſulpition i in 
him of that ſhe intended.

S thele things were acting, it hapned (contrary to 
. Sicanuserpeſtation, who now thought all things 
I ſo buried in oblivion, that his Treachery could by 
d no means be revealed) that the Tartarians began 
0 contend about the Money” Sicanus had given 
them; inſomuch that one of them did ſkrike the 6: 
ther ach a blow on the head, that he hadalmoſt lain him, x would 
have ſtruck him again, but that Oriſtus coming by, repꝛoved the o⸗ 
ther that had ſtruck his fellow; e defended him that was alrea dy 
wounded from fariher harm; and divers of Dionyſius Knights . 
coming together, conveyed him that was hurt into a Chamber, 
and the other was carried befoze the King to be eramined; who 
anſwered Dionyſius, he would be examined by none but his own 
Pꝛince: whicy made Dionyſius the moze earneſt to know the 
cauſe. He therekoze willed Lozd Remus to entreat Sicänus 
to tome unto him, to end a doubt which none but he tould 


decide. Sicanus marbelling what the cauſe ſhould be, imme 


_diately tame; bur lering one. of the Tartarians which he had 
. o Murther Pariſmus, ſtandeng betkoꝛe the King, he — to.

miſdoubt (accozding to the guiltineſs of his Conſcience ) that 
his Trealon was come out: notwithſtanding he demanded why 
be had lo Woundeghis Fellow > The Villain being amazed to 
ſce his Maſter ſo ready to cramine him, and not rather to extule 
him, could not tell what to ſay ; but in that little reſpite of deli⸗ 
beration, he anlwered, That he had done him injury, and that 
was the cauſe he ſtruck him; which Moꝛds he uttered with great 
fear, ſtaring upon Sicanus, as it he ſhould have told him what to 
lay. Dionyſius noting Sicanus countenance , and the Villains 
anlwer; whom Sicanus would examine no kurther, began to mil⸗ 
doubt that ſome fozmer miſchict had bꝛed this contention; there⸗ 
foe he commanded the other Tartarian that was WMounded to 
be bzought befoze him; who feeling Himſelf almoſt paſt like, con⸗ 
kelled the cauſe why they fell out, and how Sicanus gave them a 
b ſum of Money to murther Pariſmus, whoſe want was pꝛotured 
ö by their means. Sicanus ſtanding by, and hearing his ſpech,fuv- 

denly dꝛew his Dagger, & ſtabb'd him beto2e he could utter any 

more of his Treachery. At this all the company were lo amazed, 
that fo a ſpace they knew not what to ſay. At laſt Oriſtus, being 

filled with fury, boldly ſtept to Sicanus, and challenged him as a 

Villain x Trayto! fo2 conſpiring his Maſters death: who like- 
| wile, being moved with rage, ſtruck at Oriſtus to cab him allo: 
| but he eaſily avoided the blow, and with his Fiſt ſtruck him with 
| ſuch violence, that the blood ran exceedingly from his mouth: his 
| Knights perceiving the lame, began to dzawupon Oriſtus, who 


l had been there Cain, but that manyof Dionyſus Knights(dear- 
| ly loving Pariſmus, and hearing the Uillains confeſſion)likewiſe 
i dꝛew, and affailed rhe Perſian Knights ſo fiercely, that many of 
„ them were Wounded; and had not Sicanus fled, he had there Dy- 
1 ed. And notwithſtanding Dionyfius laboured all he could to pa- 
j tlie this upꝛoar, yet befoze he could do it, thee of Sicanus Ktg. 
were lain, and the reſt fled with their Malter. 

1 "After the tumult was appeaſed, Dionyſius began to examine 
| | the matter moe ſtrictly, and found by all circumſtances that the 
ö Tartarian had ſaid true. Sicanus with great hazard of his Life 
having eſcaped out of the Court, with ſome 40 in his company, 
being aſhamed (as knowing himſelf guilty of the fact) with⸗ 
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the haſt he could got to the Harbour where his Ships lay, and 
ſpcedily hoiſted Sail, nor once taking his leave of the King : 
Which was a fifficient perſuaſion to all, that the Pꝛinte bt Bo- 
hemia was murthered by his means; the remembzaͤnte whereok 
renew ocdtheir ſoꝛrow. * 

The King of Hungaria and Pꝛinte of Sparta, being much as 
ſhamed of Sicanus behaviour, de red Dionyſius not to impute his 
impiety any way unto their diſhonour, fo2 chat they ſhould ever ab⸗ 
ho him fo2 that monſtrous act, and reſt ready to defend him, if 
ever he ſhould ſtand in need of their aid to revenge this injury ; . 
determining to ſtay ſtill with Dionyſius, to dꝛive out of his mind, 
if they could, the rememby)ance of this miſchance. Dionyſus be- 
ing molt ertreamly overcome with rage and grief, began to take 
the Murther of Pariſmus with ſuch ſozrow , that he determined 
to ſpend the reſt of his days out of the company of all Men. And 
the ncrt mozning, giving delay no ſcope to Hinder his purpoſe, 
diſguiling himſelf in Palmers weds, he departed the Court, and 
travelled towards Bohemia, to hear whether the King his Father 
had knowledge of his Sons Death. f 

Tinner-time being tome, Dionyſius was wanting, which 
made the Queen marvel, fo: that he was not wont to be abſent: 
tut thinking he was got alone to meditate, ſhe made no great en⸗ 
quiry. Afrer Dinner, going her ſelf to ſeek Him, ſhe could by no 
means find him, which made her make open enquiry ; but none 
could hear of him; ſo that upon rhe ſudden there began ſuch an 
upꝛoar, (when they had ſearched all the Palace, Gardens, Oz⸗ 
chards, Walks, and every plate) ſuch Exclamations, ſach la⸗ 
mentations, and ſich out-cries, that all ſeemed comfoztleſs5'yea 
rather mad and lunatick, ſome running this way, and ſon ? 
way; pet all to no effect. eh 

This made both the Queen, the King ok Hungaria, 
pf Sparta, and all the reſt in misdoubt, that they c 
tell what to do, oꝛ what to conjecture of his abſence , 
Sicanus by ſome Tlillany had pꝛocured his Death al 
his Knixhts went in ſearch of him, but tould r 
ſaw him, but knew him not, koz they okten mei ⸗ 
Palmers dilguile, and asked him koz himſelf ; 
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oltentimes in mind to return: but his kozmer determination 
continued firm. | | 
| The news of Sicanus departure and Dionyſius want hapned 

| in rwo days ; yet neither of them was come to the knowledge of 
Laurana, who abſented her ſelf from all company, by reaſon of 
the care ſhe endured fo2 Pariſmus. 

Leda, out of the tender care ſhe had of her Miſtrels health, had 
all this while kept Sicanus treaſon and Pariſmus Murder from 
her knowledge: but contrary to Laurana's thoughts and Leda's 
erpectation. Olivia the Queen came to her Lodging, w2inging

Laurana hearing her Mothers ſpeeches, {ood as one amazed, 
not once ſtirring, ſpeaking, oꝛ moving her eyes: at laſt, thinking 
it was ſtrange news to be true, the ſaid⸗ Dear Mother, J hope 
your Gꝛace meaneth not as you ſay. LUA hereupon the Queen told 
her all that had hapned to Par ĩſmus by Sicanus procurement, 

Laurana not being able to hear our the reſt her Mother would 
have ſaid, immediately fell down dead amongſt the Ladies; who 
endeavoured to recover her, but could not bzing her to her ſenſes 
again in the ſpace of half an hour: which began a new Soꝛrow 
amongſt them, the ſeeming to be paſt all hope of recovery. Thus 
all being tired with ertream grief, gave their minds no reſpite 
to conſider the adverſity they were in, but ſill continued making 
ſuch lamentations, as the place ſeemed a deſolate habitation of 
ſozrow. The Pꝛincels at length coming to her ſelf, could not 

in utter a word, fo2 the extremity of care had ſuch full 
t her heart, that ſhe could neither eaſe it by lamentation 

Ind all the whole company were conſtrained to em- 

* endeavours to remedy this pzeſent evil, the laſt

But conſidering 
with himlelk it might much avail him, at their entreaty he was 
content, and ſo behaved himlelk, that within a very ſhoꝛt time his 
woꝛd and counſel was an Ozacle amongſt them; and by his wil⸗ 
dom he kept them from doing much harm, and yet notwithſtan⸗ 
ding (in their fancy) he ſeented to further them greatly. 

Ifrentimes he was in mind to go and make himſelf known 
at the Court, and fo to enjoy his Miſtrilles ighr, which he was: 
grieved to want: but being diverly minded, this was his relo⸗ 
lution. He fitted himſelf on a day with Nalmers Weeds , and 
diſguiſed himſelf ſo artificially , that by reaſon of his long ſick⸗ 
neſs, which had ſomewhat altered his Complerion , none could 
know him, telling the Outlaws that he was determined to ſce the 
Court, which he had heard was lo famous , and that he would 
return at night. 

When he was ſomewhat near the City, he eſpiedupon a 
Plain great pꝛeparation fo: War, which made him much mar⸗ 
vel. At laſt, coming to the Palace, he got himſelf co the place 
where Laurana every mozning uſually at her coming from the 
Chappel gave her Alms, and put himſeltamongt the ref of the 
Palmers, and being taller then any of the reſt, he was noted of 
many. When the Pꝛincels came to give her Alms, (being in 
Mourning attire) the called them all unto her, and began to de⸗ 
mandof whence they were; what Countries they had travelled, 
and whether they had heard any news of King Dionyſins that 
was milling, oꝛ wherher they heard any body in their travel ſpeak 
of the dead body of Pariſmus, who was murthered by Sicanus : 
which woꝛds the uttered with ſuch Dozrow , that che Tears ran 
abundantly down her cheeks. 

Pariſmus was. ravithed with the fight of Laurana, to ſee her 
weep fot his loſs : and withal, hearing from her the heavy news 
gf Dionyſius want, could not refrain fram letting fall a few 
tears. Which Laurana perceiving, and viewing them 1

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began to keel & Fon alteration in 2 parts, lo that the was 
not quiet until ſhe had found a means to have conference with 
him; and giving all the reſt their Alms they departed, but to him 
ſhe did give nothing, to the intent he ſhould ſtay. But he ſecing 
the ret gone, was departing with them, till Leda called him back, 
whom he well knew. 

Pariſmus being returned, Laurana demanded of him what 

was the cauſe that he wept when he heard her ſpeak of Dionyſius 
loſs and Pariſmus Peath. Pariſmus anſwered, Wolt vertuous 
Lady, J wepr not to hear Pariſmus named, but to hear of Dio- 
nyſius loſs : fo2 Pariſmus J know is at this pꝛelent living, and 
in good eſtate of health, with whom J had ſome talk within theſe 
thice weeks in the Country of Sal matia; which was the cauſe 
of myc g hither, being ſent by him unto a Lady of this 
Court en, J know not how to ſpeak wit hal, neither mutt J 
tell to any her name. 

Laurana hearing his wo2ds, bluſhed erceedingly, and intreat- 
ed him to tell out his news, koz that it might be the was the par⸗ 
ty Loꝛd Pariſmus ment: fo2 Jam Laurana, whom pariſmus 
did once think well of. UWhereupon pariſmus kneeling down, 

ſaid; Then to your Highnels will Þ do my Mellage, koz unto 
you was J ſent, Pyince pariſmus growing into ſome god lik⸗ 
ing of me, and having received my oath to be his faithful Mellen⸗ 
ger, willed me to give your Highneſs this jewel, whereby you 
ſhould be aſſured he was living, but conſtrained to abſent hiniſelf 
fo2 cauſes that he will hercakter let you underſtand < he deſired 
you to let him, though um wozthy, enjoy but the leaſt of your ver: 
tubus Pzomiles, and he ſhall ever hereafter account himſelf to 
have reccived his Life and Liberty from pou. 

Laurana ſecing the Jewel, which the knew to be the ſame the

Conftant a Lady, Laurana coming to him, told him that ſhe was 
ſo much bound unto him koꝛ bzinging her this happy news, that 
the did not know which way ſufficiently to recompence him koꝛ 
his pains ; and were it not, ſaid ſhe , but that J ſtand in ſome 
doubt thereof, as being too good to be true, J ſhould reſt in ſuch 
happy content by thy news, that no Adverſity whatſoever ſhould 
cauſe my ſoꝛrow, but 2 abſence ; though my Fathers loſs 
doth nearly touch me. The Palmer ſeeing her Conſtancy, uſed 
ſuch pꝛoteſtations, that Laurana could not chuſe but belizve vim, 
as alſo by reaſon of the Jewel which ſhe knew ſhe had given 
unto Pariſmus: ſo taking a Jewel from her Boſom, ſhe gave 
the ſame to him, which he willingly received,and kiſung her hand 

arted. 

Tl hen he was out of ſight, he began to meditate on the Uer⸗ 
tues of Laurana, and therein took ſuch felicity, that befoze he 
was aware he met with Oriſtus, who had been walking ſolitary 
abzoad in great heavineſs. Pariſmus ſecing him, was once in 
a mind to reveal himſelf to him onely; but being paſſed by hin, 
he could not chuſe but turn back and look afrer him, his heart 
being touched with his kindneſs : but the rememhzante of the 
toſs of Dionyſius did fo much grieve him, that waſting the time 
with thoſe thoughts, unawares in a heavy dump he ſuddenly ar: 
rived at the Cave; where he was very kindly welcomed by the 
Out⸗laws, to whom he uſed ſuch Commendations of the Court, 
as it pleaſed them well to hear : and alſo he told them that the 
King was miſſing, and no man could tell what was become of 
him; and ſaid that he thought there was ſome pꝛeparation fog 
— , by the Muſtering of thoſe Souldiers that he law bekoze 

When he was alone, he began to Condemn himſelf of hard⸗ 
heartedneſs, that ſeeing the moſt Conſtant and Uertuous Lady 
living, to mourn fo2 his loſs, and he being ſafe and in her ſight, 
would not make himſelf known to her, thereby to put a period to 
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her griet. But yet his comfo2t was great on the other ſide, that he 


faw her Love ftedfaſt and firm, though the was paſt hope _ 
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ſeeing him again; accounting himſelf farunwozthy of the Fa⸗ 
vour.ſhe had already ſhewed him, and growing ſo far in admf- 
ration of her Conſtancy, that no thought was ſo pleaſans as the 
remembzante of her Love. 

Dionyſius, as is befoe ſaid, having met with many of his own 
Knights that went in ſearch of him, was almoſf,thzough remem⸗ 
bꝛante of the ſoꝛrow he knew would ariſe by his abſence, altered 
from his foumer determination ; yet remembying Pariſmus mur⸗ 
ther, which ye knew could not chuſe but come to the hearing of 
his old friend the King of Bohemia, whereby his Honour might 
be called in queſtion , of which he was jealous, he reſolved to 
travel thither ; and having ſojourned many days, he arrived in 
Bohemia: where lighting into company with an ancient Palmer 
cf that Country, he enquired of him what news at the Bohemian 
Ceurt; who taking Dionyſius to be but a Palmer, told him, 
that the news was chiefly of the Pꝛince Pariſmus, who being 
in rhe Court of Dionyſius King of Theſſaly, was there murther⸗ 
ev, oꝛ hy ſome other treaſon deſfroyed ; but by whom, o2 how it 
was, vet is not known. By means thercol there was ſuch La- 
mentation in the Country, eſpecially in the Court, that he thought. 
the like had never been heard ol in any plate. 

This repoꝛt cauſed Dionyſius to grieve exteedingly, and he was 
lo much toꝛmented in mind, that he reſolved there to abide un⸗ 
known to any, till he ſaw how the King of Bohemia would digelt 
his · Gꝛiel; and alſo to hear the general repoꝛt that would be given 
of him, becauſe he did not revenge the death of the Pzince on 
Sicanus when he had him in Theſlaly ; as alſo to ſee the event 
of thoſe Srratagems. 

Having good ſtoꝛe ot Money and Jewels, he got him a Lodg- 
ing in an ancient Burgomaſters houſe, where (ko his Money) 
he was kindly uſed, His uſual cuſtome was every day to go to 
the Court, where he heard nothing to comkozt him withal, but 
ſaw the King of Bohemia in moſt heavy plight fo; his Sons 
death. All the joy he had was, that he heard all men, notwith- 
ſtanding the death of their Pzince, repozt very honsurably or him: 
that he continued, as he thought, ſecure, being not known, dre 
any ſuſpected fo2 the man he was. But at laſt thug . it 
hapned. þs 


—— 
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The Burgomaſter having diligently obſerved the, behavionr 
of his Gueſt, found him far differing from all other Palmers in 
perſon and Qualities; and beſides, ſeeing the daily Charge he 
was at, began to ſuſpect him, having ſuch ſtoze of Coin to main⸗ 
tain that charge: lo that when Dionyſius went to his Lodging, 
he would often liſten at his Chamber dooz to hear his Specches, 
and mark his Behaviour: where he oftentimes heard Dionyſius 
bewailing his eſtate, in molt heavy plaints, ofren naming him⸗ 
ſelf and pariſmus, Ona time he declared the ſame to a Noble- 
man of the Kings Court; who ſecretly repairing to the Burgo⸗ 
maſters houle, and obſerving his behaviour, did ſuſpect him to 
be ſome Spie, appꝛehending him, and cauſing him to be caſt in 
Puilon without any examination. 

This unerpected accident cauſed Dionyſius to wonder, fearing 
leſt he ſhould be known : but yet he thought that could not be; 
therefoze with great patience he endured this impziſonment, 
continuing in that moſt vile place, amongſt Kogues and Tlaga- 
bonds, being crempt from the clear light of the Sun to com- 
fo2t him withal, koz the ſpace of fir days, by reaton that the 
Nobleman that laid him there was gone about atairs ot his own. 
But at his return he certified the King of luch a ſufpicious per- 
{on he had found. 

Upon this Dionyſius was ſent to:; who being examined, told 
the King , That the occaſion of its coming into that Tountrey 
was to no ill intent, bur ik it liked him to hear hum pꝛivately, he 
would declare to him the whole intent ok his coming. The King 
hearing his ſpeeches, commanded all to dcepare : whereupon 
Dionyſius diſcovered himſelk. | 7 

The King of Eohemia knowing him, being amazed at his 
ſfrangediſgutſe, luddenly canght him in his arms, and einhꝛaced 
him rh great bindneis. Dionyßus then declared unto him 
the heavy lols ci par iſinus, and his own {den departure out ot 
Theſlaly, requecking Lim that he would joyn wich him again

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CH AP. IX. 5 
How the King of Perſia, at his Sons entreaty, brought a mighty 
Army of Perſians into Theſſaly; and how the Lord Remus 
flew a multitude of them at their landing: alſo how Pari ſmus 
gained both Horſe and Armour from a Knight of Perſia. 
N O ſooner was Sicanus returned into Perſia, but 
NN he fully reſolved either to obtain Laurana in 


5 Marriage, oꝛ waſte all Theſlaly with continual 
NE g war. Therefoze he came unto his father and told 

bim, That being in Dionyſius his Court, he 

* was cccuſed by two Perjur'd Uillains fo2 the 

death of Pariſmus, Pzince of Bohemia; upon whoſe accuſation, 

Dionyſus having befoze pꝛomiſed him his Daughter, denied her 

unto him; and had he not elcaped by flight, he had been ſlain in the 

pꝛelente of Dionyſius, with thꝛee ok his Knights that loft their 

lives in dekente or his prion. Whereupon kneeling down, he moſt 

bhumbly entreated his Father lpeedily to raiſe a potent Army, to 
revenge the w2ong and diſgrace he had received, 

The King of Perſia by his Countenante diſcovered the inward 
fireof his heart, and withoutany conſideration of the truth of 
his Sons repozt , he p2eſcntly vowed to revenge thoſe injuries, 
02 elſe bying perpetual infamy to his Poſterity ; and to that effec 
commanded a mighty Army to be levied in readineſs, which was 
ſo innumerable, having called all his Contributaries together, 
that it was the mightieſt Army that ever went out of Perſia. He 
alſo p2ovided a migyty Navy of Ships, which being Rigg?d and 
fitted, they with all the haſte that might be, the Wind favouring 
their deſign, hoiſed Sail, and made towards the Countrey of. 
Theſſaly. | 

A p99? Fiſher-man of Theſlaly that was abꝛoad at Sea, eſpy-- 
ing ſuch a might Navy, with all ſpeed bzought wozd unto the 
Court, and certified Queen Olivia thereof; who deſired Lozd 
Remus to ule his utmoſt endeavours fo defence of the Countrey, 
to whoſe fidelity the charge thereof was wholly committed. . Ye 
ſuſpecting, as befoze rehearſed, ſucha miſchief, of a ſudden raiſed 
ſixty thouſand oot⸗men, and twenty thouſand Hozſe-men, being 
all expert Souldiers ; aud ſecretly conveying them to at 
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where he knew the Perſians would land, there ſtayed. The Per- 
ſians thinking themſelves ſecure, and that they might land with 
put contradiction , had ſent ſome twenty thouſand Perſians on 
ſhoꝛe: which Lozd Remus and Oriſtus perceiving , ſuddenly 
illued out upon them; who being diſozdered, were unable to reſiſt 
the Theſſaliang, who coming upon them unawareg, flew the 
greateſt part of them. The King of Perſia ſeeing this, being full 
of rage and fury, violently thꝛuſt all his Ships into the Harbour, 
and with all ſpeed Landed his whole Army ; in which time the 
Theſlal:ans had deſtroyed the Perſians to the number of Thirty 
thouſand, inſomnch that the colour of the Waters was turned 
into Purple: which ſo vered the Father and the Son, that cauſing 
a Trench to be made fo? the fo2tifying of the place of their land⸗ 
ing, without any further trouble they ſafely landed the rematn- 
der of their Army; which was ſo huge a multitude, that the 
Lo2d Remus, though he was a man of invincible Courage, and 
the Theſſalians being but a handful in reſpect of ſp mighty a holt, 
began to be ſomewhat diſcomfo2ted , and therekoze Retreated to 
the City of Thebes, to defend that from the £o2ce of the Perſians, 
(who were much p2ovoked to anger by the laughter the Theſſa- 
Iians had already made amongſt them) Foztikying the ſame lo 
with all kind of pꝛoviſiong, that it was invincible, unleſs it were 
deſtroyed by Famine. | 

The Queen ſeeing her ſelf thus diſtrelled, nevertheleſs chewed 
fuch magnanimous courage, as the like had not been ſeen in a 
Woman : which ſtirred up ſuch Reſolution in the hearts of her 
Cubjecs, that they had determined to fight it out till the laſt man, 
rather rhen yield to their enemies. 

The King of perſia having landed his Army, began to march 
into rhe Country, where they could ſcarce find victuals to ſuffice 
ſuch a multitude, the Country being large, and full of Deſarts, 
Foꝛreſts, and Wilderneſſes. Ar laſt they came ts the Plains of 
Pharſalia, where in times paſt were the bloody wars of Cœſar & 
Pompey, being of ſuch a huge length and bꝛeadth, that they

Pariſmus being all this while in the Cave among# the Dut- 
laws, ſtill deviſed how he might have further tryal of Laurana's 
Conſtancy ; and theretoze determined ſtill to conceal himlelt until 
he heard news ol Dionyſius return, and was alſo deſirous to knots 
wherefoze there was ſuch pꝛeparation foz War: On a day he 
could endure no longer from beholding his Miſtrelg, hut diſguiſed 
himſelf in his Palmers Weeds, and departed from the Cave ts 
the City, with intent to ſee her beſtow her accuſtomed Alms. But 
no ſooner was he tome near the City, but he eſpyed the Band ot 
Sicanus Souldiers ; which ſtruck ſuch amazement to him, that 
he ſtood like one without ſenſe, being enraged with fury to ſee the 
City begirt wherein his dear Lady was. The conſideration of 
which, truck lo near his heart, that ſitting down upon a Molly 
Bank he uttered theſe heavy plaints.

The perſian ſeeing himſelf hought to that lowelfate; turned 
dia Hozte, and fled towards the Camp: which ſo amazed Sicanus, 
that he thought the Black Knight (koꝛ lo they talled him, becauſe 

e was in Black Armour) to be ſome. Devil in the ſhape of a man, 
ſent to toꝛment them, who natwithſtanding theſe his Tombats, 
ſraned ta be as freſh as he was at the beginning, fill waiting ta 
encounter the next. 

The Queen of Theſfaly, Laurana, the young Queen of Hun- 
garia, Lo2d Remus, Oriſtus and Oſirus, habing knowledge of the 
ewming. of. rheſe. Fozces tothe City, were gotten to the top ot 
1 Tower to hepold their Camp; and at their firtt taming they 
teheld the arrival ol pariſmus in his Black Armour, and the 
thzee noble Tombats he had fought; which made them to mar⸗ 
vel who that Knight.ſhould. be, That had la valiantly flain thice of* 
their enentles.. WHIl> they were in this meditation; LE 
a aving, 
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Having well marked the Black Knight, began to imagine that he 
might be Pariſmus ; but again the thought it was impoſſible. At 
laſt ſhe ſaw a great Troop of Knights aCail him all at once, 
which made her call and cry, Help, help; her ſenſes being tranſ- 
po2ted ſo with fear and remembyance of Pariſmus, that ſhe nei⸗ 
therthoughtof the place where ſhe was, no2 in whoſe Company. 
Lozd Remus and Oriſtus ſ&ing this Heroick Knight in ſuch di⸗ 
ſtreſs , iſſued koꝛth of the City with twenty thouſand Hoꝛſemen, 
and commanded kozty thouſar dof the beſt Souldiers to tome out 
at another Gate on the lac of the Enemy, under the conduct of 
the Majo; Seneral.. All this wile the Black Knight ſo Tlali⸗ 
antly behaved himſelf, that betoze the T heſlalians could come to 
his reſcue he had ain above fozty Perſians :. but unable to oppoſe 
lo great a multitude, he at lengch loſt his weapon, and had there 

been taken Pꝛiloner, but that the Loꝛd Remus ſuddenly ilſuing 
upon the Perſians, made a great ſlaughter anongſt them, and ſet 
the Black Knight at liberty. Having recovered his hoꝛle, and be⸗ 
ing cheered with the ſight of Lozd Remus and his tri:Xy Knight 
Oriſtus , with his Sword he made ſuch Havock amongſt them, 
that none durſt abide his coming ; and whereſoever he went, he. 
made a Lane koz the reſt to follow him. 2 

The Perſians by this time having joyned all their Foꝛres to- 
gether, thꝛonged by ſuch multitudes upon the Theſſalians, that 
they were tonſtrained ſomewhat to retire; but in their retreat the 

Black Knight ſent many of the perſians Ghoſts to Hell, and be- 
haved himſelf with ſuch. magnanimity, that all the whole Army 
was amazed at his valour. By this time the Theſſalians Fortmen 
aſſailed tye perſians on the other de, which did dzive them into 
ſuch a fear, that thouſands of them were determined toffee; but 
ſeeing ns hope of ſafety by flight, were ſo amazed, that their koꝛce 
was quite turned intocowardfſe : which the Theſſalians pertei⸗ 
ving, alſailed them with ſuch fury, that in a ho2r ſpace they had 

deſtroyed. a great number of them; The Black Knight till purlu⸗ 
ed his enemies with ſuch fury, that by the death of manx he was 
gotten into the midf of their Army; where he found Sicanus en- 

- couraging his Souldiers, and knowing him dy the Richneſs of: 

Is Armoz, ran at him with ſuch kozte, that with ang 
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he beat him quite off his Yozfe ; and had it not been ko the two 
Bzethꝛen of Bruſter, who attended on him, he had been trodden to 
death. The Black Knight fill ruching amongf the thickett of 
the Perſians, tame to the place where Oriſtus was unhozſed and 
frongly aſſailed; who ſeeing him in that diſtreſs , laid on with 
ſuch fury , that happy was he that could get the kartheſt from 
him: by which means Oriſtus recovered his Hozſe, ; 

Thus all the day the Battle continued, to the terrour of the 
Perſians, comfozt of the Theſlalians, and the honour of the Black 
Knight, who fl behaved Limſeif with luch an undaunted cou⸗ 
rage, that all that beheld him admirev his deeds of Chivalry: and 
the Queen and Laurana , who all this while beheld the Battle, 
could not otherwiſe but judge the Black Knight to be the ſtoutelt 
man in the w91id. 

Thus the day being ſpent, the Theſlalians ſounded a Retreat, 
which their Enemies were glad ol; onely the Black Knight de⸗ 
parted away diſconrented, betaule he thought he had not yer lufli⸗ 
ciently recompenced his ſweer Loves favours: and afterwards 
he ſecretly conveyed himſelf, unſecn of any, unto the wood where: 
in his Cave was. Where we will leave him to be Entertained 
by the Outlaws, and to be cured of his Wounds by the Uirgin 
A _ of befo2e. 

he Lozd Remus and Oriſtus having bꝛought their Forces 
into the City, ſought fo2 the Black Knight, but could not find 
him, which made them marvel what was become ofhim ; whoſe 
behaviour had been ſo magnanimous, that he was taken notice of 
the whole Army: but ſecing their expectations fruſtrated in ſee⸗ 
ing him, they gave oꝛder fo2 luch as were hurt oꝛ maimed; and 
having muſtered their whole Army, kound but a thouſand Theſſa- 
Iians miſling - andafterwards with great joy went to the Pa- 
lace , where they were joyfully rectived by the Queen and Lau- 
rana; and relating the whole circuniffance ot that days exploit, 
2 * diſcourſe was of the woꝛthy Foztitude of the Black 
night.

. Sicanus on the other ſive, ſeeing himſelf ſoze bꝛulled 
with the fall he had received, and all his Souldiers ſv weakned, 
and ſuch a multitude of them lain, departed towards the Camp

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that was pitcyedupon the Plains of Pharſalia, being not able ts 4 


lodge betoge the City Walls, by reafon the ground was ſo wet 


with the blood ok the perſians, who lay in ſuch heaps, that had 
not the Theſlalians next day conveyed their Bodies into a deep

How the King of Perſia removed his Cam 
har ſalia, and beſieged the City of Thebes. How Diony ſius, 
the King of Zohemia, the Prince of Sparta, and the King of 
Hungaria, landed in Theſſaly with ſeveral Armies; and what 
afterwards hapned to Pariſmus (called the Black Knight) 
in a famous battle fought between the Per fours & Theſſalians

raw Bring ot Pertia ſeeing his Son thus kojled and 


doe hurc, with ſuch a number of his Douldiers 


dlaain by lo fmall a company cf Theſſalians, his 


men being thiee to one, was ſo inwardly vered, 
ee iha: he gave commandment, to reinove all his 
Fees tinto the Ci, Whleh were lo igmunerable, that 
wirhin khzes or four dag all the Ci y was legirt round with. 


Sduldiers. The King ok Perſia lay upon 6 Pill hard by the City, 


ina Tent mot richly and rarely coptriwed, and all his contri⸗ 
burary Kfngs round about him; which inade ſuch a glozious ap⸗ 


pearance; as though amfghty.multfude dk ſeveral Nations had 


been gathered together to de kroy the whole carth. Which when 
the Theſſal ians behetd, they conjectured that unleſs Pꝛovidence 
chould dend ſome extraoꝛdinary ſupplies to reliebe them, it was 
intpoflüble ko; tyem long; to wirhfand ſo powerful an enen : but 


vek her perliſted in their good opinion they had of the King ot 


Hungaria and Pꝛinte of Sparta, who were gone into their 
Cotlnftiesto roiſe Souldiers, and the time. ol their pꝛomiled re- 
turn was almoſt tome. 


The Ning of Bohemia tikewiſe, having knowledge ol Sicanus - 


being in Theſſaly, being urged with hope to revenge his Sans 


dealt muſtreduß alt his Fo2ces, and gathered out of. them a 


nif{hty band ok erpert Souldiers; who were much deirous to 


fight with the Perſians, betaule of all Nations they hated 3 


\ = 
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8 - . — 
moſt. The one half marched under the commandof Dionyſius, 
and the other half he led himſelf. Thus having all things in a 
readineſs, within a ſhozt ſpace they arrived at the Coaſt of rhe 
City of Thebes. 

Dionyſius by his Spies being advertized where the perſian 
Camp lay, conveyedhis men into the Wood where pariſmus Cave 
was ; and the King of Bohemia with his fifty thouſand mar- 
ched over the Plains of pharſalia, and entamped themſelves 
near unto the City hard by the perſians: of whoſe appꝛoach Si- 
canus and his Fat her had ſoon intelligente. The ſame day the 
P1ince of Sparta had landed thꝛeeſcoze thouſand men of Arms 
under his own Conduct, and encamped on the other fide of the 
perſians ; alſo the King of Hungaria with fifry thouſand men 
had likewiſe pirch*d his Camp on the back of the perſians: fo. 
that they were invironed round with Bohemians, Hungarians, 
and Spartans, and befoze them the City, which much amazed the 
perſians ; nevertheleſs by reaſon of their multitudes they thought 
themſelves ſecure. SM 

Olivia, Laurana, and the Theſlalian Lozds, ſeeing ſa many 
new come Souldiers encamped near the perſians, ſuppoſed them 
likewile to be enemies, and being much perplered thereat , ſent 
out a Mellenger to know the cauſe thereor; who returning with 
joy, certified them, that onely the Blew Tents were their Ene- 
mies; that the Red Tents were the Bohemians, the White 
Tents the Spartans,andthe Gzeen Tents the Hungarians: which 
news ſo comfozted the Queen, that ſhe could not have rekrained 
from exteeding rejoycing , had not Dionyſius been wanting. 
Laurana hearing that pariſmus Father was come to defend her, 
and revenge his Sons wong, who all men thought had been 
dead, continually pꝛaiſed the Gods fo2 the pzeſervation of that 
worthy King; and oftentimes her petitions pꝛoteeded from ſuch 


kind Uertue ; that what with the remembyance of his great 


kindneſs, her Fathers loſs, and her Lo2ds abſence, rhe Chꝛyſtal 
tears ran in abundance down her Crimſom Cheeks like dꝛops 
of Pearl. The Queen determining to ſend one of her Gentle: 
men with a Meſlage of thanks, to the Camps of her Friends, 


granted, 


Oriſtus deſired that he might be the Meſſenger, which the Quenn 


$ 
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After he departed out of the City, he went firſt to the King ot 
Bohemia, and delibered him the Meſſage the Queen had given 
him in charge. The King knowing him, and withal remem- 
being he was the man his Son moſt eſfemed , welcomed him 
very kindly ; the remembzance of whom made the Tears to 
trickle down his white Beard, being not able to utter his mind 
fo: grief. And Oriſtus was alſo ſo moved to ſee the King, ſo 
kind, that he wanted wo2ds to expreſs his ſozrows ; but ſadly 
taking his leave of his Majeſty, he went and ſaluted the King 
ol Hungaria and P1ince vt Sparta, and ſo returned again unto 

Olivia the Queen. 

- Dionyſius had ſo ſetretly lodged his Fo2ces in the Mood, tha 
the Perſians had no knowledge ol his being there; but he often 
diſguiſed himſelf in Palmers Weeds, and beheld the City how 
it was encompaſſed with Souldiers: which ſtruck ſuch ſozrowts 
his heart, to ſee his Country ready to be waſted, his Subjects 


in diſtreſs, his Queen and his fair daughter like to be ſurpzized 


and taken by the enemy, and ſuch a multitude of bloody:mindey 
#Rerhans, unto whom he had never done wꝛong, ready to deſtrop- 
all things: that he could not refrain from exclaiming againi#*-- 
Foztune and his own Deſtinies, that had alloted him ſuch mil⸗ 
chances; and having diligently viewed the Camp, he elpyed the 
Tents ok the King of Hungaria and Pzince of Sparta, who hay 
given him their f:ithful pꝛomiſe to aid him. | : 
At laſt he eſpyed Oſiris riding towards the City, who had pꝛe⸗ 
pared in readineſs twelve thouſand Theſſalian Hozſemen, and 
had quartered them ſome ten miles from the City; and knowing 
him to be a man of great courteſie, ſaid; -Wozthy Knight, may 
J be ſo bold as to ask you one queſtion, why ſuch a multitude of 
Souldiers have begirt the City. Father, quoth Oſiris, thole with 
the blew Tents are the Perſians, who withont any jut Nuar⸗ 
rel are come to deſtroy us +: and thoſe with the Red Tents are 
under the King of Bohemia, who come in revenge of his Song 
death, againſt Sicanusand his Father; the Gꝛen andthe White 
Tents are the King of Hungaria and Pꝛinte of Sparta's , why 
are come to dur aid. Jnded we are but a handful in reſpect ol th 
\ Perſians, but gur greateſt * is in Divine Da 
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we are alſo much comfo2ted by the aid ol a Black Knight, (koꝛ ſo 
we call him, becanſe he is unknown) whoſevalour is able to diſ⸗ 
comfita multitude of Perſians, who have already taſted of his 


invincible ſtrength. Foz firlt he flow thꝛee of the ſtouteſt Perſian 


Rnights in thee ingle-Combates ; & afterwards defended him⸗ 
ſelf againſt a multitude of them; who, like Towards, came ruch⸗ 
ing upon him in abundance : but at laſt he was reltued by Loꝛd 
Remus and Oriſtus, who ſecing his perlon endangered by ſuch 
an unequal aſſault, fied ou: of the City with their power, but 
befoze they could get to him he had llain kozty ok them; at which 
time, by the alliſtante of the woꝛthy Knight, there was lain 
above fiftythouſand Perſians. Amongſt the reft, this Black Rt. 
encountred SicanusPyince of Perſia, and at one encounter ober⸗ 
thiew both Hozfe and Man, that had he not been taken up, he 
had been trodden to death. But our greateſt care is, that we 
know not what is become-of him: koz he ſecretly conveyed him⸗ 
ſelf outof the Field. 

Whilf Oſiris was telling this news to the Palmer, divers 
were gathered about hintto-hear-his-wozds : by which meang the 
repozt of the Black Kntght came to the knowledge of the King 
of Bohemia, the King of Hungary, andthe Pzince of Sparta, 
fo that the whole multitude were filled with a deſire to ſee this 
Heroick Knight. | 

Dionyſius hearing this news, was ſo diſcomfite> therewtth, 
that he went unto his Souldiers, and ſent a Mellenger unto the 
Bohemian King; that he would habe ſome conference with him, 
the King of Hungaria, and Pzince of Sparta, about giving a 
ſudden Dnſet upon the Perſians, who were mightily troubled. 
when they heard the King of Hangatia and-Pzince of Sparta 
were come againſt them. The Mellenger retirnedanſwer, thar 
they would give the Dnſet the next moꝛning. 

Pariſmus by this time had fully recovered his health, there- 
koꝛe being ſtilt deſtrong to revenge yinel{-on Sicanus, as alſo to. 
be aſſured in what eſtate his beloved Laurana was, thinking 
hinmeifroo lack in perfozming his pzonnled vow, he armed him- 
ſelk in the-black Armourz and halted towards the Ci-p ; where 
de Wag no ſooner come, but he ſaw a ſudden and unexpected alte: 
ratlon, 
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ration. Andit ſo toꝛmented him to ſee the City encompaſſed with 
ſuch a multitude, that he determined without any further con(- 
deration to aſſault the whole Army,and dye Nobly amongſt them. 
But calling to mind the fozepaſt love between him and Laurana, 
he thought it an ungrateful part to deſtroy himſelt, whom the ten⸗ 
3 derly loved, and therefoze taking to himſelfa moze fafd reſo: 
| lution, he.came unto the Perſians Camp, and well viewed the 
| ſame. Next he eſpyed the green Tent, and thither he went, and 
Z coming to one of the Souldiers, demanded whoſe Tent that 
was, who told him, that it belonged to the King of Hungaria. 
From thence he went to the white Tent, and asked ofa Souldi⸗ 
er whole Tent that was; who anſwered.him , that it was the 
Painceof Sparta's. At laſt he eſpyed the red Tent, which he well 
knew to be his Fathers, which cauſed an ertream fear ts 
polleſs him, doubting leſt his Father ſhould be alla come again&} 
the Theſſalians: and coming thither he demandedof one of his 
Fathers Knights, the cauſe of the coming of rhe Bohemian 
King into Theſſaly. The Knight pꝛeſently thinking him to be 
the wozthy Black Knight, of whom ſuch a general commenda- 
tion had been given, told him the whole cauſe of their coming, 
and withal, that the Hungarians and Spartans were on their fide. 
5 Which news ſo revived Pariſmus to hear, that his joy ſeemed to 
exceed all his ſoꝛrow. b 
The Perſians all this while viewed the behaviour of the Black 
Knight, and likewiſe the knowledge of his being there, came to 
the hearing of the whole field; which cauſed thouſands to fozſake 
their Tents and follow him. * The Black Knight riding into 
the Plain between the two Camps; waved his Spear above his 
Creſt, thereby challenging all the Perſians; who, beholding 
their terrour, come again to toꝛment them, ſtod ſtaring one upon 
another. At laſt one Brant, a mighty ſtrong Knight, belonging ts 
the Boſphore-of Thrace, one of the Contributaries, buckled on 
his Armour, and mounting himſelf, came out to meet the noble 
Black Knight; who no ſooner eſpyed him, but putting Spurs to 
his Hoꝛſe, he encountred the Perſian with ſuch fury, that with the 
blow of his Spear he hit him full in the &ght of his Beaver,which 
Hivering into [mall pieces 4 ſtruck into his Bains; _ 
h * t 
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with he tumbled: from his Hozſe dead. UUyich the Perſians ſe: 
ing, none ol them at that time would come foꝛth to meet him: lo 
that the Black Knight departed greatly diltontented that he could 
make no further p2oof of his Ualour, leaving thouſands pꝛaiũng 


vim; ſome tommending his Comlineſs, fome his perſon, ſome 


bis Courtefie , but all his Pzowelſs. And as he was going to- 
wards the Cave, he eſpyed ſeveral Regiments of Souldiers lye 
hidden in thoſe Woods, which made him wonder greatly; but 


he would not enquire of any, becauſe he knew them to be his own 


Subjects by their Enfigns. So pꝛivately getting into the Cave, 


he declared to the Cut⸗laws what amultitude of Souldiers were 


tome into the Country. | 

UUhil& he continued his diſcourſe,one of the Out⸗laws came 
in, and certified them, that there was an Army ol men in the 
wood: and withal affirmed that Dionyſius the King was among 
them: which he pzoved by ſo many likelihoods, that Pariſmus 
could not chuſe but credit him. He was now ſtricken with ſuch 
an inward joy, that pꝛeſently on a ſudden he was ſo jocund and 


pleaſant, that the Out⸗laws wondzed to ſee ſuch an alteration, 
having never befoze in all the time or his being among them, len 


him fo merry. 


Very early the next mozning the Bohemians, Hungarians, and 


" Spartans, by the ſound of a Dzum which they heard within the 


City, underſtood that their fozces were in readineſs to Sally 


koꝛth; therekoꝛe they marc hed all at once againſ the Perſians, 


being upon a goodly Plain about half a mile diſtant krom the 
City; and ſo furiouſly aſſailed the Perſians, that thouſands of . 


their Ghoſts were ſent to Elizium. The fight continued koz the 
ſpace of two hours, in all which time neither party had advan⸗ 


rage of each other; and the Perſians kept ſo cloſe together, that 
the adverſe party could not break their Ranks. By this time the 


King of Theſſaly had joyned with them, and fell ſtoutly upon the 
enemp-3- which ſo amazed them, that they knew not which way to 
turn themſelbes. Dionyſius having been in his 3outh a moſt 
Ualfant and -CTouragious Knight, ſetting” Spurs. to his 
Mozſe, ran furictifily againſt a Perſia Commander, and with 
bis Lance ſtruck him thzough the body, Then began the Perſians 
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to be ſome what diſcomfited : and there was buch thiverihg! of 
Lances, claſhing ot Armour, ſdunding or Trumpets, beating 
of Dum, and neighing of hozles, that all the City was affright- 

c with the noiſe thereof. | ($1 D. % HAM 
Olivia, Laurana, Iſabella, & the reſt of the Theſſal ian Ladies, 


were gotien to the top of a Tower to behold them; and elpyed 


the Black Knight come riding wich all the ſpeed that might be 
towards the Camp: who hearing the noiſe-of the Battle, was 
come to ſatiate himſelf withthe blood of the Perſians, ruſhing in 
amongſt the thickeſt ; The firſt he met withal he ran thzougy the 
body, and cut of another*s head. Then the Perſians began ts 
thꝛong about him by multitudes: 3. | whoſe ſtrong and invincible 
fo:ce they were not able to withftand, he laying ſuch blows upon 
them, that all that tame within the compals of his Swoꝛd peri- 
ſhed. - The news of his coming was ſoon known, which ſo en: 
couraged all on the 'Theſlalian party, that they were reſolved to 
dye gz Congaerr. 963 39 07 £249 wt + $625 
The Black Knight having tontinued an hour oz nioze in this 
truel fight, having laughtered many ol the Perſtans;- bzandithed 
his Swo2d above his Helmet ; which the Theſſalian Hozſemenm 
percetving; made a head after him, and by his Ualourdilo2dered 
the Enemies, and were gotten into chemid(t of their Battalia. 
With him were the King ol Hungaria; Oriſtùs, and the Pꝛinee 
ol Sparta, whoin he very well Knew. Herethouſarivs of the Perſian 
— wg dyed:by thounconquetdble koatirude ol tyeſe matchleſs 
nights. - LOT, 39045 03.C3VTNGGS en on SIG ONO ING 
At length theſe four encountred with kour ok the Contributa- 
ries,” t wa ot them being bzethꝛen of 'Bruſter , being the Ualt- 
anteſt Kaſghtsthatever were in Perſia ;;the” one named Bran- 
dor, and the other rallid Ramon. The Black Knight enebanter- 
ed with Brandor, tht King ot Hungaria with Ramon, and the 
Painegof Sparta, and. Oriſtus fought the other two: between 
whom began ſuch a Battle; that the earth was all Rairied wirh 
the blsod that illued kom them. In this cruel manner they 
tuntimied fo2 the ſpace al halt an hour. It eee d the - 
Black!Knighvts lor himſelf% refed dybiiePerſian ther alt hf 
fenſts!were turned into m and taking! Sword 
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bands, be truck ſuch a blow at Brandor, that with thefoxceſr | 


| bzoke ; and the leſſer end in the rebound truck his yozſe, thar he 


fell davon under him; and Brandor fell from his hoꝛle as if he has 
been dead. Which the Black Knight eſpying, ſnatched his lwoꝛd 


from him, and ran at Ramon with ſuch fury, that had he not a- 
_ his blow, he had greatly endangered his Like, and ſo he 
elt him. 
The Pꝛince of Sparta, the King of Hungaria, and Oriſtus fill 
kept together. Thyee times did the Black Knight reſcue Diony- 
ſius, and ag ołten did he mount his Father, having his Hole 
llain under him. Such Noble Acts and Ualiant Exploits did he 
there perlozm, that my dull Pen is not able tu expꝛels the lame: 
inſomuch that their enemies lay aug htered upon heaps, and the 
earth was died into Red with their blood. When it grew to- 
wards night , Oliris came in wich his twelve thouſand Hozle. 
Which freſh ſupply made ſuch a Maſlatre amongſt the Perſians, 
that they. were koꝛted to uſe their utmoſt gkill to defend them⸗ 
ſerves : and on the tontrary, the Theſſalains were ſo mightily 
rxncouraged, that they ſemed no maʒe diſcomtozted then at the 
Seinnnnggg.. — . 
The Black Knightsll this while ranged up and down amid 
the thickeſt of the Perſians, being dꝛiven too and fro by the Pteſs 
-of the Souldiers ; ab laſt he came to the place: where Sicanus 
Father wass who. ran at the Black Knight with his Spear, and 
;bur{t the ſame; but the Black Knight would not ſtrive at him, 
but bowed his body in reverence to him, which made him won⸗ 
der: then he met with Sicanus, whom all that day he had not ſeen; 
and being glad he had found him, determined to end his life , oz 
Die himlel k. Therefo:e bꝛandiching hie word, he {truck at Sica- 
nus with ſuch fury, that he made the Fire'ſtart.our of his Eyes. 
Sicanus like wie gave ſuch a thꝛuſt at iche Black Knight ,. that 


lighting near the buckleof his armour, it pierted into his ide. 


But the Black Knight being cloſed with Sicanns, taught holdon 
His Beaver with his lekt hand, with the Pummel.ofhis Swoꝛd 


rand Beaver fell ram bis head; and the blow having paſſage by

of the Contributaries, he had loſt his life. Which ſo enraged the 
Blatk Knight, that like a man mad he kurioully flung up and 
down, ſlaughtering infinite numbers ok Perſians, and deſtroying 
all that he met; that his Hozſe. and Armour were all tained: 
with blood; and would have continued longer; to the terrour 
of his enemies; but that the day was ended: of which rhe Perſi- 

ans were glad, and ſounded a Retreat , having loſt lo many ot 
their men, that all the earth was covered with dead bodies; 

The Perſians in heavinels having covered their Tents , be⸗ 
gan to curſe the Black Knight, who had made luch a laughter 
that all their Army was diſcomfozted with the remembꝛance of 
him. Dionyſus, betauſe it was night, conveyed his Souldiers 


- into the Wod again. The Bohemians, Hungarians, and Spar- 


tans departedto their Tents, the Theſſalians to the City, and O- 
ſiris back to the place from whence he came. Where Jleave them, 
to ſpeak of the Muren and Laurana; who, having all this while 
keen ſpectatozs of the Battle, . ſtood amazed to ſee the Maſſacre 
that was made amongſt the Perſians, but eſpetially by the Black 
Knight : they alſo.marvelled. what Foztes they ſhould be that 
come from the Wod, and wondyed much why the Black Knight:

think that Sicanus had been wꝛonkully accuſed, and hjs own ho⸗ 
nour called in queſtion: therefoze yer again he reſolved not to 
manifeſt l imſelt, until ſuch time as Sicanus had conkeſt the fact 
that was laid to his charge, and with this Reſolution went to 
to the Tave. © | 
Laurana expected the return ot her Page with ſuch an earneſt 
deſire, that ſhe received no content till his return; who delivered 
Pari ſmus anſwer attozding as he had willed him, which dꝛove 
her into a thouſand ſundzy imaginations. One while ſhe thought 
it was ſome range Knight that ſought her love by his Ualour; 
and then ſhe thought again it might be Pariſmus yimſelF; but that 
cogitation was ſoon ertinguithed by a thouſand doub:s & fears, 
Being in this extremity of paſſion, the burſt fo2th into theſe la⸗

What diſtreſs and terrour is this that J endure fo2 the loſs 
of my dear Paziſmus? who J cannot ſuppole to be libing, betaule 
he is thus long abſent, who A know would not be out ot my tom.

abſence to wozk myoverthzow. wet neberthertheleſs, were 
alfred he were king, then ſhould my heart be at quiet; kan 
know he would pꝛelerde his life fo2 my ſake : o2 were J but allu⸗ 
red he were dead, then would J toon refolve to follow him, that 
my kainting hatk might enſaß his company; and fitiew he how 
dearly J love him, then J am fare he would ſoon return. Rut he 
hath heretofoze met with ſome falſe Creſſida, and therekoze he 
ablenteth himſelf to mate rryal of my truth. -Were J but ſure 
this was the cauſt of his abfente, then Gould J reſt in quiet: but 
my lucklels een luch god koztune, and to my griel J 
Fear he Is deſtroyed by the Treathery of that wicked Homicide 
Sicanus, who ts not contented with his Tragedy, but alſo ſækerh 
my deſtruction. Well, with what patiente J may, J will live in 
hope once again to ſee my Lozd : fo2 J doubt not but that the 
Palmers news was true, elſe how ſhould he come by that jewel 


my dear Pariſmus ſent me? 

In thoſe and ſuch like complaints, ſhe ſpent all that night, the 
 Chzyſtal tears diſtilling abundantly from her Star-like TRY : 
that

How Dionyſius diſcovered himſelf to Cueen Olivia, and cf 
the great joy that mas made in the City. How Pari ſmus de- 
termining to ſee Laurana in his Palmers diſguiſe, lighted up- 
on a pritty adventure, at the firſt dangerous, but in the end 
pleaſant; with the famous Battles he: Afterwar ds fought a- 
ware the Perſians. 

— Reps. rhe next moging after the Battle fought a: 


with bis fouldicrs' towardg the C ity,from whence 
the enemy were removed half a mile further , and 
ed laving viewed their Forces, found them ſo much 
weakned by the laſt days infinite laughter, that they thought them⸗ 
ſelves unable to withſtand another allault, and thercfo2e began to 
entrench themſelves : by which means the T heſlalians had free 
acceſs to the City, and by the appointment of Dionyſius all the 
Souldiers were conveyed thereto, every Band lodged ſeveral by 
themſelves.and all things in a readineſs fot a ſudden ſally, it nerd 
required. The Bohemian King requeſted the King of Hungaria 
and Pꝛinte ot Sparta, to accompany him to the Palace to viſit the 
Quten, amongſt whom was Dionyſius, unknown to any but the 
Bohemian King ; who all marched in their Armoꝛ with Dzums 
beating, Trumpets ſounding, and Colours flying, as victozious. 

The Nucen having knowledge of their coming, came to meet 
them in mourning attire, and with her Laurana and other Theſla- 
lian Ladies, the fair young Queen of Hungaria, the Lady Iſa- 
bella, and many noble Lo2ds, who had all this while remained 
in the Theſlalian Court, ſhewing by their ontward habit their 
inward ſo2row koz the want of him that was amongſt them. 
Being met, and having courtcouſly ſaluted each other,tht Queen 
gave them moſt hearty thanks foz their friendly aid and ſuccour 3 
and they faithfully pzomiſed never to fozſake her in time ok need. 
Olivia marvelled who hat Knight ſhould be tyat concealed him- 
ſelf, whom both Laurana alſo and all the reſt diligently;obſer- 
ved, began to call her loſt Lozd into Remembzante, 1 
upon ſaid asfolloweth : K 
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: Moſt worthy King of Bohemia, J am ſo2rp that the King of 
Theſlaly is wanting to give your Majeſty entertainment, whoſe 
abſence is moſt grievous unto us, he being our onely joy c com⸗ 


lot, by which means we cannot give you ſocheerful a welcome 


as we ſhould if our Sun were not eclipſed ; but now we are like- 


ly by our ſadneſs-to make yori partners of sur woe: allo the un⸗ 
timely death ol that noble Pꝛinte your Son, being ac ed in our 


Court, hath ſo overwhelmed us with grief, that vou cannot expect 
ought from us but ſighs and mourning; and all the entertain- 
ment we can give you is, to bid vou welcome to a feaſt of ſoꝛrow. 
Wherewith ſhe and Laurana, ſhewing countenances fuil of mild 
pitty, ſtood weeping and lamenting ; infomuch that the whole 


company were grieved to ſee their (ozrow ; which took ſo deep 


an impꝛeſſion in Dionyſius heart, that with the Tears ſtanding 
in his eyes, he unlaced his Helmet, and coming to Olivia, ſaid, 
Dear Queen, behold a ſalve to cure your lozrow : Then the Queen 
and Laurana were ſo amazed , that they could not tell whether 


they might credit their eyes oꝛ not: but at laſt Olivia enibzaced 


him with ſuch unlpeakable joy, that it delighted all to behold 
their kind rejoytings. : 
Laurana kneling down did her humble duty; and Dionyſius 
freeing herkneling; and with blubbered cheeks (as he thought) be⸗ 
walling his abſence , took her up and kift her; which bekoze he 
had never done unto her; which lo raviſhed Laurana's paſſlonate 
heart, that her joy fo his return and grief fo: Pariſmus want, 
might be compared to two mighty fo2ces ſtriving to maſter each 
other, The Lo2ds of.

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Pariſmus the ſame day was come out of the Cave in Palmers 
weeds becauſe he knew he ſhould have no occaſion to uſe his Ar: 
mour:and coming to the City, he found the Perſians diſlodged, and 
all the reſt within the Walls : and hearing the ſhouts that were 
made, he marvelled what might be the cauſe. Eaſily getting into 
the City, (fo? in that habit he was not miſtruſted) he foon heard 
ofDionyſius return, Then he began to think with himſelfin this 
ſozt : How unkind am J, that do not manifeſt my ſelf unto my 
dear Laurana, who J know endureth much ſozrow fo2 my ſake? 
She will keep my being alive ſecret from all men, and when then 
may J not comfozt her and my ſelf, by having ſome p2ivate con- 
ference with her?

Many days continued the perſians befoze the Malis of the 
Cityof Thebes, never giving any allault, 1162 oneeeoming loꝛth 


ok their Trenthes ; which cauſed the Theſſalians to count them 
half Uanquiſhed. During which time, pariſinus (known by the 


name of the Black Knight) did fight many bꝛabe Conibats with 
the perſians ; by which means the Court of Dionyſius was filled 


witherceding pjaiſes made in tommendation ok his Pxoweſs 


and untonquertd Chivalry: but moſt of all they wondzed at his 
ſtrangenels to be known; and the rather, fo that none could learn 
where he made his abode, knowing that it could not be far krom 
the City, 

L The 
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The Perſian Meſſenger made ſuch haſte in perkoꝛming his 
Meſſage, that in ſho2t ſpace there were gathered together of le⸗ 
veral Nations another mighty Army. Firl came the King of 
Natolia, being nearly allied to the Perſian, with a great Armp 
of Natolians ; the King of Libya with Thirty thouſand Liby- 
ans, and the King of Lycia with fo2ty thouſand Men at Arms, 
and of Phrygia twenty thouſand; and to repair the decay*d camp 
ol rhe King of Perſia came fifty thouſand. Theſe laſt Armies 


ſoon landed in Theſlaly, and pitched their Tents on the Plains 


pf Pharſalia ; of whoſe appꝛoach both the Theſſalians and Perſi- 
ans had knowledge, to the comfo1t of the ane, and terrour of the 
other; by means whereof the. Theſſalians that were bet̃oze in joy 
and mirth, began to be careful of their eſtate, and therekoze ſent 
twenty thouſand Hozſemen well armed out of the. City, that ax 
ail times they might ſuccour them with a freſh ſupply , fo2 that 


they knew they ſhould ned great help; who being abzoad, toon 


fuch an oꝛder, that the Enemies could ſcarcely find any Cattel 
oz other Uicuals.- . 


Theſe new Fo2ces being all joyned together with the Perſians : 
belet the City a. new with double Trenches and Foutifications - 


round about, fo that there could none pals in oꝛ out: which cau- 


fed Dionyſus andthe King of Bohemia (having made ſurvey - 
ol theio ſtoze) to conſider, that there was not pꝛobiũon enough in 


the City fo2 ſuch a number of Souldiers to lalt one Month, ma- 


king account that it was their onely way to dzive back the Ene⸗ 
my, rather then ignominſoully to abide their.mercy ; and there= | 


koze they determined the next day to iſſue out upon them ; which 
they did in policy, not with hope to vanquich luch an Army, but 
to let the Enemy know they were not diſcouraged with their huge 


multitudes, Which purpoſe of theirs was furthered by the Black 


Knight, who early that mozning had buckled on his Armour, and 
was come beloze the Tents of the Pei ſians, and eſpying ſuch a 


mighty multitude ol new tome Souldiers that had joyned them⸗ 


ſel beg ta the Enemy, marvelled greatly : but at laſt by enquiry; 

he knew who they were, and therefoze reſolved to ule his wonted 

manner ok challenge. | 

The King ol Perſia eſpying the Black Knight, made _ 2 
dhere 


ion | 
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thertok unto the King of Natolia, and alſo of the admirable deeds 
he hab perfo2med; entring ſo far in commendation of him, that 
the King of Lycia ſtanding by, being of a pꝛoud and haughty dil⸗ 
poſition, began to disdain to hear him ſo highly commended, thin⸗ 
king himſelf able to conquer andovercome any, koz ttat he was 
eſteemed to be one of the beſt Knights in the Wozld ; which did 
make him thus reply unto the Perſian King, That he would ſoon 
pꝛove there was no Knight in Theſſaly able to combat with the 
King of Lycia. Therekoze arming himſelf, he rode fo2th to meet 
the Black Knight; who no ſooner ſaw him, but he ſet Spurs to 
his Hoꝛzſe, and ran at him with ſuch fo1ce, that he overthzew both 
Man and Yo!ſe to the ground. The King of Lycia ſeeing him⸗ 
ſelf thus foiled, ſoon got up and dꝛew his Sword, but the Black 
Knight disdaining to cope any moze with him whom he had al- 
ready vanquiſhed, turned his Hozle, e rode from him, which le ver⸗ 
ed the King of Lycia, being enraged to ſee his own ſhame , and 
with angiith of the bzuiſe he received in the fall, that he wauld 
have murthered himſelf, but that his Knights hindzed him.

Fo Pariſuus met with Pollipus of Phrygia, and knowing the 
device in his Armour, refuſed to combat with him:and how 
2 Peace, with certain conditions, was concluded betwixt

= WAriſmus being ready fo; the next encounter, there 
vere in the Tent of phrygia 2 gallant Knights

02 — in Arms he had never met withal ; being alſo fo unmer⸗ 
ciful and tyꝛannous, that by his treachery in fight he had ſubduey 
many thouſand Knights in his travels. 

This Pollipus, defirous to try his kozte againſt the Black 
Knight, ſoon mounted himſclf, being a moſt goodly pꝛopoztioned 
Knight. The Black Knight, being ill ready koz any entgunter, 
mer Polli pus with ſuch koꝛte, that both their Stabes werethiver- 
ed in pieces: the Elach a once moving in his —_— 
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hut ollipus with the force of his blow loſt one of his Stirrups. 
be lack Knight having dzawn his Swozd ready to combate 
pollipus, eſpied upon his Armour thꝛee Faulcons, and pꝛeſently 
Pit up his Swozdagain; which when pollipus perceived, he mar- 
velled thereat, and boldly demanded ol him the combat. But the 
Black Knight ſaid, Pardon me, wo2thy Sir, fo2 J am bound 
not to combat any that weareththat Armour, and without ſpeak- 
ing any further, departed. 

Pollipus. wondzing thereat, at laſt remembꝛed, that when he 
was with the Perſian King in Bohemia, he made a covenant with 
Pariſmus, never to combat any that had the Device of the Bꝛanch 
pf Roſes upon his Armour, which was Pariſmus Armour, and 
Pariſmus alſo pꝛomiſed him the ſame. Therefo2e he thought that 
the Black Knight was either Pariſmus himſelf, oꝛ ſome Knight 
whom Pariſmus had bound ta the like oath. The occaſion of which 
Tow paſſed between par iſmus and pollipus was given thꝛough 
the exceeding love that had paſt between them from their vouth, 
being bzought up together in the Univerſity. UWherefoe ſtudy⸗ 
ing what he might be, and rejoycing he had ſo wozthy a Knight 
to his friend, ye returned back to the Perſians Tents, who ſtood 
gazing to ſe the event of this combat, but marvelled that they 
parred ſo friendly. 

Pollipus being returned, told the Kings ok Perſia & Natolia, 
that he thought the Black Knight knew him, becauſe he refuſed 
the Combat ; otherwiſe he could not tell the.cauſe. Dionyſius. 
the King of Bohemia, Olivia, Laurana, and the reſt, all this 
while wond2ed at the Black Knights behaviour, eſpecially to ſee . 
him part ſo friendly with the Phrygian Knight. 

Whilelt they were in this admiration, they beheld the valiant 
Zoilus ready to encounter the Black Knight, the Perſians now 
thinking to ſe his downfall, foꝛ that Zoilus had vowed never to 
depart until he had deſtroyed him, with whom the Black Knight 
met with ſuchadvantage, that he overihzew him to the ground, 
and himſlelk with the koꝛce yoke both his ſtirrups. Zoilus ſoon 
recovered his Hozſe, and with furious rage they both met with 
their Swoꝛdg dꝛawu; between whom began a moſt terrible and 
rue combat, that all that beheld them were amazed at their Ma⸗ 
ſour, 4 
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lour. In which conflict they continued the ſpace of two hours, be⸗ 
ing both grievouliy wounded, but neither of them weary oz wil- 
ling to leave oft. At laſt the Black Knight ſemed weary , and 
onely warded the furious blows Zoilus gave him. Zoilus, not 
thinking that he had keigned, lad on his blows with ſuch lwikt⸗ 
neſs and fozce, that all the whole Company deemed the Black 
Knight almoſt vanquiſhed. Zoilus ſtill purſued him with eager⸗ 
neſs, and the Black Knight onely defended himſelk, fo long did 
they continue in this manner, that Zoilus began to be wearied, 
and alſo to ſuſpect the Black Knights policy ; therefoze ſtaping 
his hand, he laid unto him, Sir Knight, J give the leave to 
ask pardon fo2 thy life, o; elſe be ſure befo2e we part thou ſhalt - 
be a dead Man. g 
The Black Knight caſting his Eyes towards the Tower 
where his beloved Laurana ſtood beholding the Combar, and wa⸗ 
ving his Swogd touragioully above his head, made this Reply 3 
No, Phrygian, (quoth he) J ſcozn thy pꝛoffer, and thereupon 
ſo freſhly aſſailed him, that in ſhozt ſpace he dꝛobe him how ta 
deviſe to ſave his own life; fo he hadmangled and cut his body 
in ſo many places, that his Hozſe was alt coloured with the blood 
that ran from his wounds: which cauſed Zoilus to thuiſt at the 
Black-Knight with ſuch fozce c fury, that he wounded himmoſt- 
grievoully. The ſmart of which, and withal the remembꝛance the 
Black Knight had who beheld the combat, cauſed him with both 
his hands to ſtrike ſo deadly a blow at Zoilus, that lighting full 
on his Bever, the fo2ce thereof burſt the ſame , and cut off his 
right Ear, and wounded him ſo ſoze on the Face, that he fell on 
his Ho2ſe-neck lenleleſs: and then again he ſtruck another blow 
at him with ſuch main fozce, that had not the Phrygian's Hoꝛſe 
ſtarted with the glimmering ſight of the Swozd comming, he had 
parted his Head from.his Shoulders, and his Hoſe ran looſe a⸗ 
bout the Fields. At laſt the Phrygian recovered: himſelf, and 
looking about him eſpied the Black Knight with his Swo2d put 
up; and ſ&eing himſelf without a weapon, with rage and fury - 
he was almoſt mad. 7410 
Theſe Champions were no ſooner parted, but the Theſſalian 
Youſemen by a pzivy warch⸗woꝛd from the City, ruſhed ludden⸗ 
by. 
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ly upon the Perſians, who expected no ſuch matter, and had their 
minds otherwiſe buſied ; ſo that befoze they could handle Arms 
to defend themſelves. the Theſſalians had Cain a great number of 
them. Which the Black Rnight perceiving, (although he was 
grievoully wounded) made ſucha maſſacre amongſt the Enemy, 
that all men deemed him rather tobe a Devil than a Moꝛztal crea⸗ 
ture, with whom Pollipus met, but would not once offer ts Df- 
kend him. 

Dionyſius, the Ring of Bohemia, the Ring of Hungaria, the 
P1ince of Sparta, Lozd Remus, Oriſtus and Oſiris , likewiſe 
iſſued out upon the Perſian Foztes in ſeveral Troops, which ſo 
amazed the Natolians, Phrygian, and other Nations of the Ar- 
my. that they marvelled from whence the T helialians could have 
ich ald. But their coming amongſt them on lueh a ſudden made 
ſo cruel and mighty a langhter , that by that time the day was 
ended the Thetlalians had flafn above Fifty Thouſand Perſians : 
which cauſed them ever after that, to be moze cirtumlpect and 

vigilant of their lakety. 

All.thze Souldiers being retired unto their places, the Black 
Knight likewiſe withdzew himſelf to the Wood, Pollipus hav- 
ing all the day ſecrerly followed him, ſet Spurs to his Hozſe and 
overtook him: who eſpying him, ſtaid his coming, and knowing 
him by the three Faultons on his Armour to be the Knight with 
whom he refuſed to combat, kindly ſaluted him, and demanded 

what might be the cauſe ol his coming to him. 4Who made him 
this reply: 

Molt worthy Knight, ſaid he, my humble ſuit unto you ig, 
that you will let me underſtand the cauſe why you refuſed the 
.Combat with me this day. 

Gentle Knight, replied he, you needs muſt pardon me fo2 that 
until J know whether youare Pollipus of Phcygia,whom J take 

voti to ſe by thoſe Arms. 

Indeed, quoth he, Jam the lame; and the chiekeſt cauſe of 
my coming unto you is, the earneſt deſire J have to be acquainted 
mith you, (thotigh unwozthy : ) fo2 that J know you could not 
tyme to the knowledge of me but by the vertuous Pariſmus, who 
in nad drad; in whole defence if you bear Arms, J will with 
vou 
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pou do my endeavour to revenge his death againſt my own -Coun- | 
try, koꝛ J am bound thereto, 7 
Courteous Rnight, quoth Pariſmus, ik vou will vouchlake 
to take ſuch ſimple entertainment as my poo; Lodging .affo:ds, 
F will fulfill your deſire. Which he willingly accepted ot, and be- 
ing come to the Cave, he marvelled to ſee lo woꝛthv a Knight in 
ſuch an obſcure plate. But being come in, he ſoon unarmed him⸗ 
ſelf ; and then Fariſmus knew him to be his kriend, and taking 
him by the hand, led him aſide, and diſcovered himlelf.. .Whercar 
Pollipus greatly wondꝛ ed, and with erceeding.joy moſt lovingiy 
embyaced him. And after Supper was ended, (which was p20-- 
vided by the Outlaws, and cleanly dzeſt by the Damolel p, he de- 
claredunto-him the whole circumſtance of his Tragedy: where-. 
with Pollipus was fo enraged to hear of Sicanus Treacherp, that 
he vowed fo ever to remain his p2ofeſſed enemy. Thus they ton⸗ 
tinued in the Gave all that night, the one recounting to the other 
foze-paſſed Friendſhip. At laſt it was thus concluded betwire. 
them, that Pollipus ſhould continue there; and to that end he 
pꝛobided him other Armour of good poof, that thereby he mighr 
not be known. 

It was ſome Theee Weeks ſpace eine ee, could reco: 
ver his wounds; during which time the Theſſalians had received. 
much dammage or their Enemies, growing into fear of Famine, 
foz that theirUictuals began to wax ſcant, and their courages 
began to abate, by. reaſon they ſaw not the Black Knight come 
into the Field, as his uſual manner was: therefoze the Com- 
manders of the Army concluded with a general conſent to p 
with the Perſian Ring, and appointed Lozd Remus to the 
Meſſenger ; who coming to the King of Perſia, told him, That | 
Dionyſius King of Theſlaly did deſire to parley with his.Maje- - 
fty, whom he knew not that he had any way offended. The Mel⸗ 
ſage the King of Perſia kindly accepted, and pzomiled upon his 
Ringly wozd ro keep Truce fot chat day; appainting their plate 
of meeting to be on rhe Gꝛeen befoze che Weſt-Gate of the City 
whither ye came, with the Rings that were with him, and Siea 
nus his Son; Dionyſius, the Ringof Bohemia; andalkthereft 
ok the Potentates on the Theſlaliangarty,alſo-wenrfozthof —— 4 
Tents. to mt him. Mang 
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Many things being altedged on both lides, the one in attula⸗ 
tion of Sicanus, the other in dekente ok his innotency : at laſt, 
by conſent of all; a Peace was concluded fo2 T wenty days, and 
on the Twentieth Day it was concluded that the Tontroverſie 
chould be decided by Battle. And the Conditions were theſe, 
That if Dionyſius could not bꝛing thꝛe Knights to combat thiee 
ol the Perſians, that then he ſhould acknowledge himſelf ſubject 
to the Perſian King, and alſo ſhould deliver to Sicanus his fair 
Maughter to be at his diſpoſal, and Sicanus to enjoy the Crown 
after his death: and if Dionyſius thi Knights ſhould conquer 
the Perſian Knightg, then immediately the King of Perſia ſhould 


remove his Fozces , and $icanus ſhould acknowledge the Truth © 


ol the fact, Upon theſe conditions the Peace was Concluded, 
and firmly ratified by the general Daths of both the Kings. 
During the time of this Peace, Pariſmus and Pollipus would u⸗ 
ſually come abꝛoad both armed in white Armour, with Plumes 
of white Feathers, and White Hozſes , being gallantly atti⸗ 
red, and behold the Perſians and Theſlalians continually every 
Day Combating each other to pꝛove their Manhood. But ſtin the 
Fhrygian Zcilus and the Two Perſians Brandor and Ramon 
dd lear away the Pꝛize, that rhe Theſlalians would no moe en⸗ 
counter with them. Which dꝛove Dionyſius into a deep Study 
whar Knights to pꝛobide againſt the appointed Day of Combate, 
altogether deſpaiting of the Black Knight, fo) that he had not a 
long time ben feen amongſt them; and alſo Oriftus and Oſiris 
being © grievortly hurt, that it was impoſſible koꝛ them to Keco⸗ 
ver their Healths by the time appointed. 

Pariſmus hearing of this, told Polſipus, That if he would ac: 
company him to be one oł Laurana's Champions, he would be 
Fo2 ever bound to requite that Courteſie. Which gentle Requeſt 
Polliprs kindly attepted. The third he had appointed was the 
Out⸗law that had pꝛelerved his Life, whole valour exceeded moſt 
of the Knights in all Theſſaly, although he had endured ſome 
ſccrer dilgrates. | |

dzive her to her very wits end to think of : In the midſt of theſe 
thoughts came the Captain, who beholding Laurana's Majeſti⸗ 
tal tountenante and erceeding beauty, was ſo amazed therewith 
that he condemned himſelf of villany fo; pzocuring fo Divine a 
Creatures diſcontent, 577" 

Laurana ſeeing him ſtand gazing upon her, demanded what he 
would have?

tyes, that it ſeemed woꝛle then death to her to endure his light. 
The Night being come, and akter they had Supped (being ſer- 
ved in moſt {ately manner with rich and coſtly Dithes-) the 
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and her Maid, who lodged with her, betok themſelves to their 
Repole; where ſhe tould by no means give reſt to her ſelf, but ut⸗ 
tertd ſuch heavy (ighs-andlamentations-, bewailing the loſs of 
her dear L92d, that the very Walls: ſemed to groan fo2th the 
Ecchoes of her complaints; in which ſozt the continued mott 
part of that night. | 

Early the nert mozning ſhe was ſaluted by Andramart ; who 
could give his mind no reſt no2 quiet but in her company, and his 
love was ſo exceeding towards her, that he could not do her any 
offence : In this miſerable Eſtate Laurana continued foz the 
ſpace of a Month, in which time ſhe had knowledge of a number 
of Pziſoners that this vile Tyꝛant hadencloſed within the Ca- 
lle, bythe grievous cries the heard, ſome fo2 want of Food, ſome 
with pains of toꝛture that he inflicted upon them, being himſelf. 
hated of all men, and therekoꝛe he hated all men that accozded nor

Laurana in this time uſed her ſelk ſo that ſtill the deferred hig 
ſujr, and had him lo enſnared to der Beauty, that whatſoever ſhe 
commanded he would do; but fo odious was his love unto yer 
heavy heart that the was ready to dye with the remembzꝛance or 
the ſame, but ſtill by the advice of Leda ſhe held it her beit courſe 
to keep themſelves in his favour,until by ſome means they might 
eſcape from thence ; where we will leave diffrefſed Laurana a- 
mongltrude and uncivil people night and day, her Ears being 
filled with the miſerable cries of poo2 Pꝛiloners; and clogged 
with the love of Andramart, meditating how to eſcape that plate 
of cruel bondage, where you may judge the fo2row-ts be ſuch that 
ſhe endureth as is not to be expelled, : 


The miſerable Travel that Pari/mus endured in the Deſolate 
Illand. How he was ſuccoured by Antiochus, and afterwards 
how Pollipus and he were impriſoned in the Enchanted Ca- 
ſtle by Bellona the Enchantreſs. 

V / hen theſe two Knights had trabelled many days along 

V the Coaſts of the Deſolate Illand, their chief food being 
Wild Fruit rhat- grew upon Tres , their Dzink the clear 
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Fountain Water, and their Lodging the cold Earth : Atlength 
they beheld many goodly Towns, but not inhabited, which cauſed 


them both to marvel, and being deſirous foz to know the cauſe 


thereof, remembyed what the Pyzats had told them, That there 
was a ſtately Caſtle ſcituated in the midſt of the Countrey, which 
was by ſeme inhabited, and therefo2e they determined to Travel 
thither, fo2 they ſaw no hope how to get away from that Illand, 
being grown very weak by reaſon of their faint Food and yard 
Lodging. ; | 

This Travel Adonius willingly endured, thinking all pain 
a pleaſure in his Walters company, unto whom he behaved him⸗ 
ſeif with ſuch a tender care , that Pariſmus would oktentimes 
extol and commend him to Pollipus, fo: when Pariſmus at any 
time flept, he would cover his Face with his thinneſt Garment. 
and make a Pillow of the reſt koꝛ his Head, and ofcentimes dzive 
from his Mind many ſad Thoughts with his ſweet Songs, that 
Pariſmus thought he could never have endured that tedious Tra: 
vel if his Page had blen abſent. 

Theſe wozthy Knights yaving continued a long time in this 


their ſolitary Walk, took their journey by gueſs to the midſt of 


the Country, in which Travel they continued ſome Thi wels, 
being often in danger of D2owning,by reaſon of many deceitful 
Nuick-ſands : and often like to be famiſhed fo2 want of Sufte: 
nance, and ofren in danger to be devoured by Wild Beaſts that 
were abundantly in that Country , and yet ſtill they were kru⸗ 
ſtrated of their expectation : at laſt, they began to diſpair of e⸗ 
ver accontpliſhing Means to get from this unfrequented place; 
and they Travelled a day and a night over a mighty Plain, hav- 
ing neither Water to quench their Thirſt, no2 Fruit co alſuage 
their Hunger. | 
Early in the Mozning they eſpyed a Mighty Wood , where 
they thought, although there were no other Comkozt, vet that 


there they ſhould find Fruit, but being come thither, their hopes 


was deceived, fox there was nothing but Thozns and Byyars, 
and they ſo Thick that they could by no means enter the lame, 
that then they ſurety expected nothing but Famiſhment: The 
Pꝛince what with extreamity of hunger and grief foz the loſs of 
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his dear Lady, and the care he took fo2 his Friend and his Page, 
fat him down under a ſpzeading Oak, and with a heavy Heart 
expꝛeſt theſe plaints :; : 

How unfoziunate am J alove all Men to be dziven to this er: 
igence of miſerable calamity, that by my ill Foztune hath berray⸗ 
ed the moſt Uertuous, Chalt, and Beautiful Lady living, into 
the hands of the Tyzants, and by my means have bꝛought my 
Friends in danger of Death by kamiſhment, Had all theſe been 
pꝛoper to my ſelf, then J would in deſpight of my crooked De- 
ſtinies have endured them, then Gould not cheſe my friends com⸗ 
plain, then ſhould Laurana have ben ill in the Court of Dio- 
nyſius, whoſe Tears at my departure did pꝛognoſticate m unluc- 
ky ſucceſs, In this extremity what hope is left foꝛ my comfozt? 
How map Laurana Curſe my unf92tunate Deſtinies ? How may 
Dionyſius accuſe me of diſhonour fo2 loſing his Waughter⸗ how 
may the phrygians condemn me 92 the lols of the wozthy Polli- 
pus How may J ſufficiently recompence all rheſe Whongs ? 
Deſpair ſhall artend my ſteps ; Soꝛrow ſhail be my food, Ali 
fon thall be my companion, and care n rei? , the Day will J 
ſpend in Tears and the Night in Gx-ans, er the Heavens pour 
down their Uengeance on my Head, and the Earth wok my ſoz⸗ 
row, fo2 J rhe moſt unto2tunateſt of ail Men have delerv'd the 
greateſt puniſhment that ever was afflicted upon Man. 

In this verarion ot Mind continued Pariſmus, and Adonius 
lay weeping at his fer almoſt dead fo2 want of Food; Pollipus 
went up and down raging inwardly in his Mind, his heart. be- 
ing ready to burſt with grief. 

All the while that theſe woꝛthy Knights had continued in this 
ſympathy of lozrow, there was an aged Hermit had heard their 
complaints, and underſtanding by their behaviour that they were 
Diftreſſed Strangers, pittyed their paſfion , and came towards 
them, and found them all Thee lying under the Oak, whom he 
thus ſaluted : ; 

Wozthy Knights ( ſaid the Hermit) becauſe J ſee you are 
diſtreſſed, if my poo2 Cell may any way eaſe you, and ſuch victu⸗ 
als as that yields refreſh you, o2 if my (elf, oꝛ Counſel may any 
way pleaſure you, J deſire you to go with me thither , and you, 
ſhall be Meltome. | Pariſmus. 
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-. Pariſmus hearing the aged Man utter ſuch kind ſpeeches, as 
one raviſhed with joy, roſe from the ground and told him, That 
he kindly accepted his pꝛolfered courteſte; fsz, Courtedus Old 
Man, quoth he, vou tould neber have tome in a tinie ok moze 
ned, . f92 we are ready to periſh , thereloꝛe we may ſay, Happy 
Old Man, you will do us a friendly deed, which we chall thank: - 
fully attept, and willingly require to the urmoſt of our powers, 
Then go with me, quoth he, koz J perceive” your Bovics are 
wearyed wirh Travel, and your hearts tyꝛed with grief. So they 
toyfullp went to his Cell, teing glad ok this tomkoꝛt, and in lit⸗ 
tle ſpace got thither; which was in a large Cave under the Earth 
moſt ſecretly contrived; where they Refreſhed themſelves with 
good Uine and kat Ueniſsn, which the old Man had al ways rea⸗ 
Dy dꝛeſt. 
| "When they had well ſatisfied their hunger with this good Tit: 
ſtuals, the old Man requeſted to know of whence they were, and 
by what diſaſterous milchante they were arrived on that unhappy 
land. Pariſmus told him that he was Son to the King of Bo- 
hemia, and that his Friend was a Phrygian Knight, rehearſing 
-unto him their whole miſadventure and the loſs of Laurana, ut⸗ 
tering the ſame with ſuch ſorrow that the Hermit could not re⸗ 
krain fron tears. g 
By that time the Pꝛinte had ended his diſcourſe, it grew dark, 
and therekoze the old Hermit conduited them to their Lauging, 
which was the lame Bed wheres: he lax himſelf (there being no 
other) on which Paritmus was very unwilltig to lye, thereby 
to diſplate this good old Man; but by the manitold intreaties 
or the Hermit he vielded, and ſon addzelled himſelf chercunto, 
deſiring Pollipus to be his Bed fellow, and becante Adonius was 
ſomewhat cickly, they laid him in the nudſt between hem, ko 
that he had done them many pleaſures in their Trovel. Pariſmus 
being lo kar in love with him, that he would have ventured his 
Life to do him good. | 
Adonius with-bluſhing Cheeks put off his Apparel, and ſre⸗ 
med to bc abaſhed when he was in his Shirt, and tenderly leapt 
into the Bed between the two Knights, wis little ſuſpected that 


it was Violetta, whereſhe (poo? Soul) lay cloſe at Pariſmus 
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back, the touch of whoſe wet body ſæmed to raviſh her with joy, 
tut he being unacquainted with ſuch Bedkellows, femed as it 
were Metamozpholed with a kind of deiſghtful fear, but had 
Pollipus known it had ben his dear Violetta, he would have moze 
_— regarded his LBetifeliow, who ſeemed to ſtart when he did 
tut (fir. 

Thus they all tok their reſt that night, the Knights being 
glad of this quiet repoſe after their long travel; and Adonius 
being much delighted to have couched himſelf ſo near Pariſmus; 
theretoze early in the mozning he got up, being afraid to uncover 
his delicate body, and with ſped arrayed himſelf ſo neatly pꝛo⸗ 
viding all things againſt rhcſe two Knights ſhould riſe, that both 
of them admired his behaviour, fo2 he had pꝛovided col Bathes 
koꝛ their Feet, which did them much caſe, fo2 they were ſoze bzui⸗ 
ſed with Travel. 

The Hermit ſæing theſe wozthy Knights ready to take their 
leave (fo that they were unwilling to ſtay to trouble him) re⸗ 
queſted them that they would lay with him ſome days to refreſþ 
themſelves. God Father (ſaid Par iſmus) if we be not trou⸗ 
blelome then we will ffay, and bzing our ſelves further in pour 
debt. Mot lo wozthy Knights (quoth he) fo2 J know you will 
not go krom koꝛth of this Country unleſs you ſtay fome while 
with me, koꝛ J allure you there is no way but one, which mutt be 
archicved with much hazard of your lives, which many have at⸗ 
tempted lait none could ever etkeck. J pꝛay you god Father (ſaid 
the Pzince) ler me be lo happy as to know the means, fo2 be 


it never {6 dangerous J chall willingly undertake the lame, (&- 


ing there is no other means to eſcape, fo2 J g2eatly deſire to 
know what is become of the vertuous Lady Laurana; wherenp- 
on the Hermit thus began: | 
Molt wozthy Pzince (quoth he) J now begin to tell a Gi- 
ſ0:y of the moſt vileſt Traytoꝛ living, whoſe name is Drubal, 
ſometimes a Subject ot mine but now my Superiour, koꝛ know 
wozthp Knights my name is Antiochus, once the unhappy 
Ruler ot this Jfland : This Drubal once ſerved me, unto whom 
FJcommilted my ſecrets, as the man J moſt truſted, who in time 
grew lo pꝛoud, that under * of my favour he would 2 
nit 
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mit many bad actions, whereby he was much hated amongſt my 
Moblemen, and my Subjects vegan to accuie me as atteary to 
his facts, and becauſe J was lo blinded with his flatterics they 
began to rebel, and being repꝛoved of my eldeſt Son koꝛz his mil⸗ 
demeanours he offered in my pꝛeſente to have lain him, which 
made him lo odicus that at the entreaties of my Mobles J hani 
thed him my Court, which ever akter he tok in ſuch disdainkul 
lozt that he always deviſed how to do me milchiek, and joyning 
himſelk to one Bellona my chiet enemy, the wickedeſt Hag living 
upon the Earth, uſing Witchcrafts, Soꝛceries, and Enchant⸗ 
ments, to further their purpole againſt me: and coming into 
this my Country, having many friends, firſt won many of my 
Subjects hearts, and then made open War againſt me, who by 
their ſtrength put me to flight: Having gotten my Crown, they 
impꝛiſoned my Quo n, my two Sons, and my Waughter: but 
yet notwithſtanding they could never quictly enjoy the Govern- 
ment, but were oktentimes diſturbed by my People, who refuſed 
to live under his Ty2any, fo2 dayly he grew moe odious in the 
light of then, that by continual Tar the Country was almoſt 
walſfed, and by tie Counſel of that wicked Hag Bellona, he with 
his Confederates betok themielves to a high and mighty Moun⸗ 
rain and fortified the ſame, and by enchantments framed an in⸗ 
vincible Caſtle, from whence they ofren iTued kozth and flew 
molt of my Nobles, the reſt remaining now in the Caſtle under 
their Tyzanny : But not contented with this (they were ſo 
much given to Deviliſh fury, that) they deſtroyed all the whole 
Cuntry.,. not ſuffering Man, Woman, oz Child to live, no! 


ean any land here, but by their Sozceries they deſtroy them: in 


this kind or cruelty they have continued many years, my ſelf is 
ſecretly hidden in this place, from whoſe hand J have bien ſa: 
ved all this time by Divine P2ovidence, and by the vertue of a 
King that was given to me by an Artſman of Tartaria : The 
Caftle wherein they remain is diſtant from hence thz& miles, 
the godlieſt thing to the outward ſhew that ever Eyes beheld, 


where Drubal and Bellona live in great mirth without fear, con» 
tinually tozmenting my Queen and thꝛee Childzen with much 


eruelty : Now, wozthy Knights, unleſs you can by ſome means 
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overcome theſe Furies there is ns hope to eſcape from hence, fo; 
long vou cannot remain but they will know or your being here, 
fo2 all Paſſengers do utterly ſyun this place as a hatekul and 
oninous Toaff. 

When they had heard out his ſpeches they wondzed much, 
and were confounded in their thoughts to think of the eminent 
danger they ſhould undergo to conquer the Enchantments, that 
luddenly they could not tell what to determine of ; but craving 
pardon or Antiochus fo2 their rude behaviour towards him, 
whom bekoꝛe they knew not, moſt lovingly ſaluted him: Pariſmus 
laid to Polli pus that he would the next moꝛning travel thither, 4 
Pollipus returned him this antwer; That were he lure to ſriffeo 
a thouſand deaths he would bear his ighnels company, vowing 
not to loſe his ſight. 

The next moꝛning being carly up, they determined to leave 
the Pane with Antiochus, but notwithſtanding all their pers 
lwaſions he would not ſtay, but with tears and humble entrea⸗ 
ties he deſired the Pꝛinte to let him go, which he was unwiiling 
to do leſt he ſhould be hurt in che a tempt: Ant iochus conducted 
them until the- were in ſight of the Caſtle, and then returned 
to his Cell, invocating and paying to the Gods koz their good 
ſuctecs. 

When they had well biewed the Calle, which was ſtrongly 
ſciitzated upon a high Rock, encompaſſed with a mighty dep 
Lake, they went round about it, but could find no paſſage there⸗ 
to, having neither Byidge noz other way to get over; at laff 


they heard a little Bell ring within the Caſtle, which Alarum 


was rung by the Watch-men, thereby giving notice to the reſt 
of the Souldiers to arm themſelves with all ſpeed, upon which 
noiſe they pꝛelently diſcovered a Boat with ſix armed men in it 
making towards them. As (oon as they were landed, Pariſmus 


demanded ok them who was the Lo2dof the Caſtle : The Knights 


anſwered, Come along with us and you ſhall ſ&, and pꝛelently 
began to lay hold on him. Stay (faid Pariſmus) let me ask 
vou one queſtion ? Say on (quoth one of them?) Js the Lozd 
ol this Caftle among{ you ? No laid the other, J would he 
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his Traytozs: head bcfo2e he returned; and thereupon he and Pol- 
lipus dzew their [wozds being (otherwi:e unarmed) and lo vali⸗ 
antly aſlailed rhoſe dx Knights that ferried over krom the Cattle 
that in a ſhozt ſpace they were all lain upon the place, the vickozs 
reteiving very little damage oz hurt. 

The ferry men ling their ix Champions lye weltering in 
their purple goꝛe, ran towards their boat; but Adonius (ging his 
Maſter and Pollipus had (hain their enemies, was bcfoze gotten 
down into the lame, and ling the Ferry⸗men coming towards 
it, and Pariſmus and Pollipus purſuing them, thꝛuſt the boat out of 
there reach, by which means they lon tok tholc Yavcs, pꝛonuling 
them their lives upon condicion they would dilcover the ſecret 
paſſages of the Caſtle and by what meang they might obtain it; 
bur they denying to diſcloſe any thing that might be pꝛejudicial 
to their Lozd, they immediately Liipatched them: And Pariſ- 
mus comming to Adonius moſt kindly einbꝛaced him, and with 
Lxceeving pꝛaiſes cxtolled Lis wisdom in perkozming this cx: 
ploit to Pollipus, who admired to de ſo great policy and diſcrec- 
on in one fo young : but had they known the party they would 
have far moze admired his incompara-le vertue. By means of. 
this boat they had paſſage unto the other ide c£ the River, where 
they were no lo ner landed, but they heard ſuch a hideous noiſe 
within the Caſtle, luch thundzing and ratling in the Skies, that 
it would have amazed the Coureſt Champions in the Woyld, vet 
they were nothing abaſhed thereat ; but Adonius tod quaking 
and ſhaking with extream fear. Then illued out ok the Caſtle 
two mighty huge pꝛopoztioned Monſters, ſeeming rather to be 
devils then natural men, who aſſailed theſe two worthy Knights 
with ſuch fury, that had they not nimbly avoided their blows 
they had at that very inſtant periſhed, and pꝛoletuted their blows 
with ſuch ſiertenels, that the very earth lemed to ſhake and 
tremble thereat, inſomuch that with extremity ok labour and 
madne{s that they could not offend theſe Knights, the Sun being 
then at the yigheſt, they were lo hot that their eyes dazled with 
the ſweat that fell from their bꝛows, which advantage theſe 
Champions ſ@n eſpyed, and with their lwozds having: gotten 
mt lin compaſs of their mighty mates, ſoon ended their 1 
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lives, who gave lucy groans that all rhe Caſtle rung with the 

noiſe thereot ; which cry ſo amazed Yrubal and Bellona (being 

then at their pleaſure? that they came haſtily running to behold 

theſe two wo:thy Knights, who were then entring the Caſtle, 
and no ſconer came into the inner Tourt but they beheld rhe ra- 

reſt buildings that ever they had ſeen. 

They had not ffayed long but tycy eſpyed Bellona coming to⸗ 
wards them, whom they thought to be rome Queen impziloned 
in that Caſtle, fo ſhe woze on her Head an Imperial Diadem, 
who with her So:ceries ſo bewitehed their Senſes, that imme⸗ 
diately they fell into. a dead and ſound feep, and. p2eſently. ſhe 
commanded them to be conveyed into a ſtrong Pꝛiſon, and there 
ttered them with Trons. 

When rhey awaked, they were greatly amazed to ſe them- 
ſelves impꝛiſoned in that manner, and Pariſmus was ſo enraged, . 
that he toze his Hair, rent his Garments, railed on his mil; 
foztune, curſed his Deſtinies, and vered his own heart with ex⸗ 
tream paſſion of heart, that his ſpxches was turned into bitter 
ſighes, and his Senſes fo2got their vertue, inſomuch that he 
was fo ſozrowkul, that no grief might be compared to that he 
did undergo. 

Pollipus on the other ſide continued his wonted manner ok en⸗ 
during affliction, and fudying how to fre himſelf and his friend - 
from the ſame, which was-a rare vertue in him; he only con- 
trived how to releaſe themſelves, and never diſtempered himſelf 
but overcame his inward ſozrow with ſuch patience;that Pariſmus 
would highly extol him fo2 the lame, and Adonius wondzed much 
to ſ& him govern himſelt ſo well, which made her oftentimes - 
actuſe her lelk o unkindnelg, to rełuſe ſo gentle a Knights lobe: 
which thoughts touched her ſo near that ſhe was often in the 
mind to yield to love him, and began afterwards to alfeck him 
exc&dingly. | 

Thus they tontinued in the dark Dungeon all that night, ſo 
laden with chains ol Iron, that they tauld not help one another, 
being without Food, not able to take any reſt with the. tare they

Dear kriend (quot ih pariſmus) ) your w22ds are of koꝛte to re- 
vine a dying heart but lo much g iet pelletlerh my mind fo: the 
lolg 3f my fatr Laurana, that fiir vou bett the grick ot luch a 
Lavics abience, and feared never to d her again, you weuld lay 
did not gzicve envugy, 

My Lozs, laid Pollipus, J have often made trial of your ver: 
tues, which makes me the boider o try your patiencte; J con- 
kels that the lols ol tuch a kriend as Laurara is cannot ſufficient- 
Iy be lamented, fo2 my ſelf doth keel ſuch ſozrow fot the loſs of 
my dear Violetta, that my heart endureth moze ſo2row then my 
tongne is able to erpeſs, which makes me ſilent in my grief, 
let J ſhould put you in remembzance of yours by mine: fo2 
Violetta is as dear to meas ten thouſand lives, and Þ doubt not 
but one day J ſhall ſce her vertuous ſelf, till when J Gail not be 
at quiet, the remembzance Whereot reſtrainerh me from many 
deſperate attempts thar otherwiſe J would inflict upon my ſelf 
that have not deſerved the love of ſo vertuous a Wamſel: But 
why do J utter theſe ſpeeches when ſhe is not by to hear them, 
and little regardeth the toꝛments J endure fox her unkindneſs ; 
hut J will tomtoꝛt my ſelf in theſe my alllictiong, fs: a comfo1- 
table heart is now neceſſary ; wherewich the tears ſtod in his 
Tyes, and Violetta ſo much pitied his ighs and ſadneſs, - 
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ſhe could not koꝛbear weeping, and relolved in her felf to gꝛant 
his ſuit, but the lobe ſhe bare ro Pariſmus did ſo alter her mind 
that ſhe could not tell what to determine ok: At laſt, the began 
to confider, that in lobing Pariſmus ſhe did Wrong to Laurana, 
and that ſhe might no whit alter her true friendſhip towards 
him, and pet accept of Pollipus pzoffer, and pield him love koz 
god will: In theſe and fuch like thoughts ſhe ſpent the night, 
and the two Knights continued bulie, bethinbing themſelves how 
to wok their delivery. 

Early the next mozning they were bꝛought faſt bound in iron 
by a company of hunger ſtarved Slaves into a godly Hall, moſt 
richly hung with ſtately hangings, at the upper end whereof ſat 
Drubal and Bellona, befoze whom they were no ſoner come, but 
Drubal with a tyꝛannous [ok demanded of whence they were? 
and what was the cauſe they had ſo ebil entreated and flain his 
ſervants ? Pariſmus ſo much dildained to be examined by fo baſe 
a villain, that he could nor loz ertream anguiſh of mind ſpeak, 
noꝛ tould be, would he have anſwered him: But Pollipus ep- 
ping kozwards anſwered, we arc ffrangers that have ſuffered 
ſhipwꝛack, and were unluckily caſt upon this hateful Jfland, . 
made lo by thy treacheries, where we have been often in danger 
ol famiſhment, and coming to this Caſtle, thy ſervants offered 
us violence, and we have rewarded them, and thou like a Tyzant 
unjuUy impꝛiloneſt us, not uling us as all Knights ſhould be 
uſed, and not by valour, but by fozceries haſt bzought us into thy 
ſubjection ; which ik we cannot revenge, the juſt Gods will, 
Which wozds he uttered wich ſuch a dildainkul countenance, 
that the Tyzant was amazed at his reſolution, and told him, 
that he would ſon abate hig haughty mind, commanding them 
to pꝛilon again. :

How Bellona the Enchantreſs fell in love with Pellipus, by 
which means he releaſed himſelf and Pari ſmus out of Priſon, 


and finiſhed the Inchantment. And how afterwards Antio- * 


chus was reſtored to his Kingdom, And how Adonius the 
— fell ſi Ck, and was reſtored by Pollipus. 

Nr XEllona all this while tok ſuch vie d ok their perlo⸗ 
F\ nages, that ſhe thought them the godlieſt men 


that ever ſhe deheld, and at that inſtant vowed 
either to obtain their loves by fair means, oz to 
& inflict tozments upon them, that ſhould kozce 
: then to xield to her luſt, wherefoze the ſecretly 
— her ſervants to load th em with moe irons, which they 
perkozmed: where thele worth» Knights lay loz the ſpace of a 
.AUgk in the moſt cruelleſt touncnt that might be, their fod lc: 
ing head and water, their bed the hard and cold earth, in a moſt 
loathſome ſtinking pꝛiſon, Which pain they patiently endured ; 
Sut were both ſo grieved fo2 peo Adonius, that their hearts were 
almoſt ready to burſt with gziek, who continually (notwithſtand- 
ing his weakneſs) ſemad to be of good comkoꝛt: But being all 
His life tenderly bought up, he began to wax very lick with the 
ill favour and hard fare in his loathlome p2iſon, that there was 
little hopes of life in him, but Pollipus what with devices and 
foze, wzung himſelf from the place where he was faſtned, and 
made ſuch means ʒnotwithſtanding his heavy irons, that he came 
to pe) Adonius andunloſed many of rhe bolts and irons from 
bis weak body, and continually made him ſit on his lap, being all 
the means he had to conifo2t him withal, that the pay ſoul being 
almoſt dead with lying on the ground; kelt gzeat comfo2t from 
Pollipus warm body ; which kindneſs pz Violetta ſo well ac- 
cepeed, that dhe began to love him moſt entirely, and remembying 
an fimpoſſidiliry of eujoving Pariſmus, ſettled her affections upon 
the wozthy Pollipus, thinking he that was ſo kind to her being 
taken ko a Page, would ke much moze kind to her ik he knew 
ber to he Violetta. Every dap they were ſerved by a rude and 
uncivil flave: in ſuch ſozr, that it would have made the moſt de⸗ 


licate and daintieſt fare ſeem loathſome to be (s bandled, which 
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Bellonia did upon pꝛetente, firſt to uſe them hardly, and then by 
better uſage to dzaw them to a god opinion ef her gentleneſs : 
+ Fo2 one day ſhe tame to view theſe pziſoners, being no wap 
dawn thereto out of a vertuous inclination, but of a moſt unc halt 
and beaſtlike diſpoſition, and colourably ſeemed to repꝛove the 
Japloz that he had tiſed them lo hardly commanding hin to re- 
move them into a moe delightſome place, where they had very 
ſoft bedding, god air, and far better diet; which kindnels of 
hers they loth commended, and there they remained many days: 
During which time, Pollipus and Adonius were bedfellows, he 
full little knowing who it was he ſo tenderly regarded foz by 
reaſon that he was ſickly, Pollipus being dzawn thereto by a ber⸗ 
tuous inclination pꝛoteeding from mild pity, would often fold 
him in his arms, and ſo kindly cheriſh him, that by his means 
po Violetta had recovered her loꝛmer health? Which embzate⸗ 
ments of Polli pus at the firt ſ#med to be ſtrange to her, but in 
tontinuante, ſhe tok a vertuous delight in his ſweet company, 
ſo that in his pꝛeſente was her whole delight, and his kindneſſes 
did ſo much rejoyce her heart (by the knowledg of her own eſtate - 
and remembyance that ſhe was unknown) that ſhe was a thou- 
ſand times in mind to reveal her ſelf to him when che lay folded 
in his arms, he having not the leaſt thought that ſhe was a wo⸗ 
man, but a thouland times that determination was croſſed bp 
contrary thoughts, that her joy ſeemed without compare, had it 
not been fo2 the remembꝛante of the eſtate they remained in; and 
her heart was ſo chzred with theſe delights : that by her plea⸗ 
fant devices ſhe would dzive many ſad thoughts from the trou⸗ 
bled hearts of theſe impziſoned Champions; who lo greatly ad- 
mired their Pages vertues, that they were dꝛawn into an exced⸗ 
ing love of his qualities. 

Bellona had all this while by remembying the comely pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
tions of the new come pꝛiſoners, kindled ſuch ſparks ol immo⸗ 
deſt lobe in her loathſome bzeſt, that the burthen thereof was 
intollerable to her to endure, and therefoze arming her felf with 
an unſhamekac'd countenance, ſhe reſolved either ſpzdilp to 
*- wozk her own content by enjoying either one oꝛ both of their per⸗ 
long, to ſatisfie her appetite, oz to * their endleſs toꝛment, 

any 
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and her own death; which deviliſh reſolution rok fuch dep rot 
in her impure heart, that ſhe pꝛelently came unto the plate where 
theſe two Knights were, and with a fawning countenance ſalt: 
ted them, being attfred as ſhe thought moſt goꝛgeoully to delight 
their eyes, but ſo unſemly ſhe became theſe rich attires, that it 
would have altered a dep grounded affection to ertream diſdain ; 
to behold rich attire on ſo unfemly a carkals. 

Pari ſmus nothing regarded her, but Pollipus adviſedly obler⸗ 
bed her behaviour, and his fancy jumpt rightly on her diſeaſe, 
and at the firſt he rightly conceired this her amozous paſſion. As

ned the ſame fo2 the dangerons repo2ts they had heard thereof; 
but coming againſt the ſame the Mariners above Hatches eſpied 
the white Flags that wore let upon the City where the King lay, 
which they told unto their Captain, whoſe name wag Barzillus, 
who hearing the ſame, wondzing what the cauſe might be, and 
being very deſirous to know, made thitherwards, where he dur 
not bying his Ship, but taking his Cock boat, hiniſelf, with ſuch 
as Rowed him ſafely landed, | | 

Thoſe that lived near the Sea⸗ſide, ſ&ing Barzillus on ſhoze, 
came to him, and told him, That he needed not now to fear Bello- 
na, ko; that there were two Knights in the City that haddeſtroyed 
the Enchanted Caſtle, and fred their King and Queen out of 
thꝛaldom, who would be very joyful to hear that any Paſſengers 
were landed, 

Barzillus hearing their repozt, and believing their ſpæches, 
went with them unto the Court, which was ſo ſinall, yet there 
he was moſt kindly welcomed by the King and Queen, eſpecially 
by Pariſmus and Pollipus, who enquired of him whence he wag?

Pollipus, ſuppoſed him to be the —_— P1ince of * 
; whole 
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whole loſs at Sea he had heard divers repo2ts, both of Theſlalian 
and Bohemian Ships that were gone in ſearch of them, « there- 
koze with great reverence he began to utter unto Pariſmus theſe 
ſpeeches, | 

g Molt coutious Knight, J have ofrentimes heard ol that woz- 
thy Knights name, and ok the Renowned Pꝛince ol Bohemia, by 
many Knights that are in ſearch of them, whom J ſuppoſe to be 
your ſelf, and therefoze J account my ſelf a happy man if J can 
pleaſure you in any thing; therefoze woꝛthy Knight, if my Self, 
my Men, 92 my Ship, can do you any ſervice, J frely offerthem 
at your command, 

Pariſmus kindly thanked him, aſſuring him that he was the 
ſame whom he had named, and that a long time he had remained 
in that Idand fo2 want of Shipping, to go in ſearch of Laurana, 
Daughter to the King or Theſſaly, whom they had loſt, and that 
if he would do them that courteſie as to leave his further travel 
ko Merchandize, and accompany them in the Noyage, he would 
make 2 ſo large a recompence that he ſhould never after need 
wealth. 

Barzillus replied, that notwithſtanding his honourable p2of- 
fer, he might command all that was his: So giving them all 
the courteous entertainment that might be, they lojourned with 
Antiochus until they had furniſhed themſelves with all things 
neceſſary, and finding a time conventent they tok their leave of 
the Ring and Queen, and all his Childzen, who tok their depar⸗ 
ture very heavily, foz they were lo gracious in their Eyes, that

but Tyranny. 
© - By that time he had ended his ſpeeches, the Pyrats had ap- 
pꝛoached clcſe to them, and began to board the Ship, but Pariſmus 
and Pollipus having armed themlelves, with their ſ\wozds dꝛawn, 
boldly demanded what they would have? The General replied, 
he would have them yfeld. Pield (quoth the Pyince) that we 
will, whereupon he (rok one of them ſo violently that he cleft 
his Head, and Pollipus did the like to another, who ſecing them⸗ 
ſclves thus handled, allailed theſe two Knights with great fit- 
ry, being a multitude to their \mall company; but they reſiſted 
them with ſuch valour, that a gꝛeat number of the Pyrats were 
llain, and the reſt muth diſcomfozted : In this cruel Fight, Pol- 
lipus not regarding the danger he was in, no? the treacherp the 
Pyrats might uſe, was gotten aboard their Ship, and there 
made ſich a laughter, that the Pyrats deſpairing of vico2y, 
hoiſed their Sails, and befoze Pollipus could again recover his 
own Ship, they were lanched from the other a good way, which 
Pariſmus eſpying, deſired Barzillus to make after them. 
Pollipus ſeeing himſelf thus betrayed, laid about him with 
Cuch fury that none durft come near him: At laff, the Generaf 
noting his erceeding valour, uttered theſe ſpeeches ; Wozthy 
Knight (ſaid he) yield, and do not dꝛaw a further miſchief up⸗ 
on thy ſelf by pzocuring my diſpleaſure, otherwiſe know that J 
am of ſufficiency to abate thy courage, and tying thee in ſubje⸗ 
cſon,,notwithſtanding the belt reſiſtance thou canſt make. Pyrar, 
(quoth Pollipus) J ſtozn thy p2offered friendſhip, and dare thee 
to tiſe the beſt skill thou tanſt to conquer me, fo2 Jam reſolved to 
try thy valour. | _ 
Theſe woꝛds being ended, they affailed each other with ſuch 
fury, that it had bcen a fight worth the behol ding (if any had 
been by) to ſee the byavery of their fight ; but Pollipus allailed his 
enemy with ſuch valour, that he had mangled and cut his body in 
3 +1 6 IN many 
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many places, who being gꝛown weak with effuſion of blood, fell 
down dead at his feet, which the Mariners perceiving, all at 
onte aſſailed Pollipus, who ſo valiantly withſtod them, that they 
could little endanger him: One amongſt the reſt offered him a 
thiuſt, which lighted on his left fide at the gkirrs of his Armoz, 
which ſmarted wozſe then all the wounds he had beloze received, 
e lo enraged him, that he chaſed him up e down with ſuch furious 
blows, that many of them in ſhunning his keen Swozd tumbled 
over-board ; divers of them were dilmembzed, and the reſt ſeefng 
themſelves unable to withſtand his kozte, hid themſelves under 
Hatches, c lcfr Pollipus above all alone, who, ſecing none to 
trouble him, + being ſoze woundeds weary, lat him down as well 
to reſt himſelf, as to conſider what eſtate he was in. 

Pariſmus haſted afrer the Pyzats Ship with all the ſpeed as 
could be, but do what Barzillus could they had loſt the ſight there: 
ok, which dzove the Pzince into an exceeding ertaſie of lozrow, 
and po Adonius ſeeing the Knight ſhe ſo dearly loved faln into 
ſuch miſhap; withdzew-her:ſelf to a ſecret placeof the Ship, and 
uttered theſe plaints. 

How unhappy am J, that have cauſed the loſs of ſo worthy a 
Knight as my dear Pollipus is, who hath given himſelf to care- 
leſs deſperateneſs fo2 my loſs, who am not wozthy to be eſteem: 
td ok him: Now is he faln into the hands ol ſuch as will ſoon 
end his days, fs; it is impoſſible. fo; him to. withſtand ſo great 
a multitude, but fall into utter ruin: Oh, that my unwozthy 
ſelf had been in his company, that Þ might have taken part in 
the afflictions he is likely to endure, and have comfo2ted him in 
his diſtreſs : Accurled and untourteous that. I was, in ſo many 
fit occaſions as J had, not to manifeq my ſelf.unts him, who con- 
tinually lamented my abſence ; Never mote ſhall J enjoy his 
ſweet tompanp, neber mo!e ſhall J lye folded in his manly Arms, 
the touch of whoſe body was mote delightful to me then all the 
tontlozt J ſhall.enjoy hereatter? Then what reſteth £92 me, but to 
ſpend the reſt of. my unfortunate life in continual ſoꝛrow fot his. 
abſence. 

Having ended theſe ſpeeches, the ſuddenly ſtarted up and tame. 
(with abundante of tears) to the place where Pariſmus was, 
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who ſeeing the ſozrow Adonius made, wondzed from whence 
ſuch kind love and affection, and thoſe vertues that he perceived 
in him ſhould p2oceed. | 

By this time the Night was appꝛoached, and they ſill made 
fozwards, till by the counſel of Pariſmus they caſt Anchoz, deter: 
mining to ſtay there till next mozning. 7 

Pollipus ſeeing the Ship wherein he was ſailed ſo far from the 
company of his friends, cut down all the Tackling and Cozds 
with his Swozd, which made the Sails fall over-board,and he all 
Night lay Hulli2g upon the Sea, by reaſon the Wearher was 
very talm, determing next mozning to compel ſuch as were under 
Hatehes to conduct him back to the other Ship, whom he knew 
would not ſtrap from him. 

The mozning being come, the Ship was with the Tide 
bought back again, and Barzillus Marriners having eſpied the 
ſame, came and told the Pꝛince thereof, who was accompanied 
by Adonius, which news lo revived them, that they pꝛelently 
tame up, and they aſſured theniſelves it was the Pyzats Ship. 
Pollipus ſeeing them, ſtod bꝛandiſhing his Swozd above his 
Head, in ſign of Uinozp : Being both met, Pariſmus with great 
joy embyaced him, commending his valour ; and Adonius ſtand: 
ing by, was affected with ſuch an inward joy, that my Pen is not 
able to expꝛels. 

Pollipns then det lared unto them the manner of his Uictozy, 
and called up thole that were under Batches, who, expecting no⸗ 
thing but death, were unwllling ta ſhew chemſelves ; but at laſt 
they tame up like men agaſt, many of them being ſo grievoully 
wounded, that Pariſmus pittied the eſtate they were in: He de- 
manded of whente they were, but they laid they were (won not. 
to reveal the truth ; vet unce it was ſo, that they mult needs, 
they thus began. 

We were (quoth one of them) Servants unto Oſwald, the. 
General of our company, whom this wozthy Knight hath flain, 
himſelf likewiſe being a Servant unto the Mighty Andramart, 
Governour of..the Idle of Rocks, ſo tearmed, betauſe the ſame - 
is to be entred but one way, by reaſon of rhe mighty Rocks that 
incompals the Jſtand; my Mater continually bzought » I 
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ſuch Kiches as he could get upon the Sea, and had you faln into 
his. hands, thirher he would have conveyed you as pꝛiſoners, from 
whence you ſhould never have eſcaped, in which we have cont*- 
nued a long time, kut being now in your power, we dere you to 
ſave our lives. wn 

The Pꝛince hearing their repozt, was wonderfully troubled 
in his mind, and began to conjecture that the ſame Pprats that 
had betrayed them in the Deſoiate Jfland, and fled'away with 
the Lady Laurana, were likewiſe Andramarts Servants, which 
cauſed him to confer with Pollipus, who was trot;vled with the 
very ſame doubt; and toth gzounded their chough's thereon, 
they determined to make tryal thereof ; But fir(t they queſtioned 
with Oſwald*s Serbants to ſe if they could hear any comfozta- 
ble news from them, who replied, that it was a great while ſince 
they were in the Jfland, and therefoze they could no way infozm 
them thereof. 

The two Knights were ſo revived to hear of this Andramart, 
that they fully perſwaded themſelves that there they ſhould find 
Laurana, and with this reſolution they choſe out ſuch Pyrats as 
they thought moſt fir fo) their Guides, and with all the ſped they 
could haſted thitherwards, once again committing themlelves to 
the mercy ol the Sea. | 

Not many days afrer, they by happy ſucceſs in travel, were 
come near the Jfland of Rocks, the withed place of their expe⸗ 
cation, and then the two Knights began to conſult betwen 
themſclves fo2 their belt landed; koz they well perccived they 
tould not enter by foce, by reaſon that the paſſage was always 
foſtrongly guarded, and all things fo artificially contrived to dil⸗ 
advantage all that ſhould attempt any thing againſt the lame, 
inlomuch that theſe wozthy Knights ſtood in admiration to be⸗ 
hold how invincible it was ſcituated, fill ſtudying how to find 
an entrance. | 
.: Theſe diſcomfozts dꝛove them to the tryal of their uttermo# 
wits ; koꝛ by the perſwaſion they had to find this Lady, they deter⸗ 
mined, though theattempt were never ſo dangerous to niake trial 
rhereof, o2 Pariſmus rather determined to be detained there as a 
Paiſoner, then to leabe any thing unperkozmed, whereby he

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was put in any comfozt of enſoying his long and withed expecta⸗ 
tion; theretoze calling to them ſuch as were the Servants of 
Oſwald, they told them, That the conqueſt of that place wholly 
conſiſted in their powers: Now (quoty Pariſmus) if pou will 
condeſcend to follow my direction herein, J doubt not but eaſily 
to overcome the ſame, and reward you ſo well ko your truth, as 
you ſhall ned no way to fear the fury of Andramart, who ma⸗ 
keth no other account of you hut to kæp you as his Uaſſals and 
Slaves in bondage and ſervitude, whereas, if you will be true 
and faithful to me, J will let you at liberty, and reward you to 
your own hearts content; ko I my ſelf am Governour of a Ma⸗ 
tion far exceeding this place, whither you ſhall go with me, if Þ . 
can atchieve my dellre herein, oz if my determination fail , vou 
ſhall ſafely returnuntoyour Ships, and be acquitted from all fear 
of his Revenge. | | | 
The Pyꝛats hearing the Courteous Speeches of Pariſmns, 
and having noted his Pꝛintely behaviour, weighing the eſtate 
they were in, and being his Pꝛiſoners, on whom he might inflict 
a puniſhment if they ſhould deny his requeſt to aid him; and allo 
conſidering the ſmall account Andramart had made of them, and 
the cruelty he had uled towards them ; all theſe conſiderations 
wꝛought ſuch a change in the hearts of theſe pz Slaves; that 
they freely condeſcended to follow his directions in any thing he 
ſhould demand, Pariſmus was glad of their conſent, but fearing 
to truſt them, ſaid; 80 : 
Sirs, J thank you fo2 your willingneſs to pleaſure me, but 
pardon me if J make ſome queſtion of your Loyalty, fox J have 
already bern deceived by men of your p2ofeffion, and, ag J ſuppoſe 
ok Andramarts Servants, by whoſeunfaithfulneſs thelemitſeries 
that we are faln into are pꝛotured: whereupon he then tok oc- 
callon to detlare unto them the treachery of thoſe Pyrats in the 
Deſolate Illand, thereby to make unfaithfulneſs lem odious in 
their ſights, | 5 | 
The Py:ats then vowed with ſuch confidence to be true unto 
them, that they were fully allüred ok their fidelity, and being 
near the place of. their landing, admiring the ffrength of the 
fame, thus they tontrived to get entrance, Pariſmus, Pollipus, 


and 
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and Barzillus (who would needs accompany them) armed each 
other with che beſt Armour they had, and putting on Night- 
Gowns, (under whicy they carried their Swoꝛds ſo ſecretly that 
none could diſcern the lame) were conducted, as conquered by the 
Ppꝛats, unto the paſſage into the Jfland, Adonius being with 
them, who by no means would leave them. The Guardians 
knowing them to be Ofwald's Servants, and ibinking the reit 
to be Pꝛiſoners, careleſly laid down their Arms again, nothing 
ſuſpecting their intent, kindly welcomed their Fellows, and 
conducted them with great joy paſt their places of reũſtance, which 
the Knights perceiving , ſevered themſelves, and with their 
Swoꝛds dꝛawn valiant ly laid about them till they had lain ſuch 
as reſiſted them. The Pyzats ſeing this happy ſucceſs, went 
forwards with Pariſmus and Pollipus towards Andramarts 
Caſtle, which, when they had chewed them, they deſired (being 
terrified with kear ok Andramarts cruelty) to return unto their 
Ships, who laughing at their timozoulnels, gave them leave to 
depart with Barzillus, who underick to keep the paſſage that 
none ſhould enter in to endanger them.

With what danger Pariſmus and Pollipus entred Andramarts 
Caſtle,; How Andramart brought them in great danger of 
their Lives: And how afterwards they flew both him and 
his two Brethren. 
bis Conqueſt thus obtained, and all things as vet 
8 <8 kalling out accoꝛding to their wiſhed deſires, Pa- 
riſmus and Pollipus, only attended by Adonius, 
made towards the Caſtle, where, by reaſon that it 
| was late they.could not enter, but lecretly conveyed 
rhemſelves into a heap of ſhozt ſhꝛubs and buſhes that grew by 
tie Caftle Wall, ſufficient to hide them in, and there determined 
to take their Nights repoſe. | 
This exploit was ſo ſuddenly perkozmed, that thoſe within the 
Caſtle had no knowledge thereof, which fell out well foz the two 
nights, by which means they reſted quietly in that place, be⸗ 
ing no way moleſted that night, but were excedingly grieved to 
hear the cries of thoſe that remained within the Pꝛiſon, which 
were ſo woful, as it would be to lamentable to expꝛels.

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CEarlx the next mozning, theſe noble Knights having weighed 
ſeriouſly the greateſt perſl of this dangerous attempt, waſtev 
their firſt oppoꝛtunſty, which thtis kell out: As they were ſitting 
in their let ret ſyꝛoud, they eſpied ſome ok the Servants paſs in 
and out at the Caltle gate, whither they pꝛelently went; and 
being come to the ſame, Pariſmus ſaid, Pozter, open the dos2, 
and let us in.

The Potter ſ&ing them ſo reſolute, was ſo amazed, that he 
{food like one bereft of ſenſe, but re⸗calling his ſpirits, made 
this reply: Sir Knight, guoth he, ſt. is dangerous to enter here, 
fo be allured, if you once enter within theſe gates you will never 
return. Tuch, tuſh, laid Pariſmus, open us the Gate: with 
that the. Pozter began to ring a Bell with all his fozce; but was 
ſoon hindzed by Pollipus, who gave him ſo dep a wound on the 
Arm, that he was enkozced to let go, but that little time of 
ringing was lufficient warning to thoſe within, who, by multi- 
tudes flocked to the Gate, and opened it: pariſmus and poli- 
pus then pꝛeſently began to enter, but they being ſtronger, by reas 
ſon. of their number, ſhut to the ſame again, and ran unt Andra, 
watt, who, hearing their repozt, pꝛeſently commanded twenty 
ok the beſt "Knights to arm themſelves, he likewiſe armed him- 
ſcif, and went down to the Gate, and ſging but two, ſcozned to 
ſpeak to them, but commanded. his Servantg to carry them tg 
Pziſon, by which means they. had occaſiqn to enter within the 
Calle Gate, and immediateiy.dzawing their Swozds they ood 
upon their own. defence, which Andramart's men ſeing, began ts 
laugb at them, thinking them kolich to reſiſt them; but-it;fell

Pariſmus then began to lay about him, and Pollipus to defend 
himlelk, that they had ſoon lain two of And;amart's Dexvants, 
Which the reſt perceiving, all at once began to allail theſe Cham⸗ 
Hons who placed themſelves in ſuch oꝛder that they eaſily with: 
| bod their kozce, and by their good Skill furthered themſelves, 
That ſtill the aſſailants periſhed, and in ſhozt ſpace they had llain 
olle half of them: The reſt le ing their party ſtill decreaſe, be⸗ 
gan Slog tack, which turned to their deſtruction, fo; when the 


ni ſe them once daunted, thex ſo furioully; aſſailed He 
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that they all rhere ended their lives; which others that food by 
perceiving, fled into another Court, and ſhut a ſtrong Gate 
againf chole Knights that purtiied them, and in the mean time, 
by the commandment of Andramarrt, they were entloſed with: 
fn the Court, and luch as were in the other Court went out at a 
Poſtern gate, and kaſtend that Gate at which they entred lo kalt, 
that it was impoſſible fo them to get out, by which meang they 
were encloſed in this Court. | 

The Knights beholding this, perceived it to be no other then 
a ſtrong Pꝛiſon, ko; it was encompaſled with a mighty Stone- 


wall, and ns paſſage thereto but the two Gates, by which means. 


they were berraid into the hands ol Andramart, nnleſs dy (ome. 


ſtrange means they ſhould be delſbered ; this dꝛove theſe worthy: 
Knights into ſuch begation, that they could not tell what to do, ö 


noꝛ how to behave themſelves, 
Andramart ſceing his men thus flattghtered by two Knights, 


greatly admired their valour, and wondꝛed what the ottallon of. 


their quarrei might be, which he defired to know, kraring the 
trtat hery ot his Servants that kept the paſſige, by means wherr⸗ 
ok, bekoze that lime, he ever thought 'himſelt in leturity, and 
dwbing oze the Wall, he ſaildz:

Andrainart hearing theſe fpceches, tould not tell what atiſwer.. 
to return them; one while purpoling to detatn them in that ptace,- 
but not confidently truſting the ſtrength thereof, that though 
was ln extinct, then he began to tonetture that Laurana was the 
Lady in whoſe fearch they went, who, ik ſhe were taken krom him, 
would be moze gricvous unto him then death; at laſt, a multitude 
of thoughts ſo oppꝛeſt his mind, that he could not relol be what to 
da, but he determined to try the intermoſt of their power, 4 put 
them to milerx, therełoze he returned them this anlwer: | 
Pꝛeud Knights, quoth he, whoſe malice J nothing fear, J 
will not in any relpect yield to yottr requelt, & thercfoze content 
your ſelf with this anſwer, That J am determined, beraule you - 
have refuſed my genile offer, to detatn ypit here until poi Hzide 
be ſomewhat abated, and by that time J hope you will wich you 
had aceepted my pꝛotker; whereupon he pꝛelently departed : This 
vexed the two Knights nich, by realon they law theniſelves | 
vold of means to lk revenge, being encloſed in ſuch ſozt that 
they could no way eſcape, where they tontinued all Night in mot 
heaby tale, in which time Pollipus, attozding to his uſual man- 
netz ſtudied how to unkaſten the Gates, and eltape the fury. or 
Andramart. | 1 + 

Pariſmus on the other de had his mind ttoubled with a thau⸗ 
ſakdeogirations of hig beloved Laurana, whom he thought allu⸗ 
redly ta be there impifloned, whirh dzove him into ſuch gon 
hopes: that norwithſtanding the ſpeeches of Andramart, he ſæm? 
ed to lol wich a moze cheerful conintenarice then he . done 
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fozmerly, which greatly rejoyted both pollipus. and the Page, 
whoſe heart was much gzieved to ſ& the. peril his two kriends 
were like to ſufker. 1 

Now Andramart began to conſider, that i᷑ Laurana were the 
Lady whom they ſought, then it was his beſt courſe to keep them 
Pꝛilonerg Cill in that place, and not to deſtroy them by kamiſh⸗ 
ment, as befo2e he had intended; but to rid himſelf of this doubt, 
he pꝛivily called Leda unto him, and bꝛought her unto a ſecret 
place where ſhe might pꝛivately behold the two Knights, with. 
theſe ſpeeches: Damzel, ſaid he, here are newly arrived at my 
Caſtle two Knights, who, J ſuppoſe are come in ſearch of your.

Leda all this while diligently beheld the two Knights, but. 
knew them not, by reaſon of their ſtrange Armoz; but at laſt ſhe 
eſpied Adonius, whom ſhe perfectly remembꝛed by his habit, al⸗ 
ſuring her ſeif' thereby, that the two Knights in Armour were 
Pariſmus and pollipus,t fearing that the woꝛds that Andramart 
laid to her, rather pzoceded from policy then any god intent, (koꝛ 
he was full of treachery ſhe knew) made him this reply. 

Sir, Jknow not of whence theſe Knights are, neither did J 
ever ſ& them beldꝛe; but J wich J might be ſo happy as to carry 
ſuch good news to mp Lady, oz, were he ſo happy to arrive here, 
that he might be at your courteous diſpoſition, who, Jam ſure, fo2 - 
my Miſtrelg lake would uſe him well: But hadAndramart mark: 
ed her countenance; it would have betrayed, that ſhe; concealed 
what he dcſired ; fo ſhe thought the time very long until ſhe were 
tome to her Miſtrels with this joykal tydings, and Andramart 
being ſatisſied, let her depart to Laurana, to whom ſhe declared 
the cauſe why Andramart had called her foꝛth, and was allured 
that Pariſmus and pollipus were arrived there, telling her that 
they had ſlain above twenty of Andramart's Servants, and that 
thex· were intloled in an inward Court, but they remained in a 
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Laurana was ſo revived with joy to hear Her-dear/pariſmus 
named, that her heart leapt within her Byeaſt ; a thouſand times 
embzating Leda foz bzinging.her ſuch happy news: Then ſhe 
began to conſider ot the. eſtate. they remained in, being incloſed

that none could paſs that way, which ſtrook a g1eat terroz to his

Alt this while Pariſmus and Pollipus continued in great care, 
earneſtly ſtudying how to rid themſelves out of thꝛaldom: Ar 
laſt, they concluded in the (ilent time of che Might to let Ado- 
nius upon the Mall, (who could beſf get down, becauſe he was 
little) and go to Barzillus with this meCage, That Pariſmus

peril; But remembzing the parties, ko; whoſe ſake ſheundertok 
that hazard, arming her ſelf. with an undaunted courage (not 
agreeable ro her Sex and weak Nature) ſhe leapt down, and the 
Earth l harm ſo lwet a creature, ſafely eſtaped the 
danger of the fall; and with a joyful heart went towards the 
plate where Barzillus remained, which the could ſcarcely find, 
beeauſe it was ſo dark, and remembying the danger of this place, 
ſhe thought every Buſh the encotintred had been her Enemp; 
but at length, with moze then accuſtomed ſp#d ſhe-arrived at 
the paſſage where Barzillus was, whom thefound carefully kjep-" 
ing his charge: Barzillus ſæing Adonius, requeſted to — :

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how the Pꝛinte and Pollipus fared, Sir, quoth ſhe, in god health, 
and then declared unto him her Meſſage. Barzillus having ſuch 
god p2oviſions in the Ship, and leaving the pallage to the cu⸗ 
ſtoby of ſuch as he knew both kaiihkul and vatianc, he deparred 


with Adonins unto the Caſtle Wall, '« with the Ladder mounted 


the top of the ſame, ſo that both or them went over unto the 


Knights, who with great joy weltomed Barzillus, who having 


ſaluted them, & conferred about their erploits, at their entreaty he 
departed again unto his charge, whereon depended the chiekeſt tay cf 
their ſafeties, foz they knew that divers of AndramartsServants 


were abꝛoad, whoſe arrival might much endanger theur, to tpent 


which, it behoved them to habe a ſpecial regard.

By this time Pariſmus had lefr Guilmon byeathleſs. upon the 
ground, , who lay tumbling on the Earth, ſtrangled with his own 


Andramart ſceing this, would have fled, (becauſe he feared his 
own downfal) but Pollipus ſeeing his intent, thought now oz 
never to ſhew his valour; therefoze to rid e krom * —

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ther danger, with both his Hands Crook ſo violently upon his 
Creft, that the-weakneſs of his Armoz yielded to the ſharpneſs 
of his Swo!d, and lo aſtoniſhed him that he ſtaggered, whereupon 
PoHipus clofing with him, thꝛew him, and ran his Sword ints 
Lis Body quite thoꝛow. 

When Andræmarts Servants ſaw their Maſter thus dilreſk, 
they al! at once aſſailed Pariſmus and Pollipus , who could not 
tell well how to endure any further allault, fo that dzaawing back 


to a cozner of the Court, they placed themlelves in ſuch. lozr, 


that their Enemies could not greatly endanger them, but fill re⸗ 
ceived the wozff, moſt ol them being of ſmall courage, were in the 
fight ſoꝛe wounded, and many of them were lain, and the relt 
leemed like Men deſperate: One amongſt the reft that Andra- 
mart had bctoze taken Pꝛiſoner, but ko; his honourable qualities 
had releaced him, and made him one of his chlekeſt Servants, 
holt name was Tellamor, ſæing Andramart flain,and noting 
the chivalry ol rheſe Two Knights, uled all the perſwaſions that 
might be to withdꝛaw his Fellows fro n their Madnels, who 
continued the fight very eagerly, without any Conſideration of 
the little good they ſhould reap thereby; at laſt ſome of them be- 
gan to liſten to him, by which means pollipus had time to byeath 


him ſelk, and Pariſmus perceiving them to ſtand doubckully deba- 


ting Matters between themſclves, [ſpake thus unto them. 
wonder (quo h the Pꝛinte) that Men that are endued with 
reaſon, as you are, ſhould ſhew your ſelves ſo inconſiderate as 


to ſeek revenge againſt thoſe that never harmed you: What catt - 


ſeth you thus wilfully to endanger your ſelves by offering us vi⸗ 

olente? you will ſay, The death of your Malter ? Why, what 
was he but a Traytoz > Wha account did he make of you, but 
to keep vou as Slaves and Uaſlals, and in Bondage ? Wag he 
not eſteemed of all to le a cruel Honiicide, a Pyzate, a Robber, 
and ſpoiler of pooꝛ Paſſengers, fo2 which hi nſelf and his Ser⸗ 
vants were hated of all good people ? did he not always tyzanize 
over you in moſt cruel ſozr, that many of you were put to moſt 
ſhamelul Offices, and ko every diſpleaſure in danger of Death, 
oe impꝛiſonment by his fury? what do you think was the catiſe 


of our arrival here ? not as you ſuppoſe, to make you our Cap-

Men, and tell us what you require at our Hands, and we ſhall in 
any reaſonable reſpec ſatigfie you : We are not determined ts 
ſtay amongſt you to bear Rule over you, thereby to defraud yon, 
but will leave the Caſtle and Riches thereof as yours to diſpoſe 
ol, which vou may quietly enjoy now your truel Mafer is dead, 
whoſe Life would have been the cauſe of vour kurther Servitude,

When the Pzince had done ſpeaking , the Pyzates, with. a 
general conſent, being much perlwaded thereto by Tellamor,

who bekoze were in great danger of their lives, having taken their

Pollipus pulling off his Helmet, began greatly to ertoll and

Auhen the Pꝛince beheldthis , he was excedingly aſtoniſhed 
to think who that ſhould le, and looking moe earneſtly, he eſpyed 
a Damſel with blubbered Checks, weeping to hear the ſozrow 
her Lady hadmade : This Lady was Laurana, who being ter- 
rilled with bewailing the danger her dear Lozd was in, and grie- 
ved to be abzidged his ſight, was kallen into a flent Slumber, 


wherein ſhe had not long continued, but at that very Inſkant 


when Pariſmus entred the Chamber , che dꝛeamed that he ſtood 
behind her, whereupon ſhe awaked , and earneſtly looking about 
her, ſhe eſpyed him inded, wherewith ſhe was lo amazed, fear:

no leiſure to ſpeak uno her, his Heart was lo repleniſhed with 
tomkłozt to behold his vertuous Lady Laurana, whom a chouſand 
times he folded in his arms, and as many times greting her co: 
ral Lips, in which embzaces they continued a good pate, being

ſtar ce, and therekoze at this time J will omic che lame, onelp 


deſirir'g you to make ſuch eſtimation of ti em as being my deareſt 
Friends, and, but by whoſe Means J had never enjoyed! the krui⸗ 
tion of your Heavenly company, bur now J account all my pains. 
pleaſurcs,and the rewardof my Travels fo bountiful, that all the 


UWo!zlds wealth cannot countervail it, having at faſt obtained 


the hcighth of my defire, and kulnels of all felicity , by enjoying 
your vertuous Pꝛeſente, whole ablence was moꝛe grievous co me 
than Ten Thouſand Deaths, 


Many other Speches palt between them, which their Lipgof: - 


ten interrupted with many ſweet Eilles and hearty Embzaces, 
that in this delight they would have continued a long time, but 
that the deſire Pariſmus had to acquainr Pollipus with this Hap- 
py news, and Laurana to ſg her friend, cauled then ta bꝛeak off, 
and go to him. Ne: - 


Jt chanced that Pollipus miſſing the Pꝛinte, began to enquire 


earneſtly fog him, and in the time ok his abſence, had Searched 
molt part of the Caſtle fox him, but ſtill miſt the dark paſſage in 
which he was entred, which dzove him into a doubtful Wonder 


what ſhould be become of him, whereupon he began greatly to 
fear that his perſon-was endangered by ſome Treachery; but ſud-- 


denly in the midſt of this his perplexity, heeſpyed him with Lau- 


rana toming towards him, whichſight exceedingly rejoyced his

Pollipus coming to Laurana, with great humiſlity did her re- -

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verente, whom ſhe moſt kindly ſaluted, giving him many hear- 
ty Thanks fo2 the honourable love and valiant Cyivalry he had 
manite ted in her behutk; and chen ſpeaking to Adonius, the 
greatly tommended hin toz his diligent Service to Pariſmus, 
pꝛomiſing to reward him fo2 bis kindneſs, = 

Then wieh great joy on all des, they ſpent the reſt of the day 
in pleaſant communications, having 211 things necellary, readi- 
Iy pꝛodided by Tellamor, and Ulitzently ſerved by ſuch Pꝛilon⸗ 
tra as had received their Liberty, who had now do well rekrecht 
themelves with gogd meat, that they were of ſufficient ſtrength, 
both fo: their own defence , and the ſakety of thole thar ha? ſec 
them at liberty, whom they exceedingly tendꝛed, and were wil⸗ 
ling to a119ergo any danger koz their ſakes. 

Egriſmus preſently ſent a Meſſenger to Barzillus, to certiſie 
him ot their happy ſucceſs, who, leaving the cuſtody of the PaC. 
ſage to ſome ot᷑ hig truſtieſt Souldiers, came to be partaker with 
them in their joy. 

But notwithſtanding, when all thought there was no moze 
cauſe of ſadneſs, their quiet pleaſures Were darkned hy the heavy 
Countenanceor Laurana, who tould not fo2get the death of her 
poung Son Pariſmenos , who ſtill was purpoſed to conceal the 
ſame fcom her dear Tozd and  Qusband , which made them 
greatly wonder. 

Upon a time, when Pollipus ly the entreat of Pariſmus had 
rchearſed the whole Diſcourle of their adventures in the Deſo- 
late Iſland, and the occaſion of their arrival at that place, Lau- 
rana with theſe {ad remembzances was put in mind to compare 
her Miſery with theirs, and found them to be greater, fox that 
they were all in ſafety, but ſhe mift her young Son, who was un⸗ 
timely loſt, which ſtrook ſucy a terrour ro her Heart, that ſhe 
thed abundance of Tears, inſomuch that the whole Company 
. Cood in admiration thereof , and Adonius and Leda ſeeing her 
fozrow, could not refrain from pertaking with her in her Sad:

Laurana being unwilling in the leaſt degræ to ſhew her ſelf 
undutikul to his will, began to declare the manner of. her bzing⸗ 4 
ing to that plate by the Pyzats, afrer they had betray d him in Is 
the Deſolate Iſland, as alſo the kindneſs ſhe had received at An- $i 
dramarts hands, and how that in all that time he had uſed her I 
very honourably; But, my Lozd, quoth the, Andramart had a Lil 
Siſter, named Adamaſia, who many times did move meto love. fl 
ber Bzo her, wich, when the law J would nat do, the impzilon⸗ Fi 
ed my Servant Leda, and then ſhe took from me my young Son 
that was bozn in this unlucky place, hom J cauſed to be named 
Pariſmenos, and with cruel Tozments afflicted my body, cauũng 
Two old Nlonien every day to whip me in moſt cruel lot, which, i 
J was:foiced'toendure : But when ſhe law all this could nor it 
pꝛevail, ſhe tauſed the Nurſe that kept Pariſmenos to come unto Il 
me with this Mellage, That unleſs J would in every reſpett,and 11 
without delay fullfil her command, ſhe muſt b:foze my face Mur⸗ Fi 
ther my Thild; and being about thar cruel dad, J entreated A- 4 
damaſia to reſer his puniſhment and doom until the next day, but Fill 
ſince that time J never ſaw my tender Babe; no2is he oz his Fold 
Nurſe any where to be found ; and afterwards again ſhe” conti⸗ 
nued her koꝛmer manner of Cruelty : Now Andramartallthis 
while, by perſwaſion of his Siſter, ablenteth himſelf from me,(fo2 1 
that ſhe had pꝛomiſed him to obtain my conſent to yield to his re⸗ vn 
quet) he nothing misdoubting the Cruelty the dayly ufed/umts 1 
me; but at length, ſceing his Suit ſtill fruſtrated, and finding 
(as well by myown repozt, as other manikeſt pꝛoołs) the Truch

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Pariſmus having heard the ſum of this T ragical-repozt, could 
not chuſe but grieve, eſpecially to think of the Miſery ſhe had en⸗ 
dured, and the Death of his young Son, whom he had never ſeen, 
that with his grief, and Laurana's ſadneſs,all the company was 
much Troubled, but by the comfo2table perſwaſions of Pollipus, 
the remempꝛance of thoſe griecs were loinewhat mittigated and 
laid aſide. 

Thus fo! a long time they continued in the Caffle in good 
Health, and quiet eſtate, untii the longing defire Pariſmus had 
to return into Theſſaly, cauced him to command Pꝛoviaon to be 
made fo? his departure. 

Tellamor having knowledge thereof , deũ red the Pꝛinte that 
he might attend upon him in his Travels; foz, quoth he, Jan 
of Salmatia,and Travelling in the ſearch of a Siſter that J have 
loſt, was here taken Pyiloner, rehearſing the whole Truth there- 
ok, whereby Pariſmus knew him to be Dina's B:other, in whoſe 
reſcue Oſiris was wounded (as hath been bekoze declared) that 
the Pꝛinte made greater account of him then he had done bekoze, 
entring into a deep infight of his fozmer courteous behaviour, and 

pielded him many Thanks fo! rhe friendſhip he had ſhewed unto 
him and his Friend Pollipus ſince thcir arrival, telling him, that 
he needed not to make any furrier learch tk 91s Diter, kor that 
ſhe remain'd in the Court ok Ring Dion tus in Theſſaly; repeats 
ing the whole Circumitanceof the man king Favours he had 
received at her Hands, and in what manner ſhe was talen by the 
ODut⸗ laws. ö 

This news much rejoyced Tellamorꝰs Heart, as alſo that he 

had lived to be lo Happy as to be eſteæmed of lo woꝛthy a Pꝛinte as 
Pariſmus was, that being allured of his Siſters ſafety, and his 
pwn Happy foztune, to have ſo fit an occaſion to rid hinifelf from 
Bondage, he always afcerwards endeavoured to grow further 
tnto his favour. 

Pariſmus and Laurana remaining in a Happy and Peaceable 
contentednels, by means of their good ſucceſs, having reſpite to 
vlew other grieks, began to note the ſad Countenance of Polli- 

pus, which befo:e they did not obſerve, which cauſed Pariſmus to 

Aulpect that his old (oe was not yet cured (his love to V _

wherein he aimed aright ; fo2 Polli pus ſwing bis travels ( fo2 the 


Pzinceſs Lavrana) were at an end, began to deſire to hear ſome

And though there was no likelihood fo2 him to attain her love, 
yet the extreamity of his Aﬀecion was ſuch , that he thought he 
could no way content himſelf better, then to ſpend the reſt of his 
Life in her ſervice , ſtill purpoſing ( acco2ding to a moſt conſtant 
and Noble Reſolurion ) never to deſiſt from ſhewing the true zeal 
he bare to purchaſe her favour ; Dftentimes ye would ſpend ma- 
ny Complaints in ſecret Pꝛoteſtations of his true and loyal 
Love; wherein, acco2ding to the Hinnours of Love-fick People, he 
thought he did ſomewhat eaſe himſelf. 

Violetta well noting his behaviour, (as being infected with the 
ſame Diſeaſe) would oftentimes interrupt him in his ſad lamen- 
tations, with ſuch Conceits , that Pollipus wondzed to ſ& ſuch 
Wisdom in-a Boy, but by reaſon ſhe was taken fo2 no other than 
a Youth, and the Pzinces Page, he entred into no deeper conſidera- 
tion of her Actions, | * | 

In the ſilent Night Violetta with ſich Kindneſs Aﬀected his 
Complaints, that when he ſighed the ſighed, and if he chanced at 
any time to complain of his hard foztune, ſhe would as often bleſs 
the happy Time and Hour when the firſt ſaw him, and that ſhe 
mo - happy as to be Beloved of ſo Honourable and Maliant a 

night. | 

The various difference of theſe Lovers were qufte contrary, 
fo! Pollipus (little thinking his Violetta had ben ſo near him 
continually ſpent his time in Heabinels, not being any way able 
to Comfort himiſelt᷑ with any hope of obtaining his wiſhed Dellre, 
being oktentimes Terrified with the Remembzante of her lait 


Antwer and Denyal of his Suit, and allo fearing that ſome milad: 


venture might bekall her, oꝛ that ſhe had wilkully done her ſelf 
ſome Uiolence, and a thouſandother unpleaſant Thoughts, ſuffi 
tient enough to Diſcourage any from pzeſuming upon god Suc⸗ 
tels, by means whereof he continued in a moſt heavy and ſad E⸗ 
ſfate, ſtill deviſing how to eaſe his Heart of that care it endured, 
wherein he much excelled in Conſtanty, the fickle and wandzing 
Thoughts of divers now a Days: - which are eallly Diſcouraged

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from perſiſting in their firſt Reſolutions upon every (mall diſcom- 
fiture.. | | : 

Violetta's Joys were as muth extæding as his Sozrows were 
extream, fo? ſhe beheld continually the Conſtanty that Raigned 
in his Heart towards her, the Noble Gifts wherewith his mind 
was endued, and the Comelineſs ol his godly: Pꝛopoztion (which. 
was able to pleaſe every curious. Ladies Eye) his Unconquered 
Ualour and Pzoweſs, whereby ye Atchieved-incredible Uicozies 
with Fame and Renown ; The great Friendſhip and courteous 
Behaviour that. ſo abundantly Flowed from his gentle Heart, 
whereby it was apparent that he Disdained not the meaneſt Per- 
ſon Living. EEE. 

Violetta hearing the-Complaints that Pollipus Continually 
made fo2 her harſh Sentence, was much troubled at it, yet all her 
Delight was in his Company, being never from him in the Day, 
and his Bed-fetlow at Might, that ſhe was witneſs to all his acti: 
ons, uſing. many Kindneſles, which he little thought pꝛocerded 
from fuch Aﬀection , and not at all ſuſpecting Violetta had been 
fo near him, though ſhe (po; Soul) never touched his Body but 
with a Trembling fear, remembzing her own condition, till u⸗ 
ling duch a modeſt kind of Bachlulnels in her actions, as if many 
Epes had been beholding her Diſguiſe , and watchfully obſerved 
her Behaviour,. whereby her Joys continued in ſuch a ſecret Con- 
tent as is not able to be expꝛeſled. 

It co fell out that one Night when Violetta was in Bed with 
Pollipus, he could not Slep, by reaſon of the reſtleſs Paſſions he

that J know not where to behold her attractive Beauty, koz e- 
ven at my coming from that Country ſhe was (upon what occas

It is very much, methinks, quoth the, . that you will ſo much

thy kindneſs. Then, ſaid ſhe, ſet your Heart at reſt , and trouble 
not your ſelf with theſe Cares, but Live in Hope of ſome better 
Succeſs ; fo! my mind perſuadeth me that you will find Violetta 

lately returned at your arrival in T heſlaly, and if you find it not 
lo, then never hereafter credit my Wlozds , fo2 J have already 
made tryal of my pꝛelaging Thoughts , which often fallout as J 
Pollipus hearing theſe ſpeches , tok them at firſt as ſpoken of 
courſe , but calling to mind all his fo2mer qualities, began to 
conſider whether he ſhould credit them oꝛ no, that his Heart be:

heart ,' fox the was far in love with Pollipus;unto 
whom the uſed many extraozdinary Kindnelles, thereby to give 
him knowledge of her Affection ; but ſo far was his Heart krom 
thinking of any other love rhen Violetta's , that he never obſer: 
ved the great Kindnefſes the always uſed towards him, which 
on the other ſide cauſed Frenetta to encreaſe the heat of. her Af- 
kection nioze and moꝛe: But in the end, ſeing him ſo little re- 
gard her, oz ſcarce to entertain her Courteſie with god loks, ſhe 
determined (though it nught be ſome Blemich to her Modeſty) to 
manifest her Atkectton unto him, which the pꝛelently effected, koꝛ

As they were thus in conference, Laurana entred the Gallery, 
ty means whereof: they left off their Speches , ot whoſe coming 
Pollipus was glad, anda while accompanied them in ſuch .Com- 
munication as occaſion offered.

Frenetta with Laurana in the Gallery, 
got to his Lodging to meditate on Frenetta's raſh. motion, and 
diſtemperate Love, and the.manifold-inconveniencies that might 
ariſe thereby, as well to call his Honour in queſtion , Lo; that it 
would be thought it was pꝛocured by his perſuaſſions , as alſo fo 
that it ſeemed the was grown to that deſperateneſs in tobe; * 
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ſhe might not enjoy the thing the deſired , it would much endan- 
ger her like: and rather then he would think a thought to violate 
his vowed loyalty to Violetta, himſelf would endure Death fo; 
Violetta; and though the were no Kings Daughter, vet by rea'on 
pf her erteding Beauty, ſhe was much fpoken of in Thebes, 
and nothing inferiour to Frenetta in Gitts of Mind, the remem⸗ 
tanceof whoſe Perkections, together with his Love, had lo much 
bound him in the inviolable Bonds of true Friendthip to his firſt 
Beloved , that fo2 ever after Pollipus eſchewed all occaſions. to 
come in Frenetta's fight, but always kept Company with the 
Pꝛinte, unto whom he unfolded and cold the whole circumſtance 
of that which had paſſed between him and Frenetta, which, when 
Pariſmus underſtod, he told him that ſhe was an Yonourable La- 
dy, and ſaid, In his opinion, he ould do her much wꝛong to reject 
her love, which ſhould pzoceed from a Uirtuous inclination, uſing 
5 to that elleck, which, when Pollipus heard, he

My Lo2d, J cannot ſo much wꝛong my dear love Violetta, as 
fo ſon to fix my mind on another, and fozget her Perked ions, in 
whoſe Service J have vowed to ſpend the reſt of my Lite ; Then 
god my Loꝛd, do not injure that Mirtuous Maiden, who in Thet- 
ſaly hath ſomuch honoured.yon, fo2 J will never yield to lobe any 
but her moſt wozthy ſelf, __. 

Mozthy Friend, quoth Pariſmus, J would not any way wꝛong 
Violetta, no2 pour ſelf, i J ever ſaw any likelihod that you 
ſhould ever ſe& her again, and pet lo much J commend your Kelo⸗ 
lution, that J ſhall ever ertol choſe Honourable Parts that Rule 
pour Heart, whereby my ſelf have been pꝛeſerved, and obtained the 
helghth of al felicity, neither do Jutter any Wow to alter your 
Affection from Violetta, but to make tryal of your Uirtues, which 
Fill continue perfect + And ſince our abode in this place may turn 
to your diſparagement and hinderance, J will by all means pol⸗ 
ſible haſten your departure towards Theſſaly , where, by god hap 
pou may find out the Party that with-holdeth your Happy Joys, 
-unto whom J will ule all the perſyaſions'J, can to purchaſe your 
Content; and allo during our ſaying here, J will endeavour.to 
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Adonius ſtanding by and hearing their Speches, had much ado 
to refrain from tears, which melted in her tender Heart, to ſee the 
kindneſs of theſe two Friends, and the care they tok to find her 
in Theſſaly, who was continually in their pꝛelente. 

Pollipus ever after ſhunned all occaſions , and Frenetta moſt 
earneſtly ſought to have ſome further Conference with him, but 
when ſhe plainly ſaw he nothing regarded her love, but fill ſhun⸗ 
ned her company, the fell into ſuch heavineſs, and ſer the Gzief 
thereof lo near to her heart, that in ſhoꝛt time ſhe grew ſo weak 
that the kept her Chamber, not once uttering to any the cauſe of 
her Sadnels, though her Parents earneſtly deſired to know the 
ſame, which turned their joy into care, and their fozmer pleaſure

Polli pus having Knowledge thereof, would never come at her 
until the very day ok their Departure, and chuſing a convenient 
time when the was alone, onty attended by a Damozel, he entred 
her Chamber; Frenetta no foner eſpyed him, but her Heart leapt 
f92 Joy, erpecing {ome kindne's, but Pollipus taking her by the 
Wand, ſatd : 

Courteous Lady, J am at length come into your Pꝛeſente to 
ſatisſie your mind in that which J would have you to know: 
Four love to me that an: unwoꝛthy thereof, and the little account J 
ſeem to make ot the ſame, hath bꝛought you into that Weakneſs 
you remain in, vhich ik it be lo J am moſt heartily ſoʒry, but be⸗ 
cauſe J am now departing this Countrey, J would ſatisfie your 
mind in any thing J could, therckoze J intreat pou to mitti⸗ 
gate the ertremity of your paſſions, which J cannot Salve, fo 
J long fince have vowed my ſervice to a Lady in Theſſaly, unto 
whom J am bound by many inviolable Bonds of paſſed Pꝛomiſes, 
neither can J be Tidopal to her, without Impeachment of mine 
Honour, which is the onely thing J moſt eſtem ; then let me en⸗ 
treat you to abſtain (rom loxing him that cannot ſhew himdelk ſo 
kind as he would and you deſerve. 2Banith from your mind all 
god Conceit of me, that muſt againft my will be ingratetul , and 
te in any other ſoꝛt J may vs the thing with hazard of my Lite that 
may content you, J am here ready to accompliſh your will, and 
in my abſence do not accuſe me of Inhumanity, fo: J may not, 02

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will do any Lady wꝛong, upon whoſe favour my Life if it were 
dearer to me then it is, dependeth. | 

Frenetta hearing this ſuddain and reſolute Anſwer, fell down 
into a deadly Sound, which her Maid perceiving Laboured to 
Revive her again: Jn the mean time Pollipus went to Pariſmus, 
and having ſolemnly taken their leave of the King and Queen, 
who endured their departure with great heabinels, haſted to their 
Ships, launched into the Main, and with a pꝛolperous gale, ſail: 
ed towards Theſſaly with Joyful Hearts, the wiched place of all 
their Hopes. 

Frenetta being revived from her Trance, and miſſing Polli- 
pus, whom ſhe thought alſuredly had been by her; fell into an 
extream erclamation of his diſcourteſie, inſomuch that her Bꝛo⸗ 
thers hearing her rage, demanded the cauſe of her Sozrow, which 

preſently told unto them , (as hath been bekoze declared : ) 

his raſhnels ofhers., her Bꝛothers repꝛoved with ſuch bitter 
terms, as that her care foꝛ Pollipus Disdain , did not ſo much 
grieve her as their unkindne's ; and. the multirude of Sozrows. 
and.verations ſo overcame her careful and tender Heart, that fo 
eber after ſhe continued in Perpetual Erclamations againſt her 
cruel Deſtinies, that with ertreamity of Grief ſhe became Lu⸗ 
natick, and bereft of ſenſe, and ſo ended her Life. 

This miſhap ſtrok ſuch a terrour to old Antiochus , and his 
Qutens Heart, that within ſho2t ſpace, as by the fir coming ol 
the Knights, they had received their joyful Liberty, fo by their laſt 
Departure, they received the cauſe of their Death; leaving their 
Two Sons to Rule the Iſland, who Governed the lame with ſuch 
Peaceable quietneſs, that within ſho2t ſpace it grew to be as Fa- 
— as ever it had been in the firſt beginning of their Fathers 
Reign. 
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CH AP. XXVII. 
How Pariſmus and Laurana arrived at Theſſaly, and of the ex- 
ceeding joy that was made for their return. 


Ariſmus (having a pꝛoſperous Gale) within few 
BD Days landed on the Theſlalian Shoe, and ſæing 
bidmdelk fo ſafely arrived with the Pzinceſs Lau- 
ana, ſaluted her with many kind Embzaces; ſhe 
xox likewiſe was much delighted to behold her Na- 
| tive Countrey, where her dear and careful Pa- 
rents Lived, unto whom ſhe ſhouldbzing unſpeakable Comfozr. 
Pollipus was alſo annimated to comfot by an inward perſuaſion 
to hear ſome news of his Violetta, and Violetta was affected with 
no leſs gladnels then any of the reſt, in that ſhe was fo happily 
returned with the woꝛthy Knight Pollipus, and the remembyance 
ol her Parents ſight , which ſhe much deſired to enjoy, that their 
Joys on all ſides were fo exceding, that there was no Perſon 
whatſoever, but had his heart fully repleniſhed with gladnels eve- 
ry way. 

g When they were Landed, Pariſmus determined to ſend a Mel⸗ 
ſenger to the City of Thebes, with repozc of their Health and hap⸗ 
py arrival, which Pollipus ſæing, deſired to erecute the ſame, 
and Arming himſelf in Azure Armoz, beſet with Stars of Gold, 
gallantly mounted, with his Spear in his Reſt, ye haſted towards 
the City; and as he rode along the Streets, multitudes of People 
fo:ſok their Buſinels and Houſes to behold him, and noteing his 
gallant Pꝛopoztion, thereby rememb1ed the want of the Ualiant 
Pariſmus , that their Hearts were affected with a Wonderful per⸗ 
ſuaſion, that either it was himſelf, oꝛ ſome happy Mellenger that 
brought god Tydings of his ſakety, that by infinite Multitudes 
they followed after him to the Court, being deſirous to know the 
cauſe of his toming. 

Pollipus coming to the Pallace; beheld a Wonderful alteration 
there ſince their Departure, fo2 all were attired in Mourning 
Weds, and every thing ſemed to ſhew a ſign of Sadneſs. When 
Dioniſius had knowledge that there was a Knight had bought a 
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Meſſage unto him, he could not judge of whence it might be, fo? 
that he was in Armoz , and rather took him to be a Herauld of 
Arms, than one that bzought Peace. 

Pinner being ended, he was bꝛought into the great Hall, where 
was Queen Olivia, the King and Queen of Hungaria, the 
Pꝛinte of Sparta, with the young new Married Queen Clariana, 
Walghter to the King or Hungaria, the Loꝛd Remus, who had 
lately Married the Lady Iſabella, and. divers others of great ac- 
count. 

When Pollipus was entred the Pzeſence Chamber, humbling 
himſelf upon his knee, he uttered thele ſpeeches : Volt high and 
Mighty King, J bzing you news of the ſafcty of your Highneſs 
Daughter Laurana, who at this inſtant with her Eſpouſed Lo2d 
Pariſmus, remaineth in good Health, humbly laluting your Ma⸗ 
jeſty in all Duty by me: They are by this time in the Plains of 
Pharſalia, add2eſſing themſelves towards the City, where with- 
in ſho2t ſpace they intend to arrive. Dioniſius having heard this 
Mellage delivered, took him by the hand and embꝛaced him, ſaving. 

Worthy Knight, quoth he, thou haſt brought me ſuch happy 
news, that I can hardly believe I ſhall ever be ſo happy as to live 
to ſee them, neither be thou offended at my incredulity , for 
my misfortune hath been ſuch, as I cannot any way rely upon 
the certainty of any thing: With which Wo!ds the tears ſcood 
in his eyes: But Pollipus litting up his Bever, laid: 

My Lord, upon my Honour, that which I report is maſt 
true. 

Dioniſius knowing him, with great joy embraced him, and fo 
did the Queen and all the ret, who on a ſudden could not ſuffici- 
ently tell how to expꝛels their joy, but yielded all kind and Ho⸗ 
nourable Behaviour that might be to welcome him: This news 
was ſoon ſpꝛead thzoughout the Court and City, and the King, 
and almoſt all in general, went pꝛeſently fozth to meet them: 
The Courtiers rcjoyced, the Citizens cauſed Bonefires to be 
made, the Bells rung, the Duims and Trumpets ſounded , yea, 
— mirth and rejoycings was on all ſides, as is not to be ex⸗ 
pꝛelled. | 
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Doniſius with great joy went to meet his Childꝛen, being ac: - 


tompanied with the King of Hungaria, the Pꝛinte ot᷑ Sparta, and 
many other Knights and Gentlemen, belonging to the King of 
Hungaria, that attended Clariana, and they had not rode far from 
the City, but they met with them, where the King lovingly em⸗ 


bzaced Pariſmus and Laurana, who Reverently kneeled at his 


Feet, and with Tears pꝛoceeding from the excels of erceeding joy, 
— their return: and therekoze he uttered unto them theſe 
ſpcec hes. 

Welcome mydear Son, your happy arrival hath baniſned my 


former hearts ſorrow, and as by your departure and News of 


your misfortunes our heavineſs increaſed, ſo by your proſper- 


ous arrival, our hearts are repleniſhed with joy; I ſee. your ver- 


tues ſtill over-maſters adverſe miſery , and whatſoever is in 


yeur cuſtody, is ſafely protected from calamity : My gladneſs 


for your return I cannot expreſs, becauſe I feel my ſelf furpri- 
zed with exceeding delight. 

Wien he had ended theſe Speeches, he took Laurana by the 
land, an d with great joy embꝛated her: Each Noble Perſonage 


having ſalute. Pariſmus, and welcomed their return in tourteous 
loꝛt, they entred the City, where they were Entertained with 
ail the State that might be, every Subject erpꝛelung their joy: 
Tle Streets, Windows, and Youſe-tops , and every place were 


{o filled with People, that there was almoſt no paſlage left them to 
pa's to the Palace. 


Violetta amongſt all the reſt, beheld her careful Father ſtand⸗ 


ing at his Too weeping, to ſee the mirth all enjofed but himſelk, 
who continued in great heavinels fo2 the loſs of his Daughter, 
which fight attainted her Heart with ſuch grief , that the pallage 
of her Chꝛyſtal Tears iſlued with ſuch abundance, that all the 


Company worded thereat, when as with great Pleaſure being 
come to the Palace, they were on all ſides Welcomed with un⸗ 
ſpcakable joy. Dioniſius cauſed moſt rich Meat to be Pꝛovided fo 
their repaſt, and in the mean time cauſed Pariſmus to fit by him, 
and Laurara by her Mother, accompanied by Clariana and Iſa- 
bella, thice of rhe faireſt Creatures that ever Eye beheld. 

Then Fariſmus at the Requeſt of the King, repeated the whole 
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manner of their miſadventure from the beginning of their Ship: 
wack until their return, with ſuch exceding Conmendations 
of the Noble Malour, anderceding kindneſs he had found in Pol- 
lipus, that all admired and applauded his Uictozies , and then he 
uttered theſe Speeches. | 
Molt Noble Father, by the Ulalour of my Friend Pollipus, have 
we eſcaped the Danger we fell into, therefoze J beſech your 
Highneſs, eſteem of him as the onely Pꝛelerver of your Childzeng 
Lives, whoſe noble Wisdom hath till p2eſerved us, and his pꝛow⸗ 
els hath mightily defended us, without whom we had never en- 
joyed this happy hour, to ſee your Honourable Pzeſence. Dioniſius 
hearing his Speches, roſe from his Seat, and embyaced Pollipus 
with great kindneſs, yielding him many Thanks. 
Thus being met, with exceeding joy on all fides , they ſpent 
the reftof the Day in kind Salutations, and pieaſant Conmnica- 
tions, each Friend with other, except Pollipus, whoſe Heart long: 
ed until he had viſited old Andrugio, whom he found fitting in | 
a Chair bewailing his own misfoztune , which rok ſuch er- 
ceding ſadneſs to Pollipus heart, that he could endure no Com⸗ 
pany, no2 enjoy no quiet.

ſpent the time with Dioniſius, the King of Hungaria, and Pyince 
pf Sparta; Laurana in the company of Clarinda and Iſabella, ang 
man other gallant Ladies, relating her happy eicape out of mil⸗ 
foztune. Pollipus only gave his mind to all Sozrow and Penſive: 
neſs , induring the abſence of Violetta with much Gziek, and 
ſeing that he could hear no news of her abode, determined the nert 
Day to go in ſearch of her. 8

vowed never to reſt in any place, until J be fully allured of. mp 
Friends Pꝛoſperity: Dioniſius hearing his Requeſt, was ſoꝛry 
fo ſon to leave him, and therekoꝛe taking him by the Hand, he laid 
unto him: 

Wozthy Knight, to whom both my ſelf, and all that is mine 
are much bound, it were a hard matter fo2 me to deny vou; but in

Arly the next Mozning Pollipus Armed himſelf, 
P tauſng his Hozſe to be pꝛepared in readineſs , and 
coming where Dioniſius was Seated in his Roy-= 
W altp, accompanied by the noble and gallant States 


your conſent to a matter which much concerneth me, which par⸗ 
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acco2ding to your Content, you ſhall have all the furtherance J 1 


can give you. 

My Lo2d, replyed Pollipus, my ſtaping in this place cannot 
pleaſure vou, but rather be offenſive , ko; that my Sozrows will 
(without ſome god hope of Comkozt) erced the limits of Rea- 
ſon, neither will it J hope, delight your Majesty to lee my Gy1ief, 
which J cannot by no means avoid; therefoze J beleech your 
Highneſs not to vouchlake me any further honour , but to let me 
have your Gant to depart, who have already ſufficiently tated of 
pour Bounty. 

Pariſmus ſæing Pollipus intent, uſed all manner of friendly 
and kind Perſuaſions that migyt be to diſſuade him from his 
purpoſe , but he moſt earneſfly entreated fo) his Content, ko bis 
Heart was lo oppꝛeſt with care, that no other thought cant cake 
place in his Fancy , that very ſhoztly he determined to bein his 
Travels.

My Lod (ſaid ſhe) do but try me once moze, and if J Kail, 

then let me endure the moſt heavy Doom of your tperlaſting Dif- 

leaſure. 
: Adonius (quoth he) if it be to pleaſure thee any way, J will 
gladly do it, fo2 the friend ſhip J have found in thee ; then J pzithee 
as thou loveſt me and pittieſt the ſoꝛrows J endure , do not delay 
me with thy ſpeeches, fo2 J know they pzoceed from kindneſs ts 
make me foꝛget my ſadneſs, and not to do me any benefit in the 
thing thou ſpcakeſt of, fo2 J ſhall never be ſo happy as to be belo⸗ 
ved of her who J fear me hath lekt her Fathers Houſe to ſhun my 
Company; but not withſtanding the little hope of comfozt J con- 
ceive by thy meang, to pleaſure thee befoze J depart, tell me 
what it is thou demandeſt, and if it be in my power thou ſhalt ob⸗ 
ain it. | | 

f Violetta was aſhamed to utter her mind in that place, but be: 
ing ſure he could not behold her Bluſhing Cheeks, laid: The · re⸗ 
queſt that J make is this: That you will give me your faithful 
Pꝛomiſe, that at what time it is your hap to meet Violetta, and 
obtain her good will, that the firſt Night you will not attempt to 
enjoy the ſweet fruition of her love. Upon my Honour, ſaid Polli; 
pus, J will not do any thing whatſoever that diſagreeth to her 
will, fo ſo dear do J eſteem her, that J would ſooner deſtroy my 
ſclf, then ſhe ſhould any way be diſpleaſed with me. 

Then know, wo2thy Knight, quoth ſhe, Jam that Violetta 
you ſo earneſtly ſeck afrer, Þ am the unkind party that hath ſo long 
time pꝛotured your Tiſcontent ; J am ſhe whoſe Abſence you 
have {ooft bewailed, and now J am conſtrained to manifeſt my 
ſelf unro vou, 'defiving you to pardon my hard-heartedneſs , that 
have lo long concealed my ſelk, and thereby pꝛocured your Dif 
quiet. Pollipus hearing her [pceches,couldnot tell what to ſay, be- 
ing halt perſwaded it was ſhe, by rememhꝛing her Tountenance, 
and the behaviour the had uled in all their Travels, and alſd calling 
to mind her kindnefles and ſpecches, could / nat reſolve what to do, 
fox his fancy ſtill perluuded him it was not ſhe: Then pꝛeſently 
after he thought it might be ſhe; at laſt, he ſaid, J know 
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not what to tonjecture, ndꝛ how to behave my ſelf, noꝛ whether 
Ichould call you Adonius oꝛ Violetta, conũdering how unlikely 
it is the ſhould be ſo kind to me, and how certain Jam, Adonius 

hath done me many pleaſures. 

Then ſweet Violetta (if thou art <2) refolve me of this my 
doubt, being thereby duven to thar hopekul diſpair ; that J know 
not whether my Fo2tune is better oꝛ wle. Violetta ſhMinking 
alittle back, ſaid, Pardon me, dear Pollipus, £2 J am your 
unwoꝛthy Friend Violetta, that have in this diſguiſe made trial 
al your kriendchip. 

Polli pus then took her moſt lovingly in his Arms, not offering 
other behaviour then his pꝛomile did permit; yer he was in doubt 
ſtill, and tould not be quiet until he had uſed ſuch means (vet far 
from dichonour) as thereby he found ſhe was a Uirgin, and no 
Page, and therefo2e aſſured him elk it was Violetta; then kold⸗ 
ing her delicate body in his Arms, which he had oktentimes be⸗ 
foze embꝛated, but not with ſuch kindneſs , baniſhing all ſadneſs. 
from his-ſozrowful heart, wich ſweet and delighikul content, he 
embzated her with that kindneſs that long lovers enjoy when as 
they fo happily meet, ſpending the r2Tof the night in pleaſant 
communication and remembzances of their koꝛmer kindnelles, 
which augmented their joys to an erceeding heigch-: Okten⸗ 
times Polli pus would have erceeded th? Limits of his f52mer 
pꝛomiſe, but ſh? reſeroed it koꝛ the moꝛe Honourable Delight 
ok their Nuptial bed, uſing many other ſpeeches, ſuch as true and 
loyal kindneſs yields. 

Thus theſe two kind Lovers ſpent the time, Violetta account- 
ing her ſelf moſt happy to enjoy fo conſtant a friend, as ſhe had 
faund him by many certainties in his Travels , and he eſteemed 
himſelf as happy to be belovedof Violetta, that had not refuſed 
to hazard her ſelf in many dangers fo2 his lake: At laſt, their 
minds being both at quiet and.ſatisfied with Bliſgsful content, 
they fell falt aſleep. 

Pariſmus enduring much heavinels fot his friends departure, 
could hardly giveone minutes reſt to his troubled heart, there⸗ 
fore he was early up with intent to perſwade Pollipus, if he could, 
ktom undertabing his journey; and pzeſentlyafcer theſe — 
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Lovers were aſleep, he entred d the Chamber , where tontrary to 
his expectation , he found him faſt aſleep , and Violetta in moſt 
loving ſozt, laying one hand under Pollipus head, and the other 
imbꝛating his manly beaſt, ſeeming in his tonccit, the pleaſant- 
cf Cght that ever eye beheld, the ſuppoſed Page being ſo teautiful 
that had he not known him, he would have thought that Venus 
her ſelf had been there to comkozt Pollipus, with her ſweet 
Embzatings. 

The Pꝛinte ſceing his Friend in fuch a quiet ſleep, wir hdꝛew 
imſelk, and endeavoured to ſiudy low to Wozk his ewn com⸗ 
oat, and ſtay Pollipus. 

Whilſt he was in this Meditation, golden Phoebus had light; 
ned the whole Chamber, the clearneſs ot whole ſplendant beams 
awaked Pollipus, but Violetta yet continued with her pure eveg 
| cloſcd up by Morpheus, and Pollipus ſhaddowing her with the 


Curtains aroſe, and ſoon elpyed the Pꝛinte at the end of the room, 
who ſeeing him, ſaid: 

My dear friend Pollipus, J had thought to have found you rea⸗

ing this favour at your hands. 
| My Lozd (quoth Pollipus) 3 mult conkels J am too fluggith. 
to be found lleeping at this time, whilſt my mind ſhould bc 
buſied with moze weightier matters: Indeed, accoꝛding to your 
ſaying, my Loꝛd, J think J have either embzaced ſome God⸗ 
dels, 02 a moꝛe Tivint creature : ; koz my kozmer Reſolution is 
diſſolved quite, and my heart at moze reſt then ever it hath been; 
fo) my dear Violetta hath been lo kind as to viſit me this night, 
| ſhewing my heart that cauſe of joy, as fo2 ever whilſt J live, J 
ſhall account my ſelf bound unto her, and becauſe your Honour 
hath both been acquainted with my Love and all my intents — 
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have vouchlaked me that kavdur which J ſhall never requite, J 
will ſhew you the cauſe of my gladneſs : Violetta hath diſguiſed 
her ſelf, and been with us in our travels, and went under the name 
of Adonius, but now hath diſcovered her ſelf unto me, which was 
more ſtrange to me than it may ſeem to vou. 

Pariſmus hearing his Speeches, called her favour to remem⸗ 
bꝛance, and ſoon-knew her to be Violetta, wond2ing that in ſo 
long time that ſhe went in the dilguile ol a Page, he could never 
perceive the ſame, noz once ſuſpect it, which affected his heart 
erceedingly with joy; and taking him by the Hand, they both 
walked together to the Pꝛincels, who greatly rejoyced at this 
happy News, and preſently commanded Leda to carry Apparel 
unto her, and all things neceſſary , which the pꝛelently executed, 
and at her coming found Violetta newly awiked, who told 
her that the Pꝛintels Laucana had ſent her that Apparel, which 
Violetta kindly accepted.

teit of me, J here offer my ſelf koꝛ eber to be at his diſpoſition, 
defiring you to pardon whatſoever you have found amils in me, 
oꝛ diſagreeing to a Mardens chaſt behaviour, and with a favourable 
opinion 
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opinion cenſure of my raſhneſs, both to try your vertues, as alſo 
to diſguiſe my ſelf , whereby J have done ſo near as J could, 
nothing that might any way pꝛejudice my Chaſtiry, oꝛ diſhonour 
my Name. 

Pollipus taking her in his Arms, ſaid: Sweet and kind 
Love, ſhould J be ſo barbarous as to mildeem your Ulercues, oz 
bear. any other than the moſt courteous: conceits of your kindneſs, 
then J might be accounted the moſt Inhumane Creature living: 
but contrary to. my deſert, J account my ſelf ſo Enriched and 
Honoured by your Love, that fo; ever J ſhall endeavour to reſt 
thankful unto you fo2 the ſame, and J beſeech vou thus to eſteem 
of me, that it will be moe grievous to me than death, to be out 
of your favour, then J deſire you to let your heart repoſe that 
good truſt in me, that no miſery, Calamity, Death, no! affliction, 
ſhall cauſe me once in woꝛd oz deed, to be Difloyal to your ſelf, 
that vouchſafe me all the happineſs J deſire. 

Laurana all this while, beholding Violettaes modeſt counte- 
nance and baſhfulneſs , came unto her and embyaced her, ſaying ; 
Moſt vertuous Damzel , be not diſcomfo2ted no2 abaſhed ar your 
diſguiſe, fo? it cannot be taken otherwiſe than vertuous , koz by 
the ſame , you have ſhewed a great token of wildom, to make ſo 
inkallible a tryal of your Friend; neither trouble your ſelf with 
any miſconceited opinion of your Chaſtity, koz none can be ſo 
diſcourteous as to diſallow the lame; and as fo2 my ſelf, I am ſo 
fully aſſured of your Uertues, that J ſhall fo2 ever hate him that 
ſhall once think otherwiſe than honourable of you, and hereafter 
make accoint to find me as your molt faithful friend, fo2 at all 
times J will eſteem of you as my Siſter, and whatſoever lyeth 
in my power to do you good, ſhall be ready at your command. 

Violetta kneeling down, moſt humbly thanked her koz her ho- 
nourable kindneſs. The Pꝛincels then taking her by the hand, 
led her down into the great Hall, where ſhe was moſt kindly 
welcomed by the King and Queen, and all the reſt of the Ns- 
bles, who having knowledge of rhe truth of all that had paſt be- 
tween yer and Pollipus, grew into ſuch a good liking of her, and 
ſo much eſteemed her Wiſdom , that they did all account him the 
foztunateſt Knight living. of 
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there pꝛelent. 

Atrer this time all Theſlaly remained in great Tranquility, 
and theſe kind friends continued in the Court of Dionyſius many 
days, until Pariſmus once again deſired to ſee his Native Coun⸗ 
try of Bohemia, where within ſhozt time after his departure 
from Theſſaly, he ſafely arrived, as ſhall be declared in the 
Second Part of this Hiſtozy. 
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
